WILD MOB SEEKINO 
LIVES-OF NEGROES 



Besieges Jail in Spai'tanl3Lirg, 
S.C.,-and Wounds Slieriff 
and Others 



Siinrtanburg, "S.C, 6c{. 10.— In tho 

hpurt of .Spart.-mburg, witli Us 20,000 
population, a mob of infuriated clti- 
•/.ens, numbering ''nearly 2,200 fought 
ineifectualiy today and; tonight with ;!;tho 
mlltury and civil atitlibrltles - forl the 
possession of John Irby. a negro, who 
assaulted Miss LlUle Demps«y, earlier 
in tho day, near Saxon Mill village, 
three miles a-ft'ay. ' '• ' 

l''our iicrsons were 'wounded, one of 
tliein soriously, and John Siiarks, a 
restaurant keeper, was arrc.'- ted and 
held without bail oi^ tlic ebarge. of 
sbontliig SlierilT Nlclioll'-:, wlio was 
sliglitly ivouiided in thi.> (.'Xcliaiigo of 
shots between tlic nioli anil the au- 
thorities while they v.-cr'.' protecting 
the tromliling prisoner in tho jail. 

.•\t a late hour about 150 state trooi)s 
were on guard at the jail, and mean- 
while the mob had increased by about 
000 ,men ffom .Greenville, a. noighbor- 
Ihg town.!. Tho. situation -wasiextremc- 
ly critical. A hundred regulation 
army rifles projecting" from windows, 
doors and porches 'ot'.tho building pre- 
sented a formidable proposltloji for the 
mob leaders. There wore threats of 
dynamiting the jail, and precautions 
wore taken to have all known supplies 
of explosives guarded. 

While today's crime of the negro 
Irby, was the chief cause of tlic mob's' 
fury, the presence in the .1ail of two 
other negroes, aj.'ainst whom tlioi? 
have from liijie to time during llie last 
two weeks been threats of vlol^'uce, 
added , to tho cxcltoment.. Those cir- 
cumstances' made It evident that the 
'entrance into, the jail meant a trippia 
lynching. 

At midnight the mob spirit was 
waning, the police having arrested 
pevcral alleged leaders of tho niob, 
which had a salutary elTect.

Weel<'s Developments Have 
Shown No Way Out' of the 
Complication 



SERVIA AND MONTENEGRO 



Austiia Remains Firm in Re- 
gard to Annexation of 
. Provinces ' ■ 



London, Oct. 10.— The end of tho 
week finds tho situation In tho Bal 
kans and among the groat powers that 
have Interests there as complicated as 
at any time since tho doclaration of 
Bulgaria's indopeiidenco and tho an- 
nexation of the two provinces ' by 
Austria-Hungary. 

Servia is in a warlike mood, and has 
sfeppo'l Into the breach to contest 
-VuKti'ia's rlivlit to Bosnia and Herzc 
govina, and in tliis Servia is being 
backed slron.gly by Montenegro, whos 
reigning jirlnce declare.^; that he would 
not shrink from any sacrifice in de- 
fence of tho Servian nationality. In 
Belgrade, popul-Tr excitement is at 
fever heat, which seems to be shared 
by tho Crown Prince, v,-ho in .an ad- 
dress before tliou.-;niuis oC patriots, de- 
clared on .Saturday that lie hoped 
within a few days they would be able 
to offer their lives for the King and 
tho I'^athorland. 

Enthusiasm marked tho meeting of 
the Servian national as.Membly, wlllch 
yesterday elected as their president a 
man well known to bo in favor of war 
v.-ith Austria-Hungary. The sitting ot 
the as.sembly Avas licld in secret, and 
continued for many hours, the ques- 
tion of opposing j\iistria being angri- 
ly discussed. King Peter, however, 
iias notified tho British government 
and otlier friendly powers that he Is 
using every effort to keep the coun- 
try out of war. Nevertheless there 
has been a call to arma .Ih . Servia, al- 
though thdJdfflcIalexplah'atlon; of this 
.Is fhat the fbrc!e8.t,arqvrlOQded-lri tho

As a consequence, tlio meet- 
ing of the British foreign secretary, 
Sir Edward Grey, and the Russian 
foreign minister, M. Iswolslcy, was do 
void ot result yesterday. According 
to tho official statement Issued, a pre- 
liminary cxohanga of view.-? on the 
near eastern' situation took place, and 
the hope was expressed that a friendly 
under.st.-inding would be readied. Thosi; 
two diplomats will dlno with King Ed- 
ward on Sunday, when the King, who 
is recognized as "the greatest diplo- 
mat In all Europe," may liave a direct- 
ing influence. On Monday the minis- 
ters will meet again, and proliably a 
definite programme of action will be 
announced. Russian diplomacy has 
been directed towards persuading Aus- 
tria to be party to an International 
confereniie for :i review of the whole 
situation, but Austria refuses to give 
way on tlie point of her responsibility 
to the signatories of the Berlin treaty, 
and maintains her right' to have the 
annexation of Bosni.a accepted as an 
ticcomplislied fact. 

Despatches from Rome st.nte that 
the Italian government apiicar.s to be 
In favor of the principle of an inter- 
national congress, but at the .«ame 
time the Italian fleet, which has just 
completed its fall manoeuvre.'!, has re- 
ceived orders to remain concentrated 
at Spe/.zlii. 

Servia'a Answer. 

Belgrade, Oct. 10.— Tlie Servian gov- 
ernment's reply to Austria's request 
for an explanation of the mobilization 
of .Sorvia's forces has bt^en forwarded 
to the Austria-Hungary government. 
.Serviji exiilains tliat this is duo to thii 
f.'iet that the present forces are Insiif- 
fleicnt to maintain order in the in- 
terior, and that tho new niovenient 
should neit pi'OVdke disquietiuhi with 
regard to Ser\'lri's pacific intentions. 

Tho extraordinary session of the 
Skuptaohina, or national assembly, 
summoned to deal with the existing 
crisis, was openod this morning amid 
scones of great excitement. Tho war- 
like sentiment of the delegates Was 
noticeable, and the spirit was given 
expression by the prompt election to 
tho prcBUlency of the a.'^scmbly of Prof. 
Govanltz, one of tho most prominent 
agitators in favor of war with Austro- 
riungary. Tv.'o Austrian flags Wero 
burned by a mob in Theatre square 
tills morning. 

After tho election of officers the 
Skuptschina adjourned \intil •! o'clock 
this nftornoon, when a secret session 
will bo held. 

• Montenegro's Stand. 

Cettlnjo, Montenegro, Oct, 10. — 
Prince Nicholas yesterdny issued a 
manifesto, stating that: "Aa today the 
terms of tho treaty of nerlln are In- 
fringed on one slile liy tho anni'xatlon 
of Bosnlad and Herzegovina, oljliga- 
tlon on our iiart to oli.'sei'v..' .■Xrtlelo 211 
of this treaty falls. Tlie treaty being 
forced tipon U'; and onr iiiiirltlme 
rights belli;;- cruelly limited, Jioute- 
iiegro considers herself no longer 
Ijouiid by tlies(! fetters." 

In reply to ^rontenegro's note orn- 
testlug against tlie annexation of Hos- 
iiia and Herzegovaiiia, Kir D^dward 
Crey, the l.irltlsli secretary for forel(;ii 
affairs, has sent a telegram to tin; gov- 
crninc-nt dt^ejarlng such annoxu tioii -io 
bo a violation of tlio treaty of Pi;i'lln, 
wlllch cannot be altered withnut the 
consent of tho signatories. Sir Ed- 
ward's telegrnm was read at a jnusH 
mooting hold hero today, after which 
the people marched in procession to 
the palaco, acclaiming Groat Britain 
as Iho defender of the Servians. Re- 



plying to many deputations, Prince 
Nicholas declared that ho would shrink 
from no sacrifices In .defense' of the 
Servian nationality. 

Paris Advices ' 

ParLs, Oct. 10.— -Offlolal advices re- 
ceived here present the situation be- 
tween Servia and' Austria-Hungary as 
extremely; - crltlcaj.;?. Austria-Hungary 
has served' notice^ that she will not 
tolerate a further "provocation and 
that slio Is prepared for eventualities 
should tho Skuptschina today declare 
war or make an aggressive move. 

Tho 15th Auatro-Hungarlan army 
corps occupied the , frontier along tho 
Danube and a fleet of river gunlioat-s 
is concentrating at Semlln. (Semlin is 
a Iliing.irlan town on the Danulie, 
directly ojiposito Belgrade, and con- 
nected with tho Servian capital by a 
bridge). 

France Is using her utmost , en- 
deavors at Belgrade to restrain King 
Peter and the Servian government. 

Further advices received at the 
Foreign Office indicate that the ex- 
citement among , tho population of 
jMonteuegro also Is at fever heat, but 
there is no confirmation of the many 
alarming., rumors published In the 
Paris newspapers this morning. 

The Vienna correspondent of the 
Temps, says in a despatch that the 
eleventli and tlilrteentii Austro-Hun- 
garlan army corps, with arms and 
aniinuiiitlon, are being hurried in the 
direction of the Servian frontier. Hos- 
pital trains are being prepared, the 
correspondent further declared, at 
Vienna and Budapest.

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LEMIEUX'S WORK 

Japanese Papers Say He is 
Charged With Promoting 
Immigration 



IS WARMLY DENOUNCED 



NotorioLis Official Discredits 
Dominion in the Eastern 
Empire 



That AV. T. R. Preston, Canadian 
tnu-le coninilssioncr to .lajian, has been 
.sent to Toklo to promote the Immigra- 
tion of Japanese laborers into Can- 
ada, is tile statement made by some 
of tile newspapers printed in the Eng- 
lish language in Japan, files of which 
were received by the steamer Lennox 
yesterday ,from Yokohama. Columns 
are devoted to protests against Mr.' 
Preston's attitude and writings by tho 
.Japan Gazette - o??- Yokohama, Japan 
Herald and Japan Chronicle, all influ- 
ential newspapers of Japan, the two 
former published at Yokohama and 
the latter at Kobe. Articles written 
by i\lr. Preston for the National Re- 
view are especially condemned and 
some of the papers express their con- 
dolences for the merchants of Canada 
who have to depend for tlio further- 
ance of their trade with Japan upon 
him.

Tho Japan Gazette of September 
17 says, under tho head "Air. Preston 
as an Advocate of Japanese Labor for 
Canada": 

"Wo have now obtained a copy of 
tho August IJatlonal Review, contain- 
ing the extraordinary article by Mr. 
Preston, to which references have been 
made heretofore, and its perusal re- 
veals a still more remarkable state of 
things than hitherto Indicated. It is a 
state of things that may prove of seri- 
ous concern to the Canadian govern-: 
ment and people, as well ^ as to the:* 
British embassy here which so ably , 
co-operated with M. Lemleux, the 
Canadian minister of labor, in the lat-- 
tor's difficult but euccessful mission 
in this country. For it appears fron-i 
the National Review (page 7) that Mr. 
Preston, as tho author of this article, 
describes himself as "commissioner for 
labor for the Dominion of Canada," 
and tho object ot his article appears 
to bo to undo tlie immigration question 
work done by Lemleux. The gen- 
eral impression has prevailed that Mr. 
Preston occupied a more modest posi- 
tion and had recently been advanced 
to Yokohama to take the place of his 
predecessor, as a trade commissioner. 
Recent speeches.and how this article 
in the Review indicate, however,' that 
he has the more extended semi-politi- 
cal function to convince Canada that- 
the Japanese have hitherto been mis- 
represented and maligned, also with a ; 
viev.- ot bringing about more favorable 
consideration of a new labor element ' 
in Canada, thus promoting immlgra-' 
tinn into Canada of Japanese laborers. 
This new role of the commissioner ex- 
plains much. AVc now read in this 
article In tho National Review such re- 
markable sentiments as tho following 
with a new understanding: 

" 'One learns that the East can teach 
the West very tisefiil lessons. The ap- 
plicatiun of ordlpary Eastern customs 
to England (and Canada) would revo- 
lutionize lier agricultural life.' 

"'As there is an addition of at least 
half a million souls annually to the 
liopulallon of Japan, there must neces- 
sarily 1)0 expansion in some direction 
and other avenues must be discovered'' 
(to Canada?) 

"The livelihood of this additional 
population is the pressing problei-n of 
Japan It is one of which the rest 
of llie world will soon be forced to take 
note." 

"And, so far, tlicy (the Jaiianese) 
show no di.spositlon to recognize any 
law, liuiuan or otherwisv, limiting 
their right to work." 

"Unless AVestern labor is placed up- 
on tlie highest possible productive 
level, I doubt whether the West will 
hold its own against Japan." 

"All the world over, as at home, a 
Japanese will accept the conditions of 
cjnploynient today with a view of 
qualifying for advancement tomor- 
row. Tliev are very economical." 

"They prefer to bu busy rather than 
do nothing. Add to this the induce- 
ment ot earning, during sixteen hours 
a day, tho sanie jiroportionate renuin- 
cration received for eight hours, and 
tlie Japanese -^vlll work for tho longer 
period to the full extent of his mental 
and physical capacity." 

"The sudden introdurtion ot such a 
people Into the competitive markets of 
tho world cannot bo otherwise than a 
disturbing factor. It will undoubted- 
ly create a demand for cheaper labor 
in Europe and America." 

"licfore the middle of the present 
century (say, by about 1930?), Japan 
will have no room for her enormous 
population, unless every community 
becomes a \erltable hive of Industry. 
Even then the supply of labor will lio 
Iiraetlcally Inexhaustilile. I hiwo al- 
readv said that Jajianese labor ig 
adaiJtable, sober and Intelligent." (In 
this connection it may bo remcmbcrod 
that Mr. I'reston in a speech before tlio 
1'oklo Clianilier of Coinmerce recently 
also made exlraordhiary prophecy of 
the great things about to happen to. 
j.-ijiaii, only he brought their realiza- 
tion closer with the promise: "Long 
before tho middle of the present cen- 
tury (about 1915-20?) Ls reached, I 
will venture tho prediction that you 
will rank among the richest nations 
of the world"!!!). 

And .so on. No basis for any of his 
assertions or prophecies Is vouchsafed 
by ]\Ir. Preston, who simply devotes 
himself to |)raclica! advocacy of tho 
Japanese l;il)orlng class. AVe can only 
conclude in consideration of such an 
attitude and his assumption in the 
National Review of the title of "Com- 
mlssloiun- for Labor for tho Dominion 
of Canada," that'JIr. Preston has been 
despatched by his government to pro- 
mote thQ Introduction of cheap Japati- 
ose labor into Canada. .

LEMIEUX'S WORK 

(Continued from Pago Oiio)

Tiie Japan Chronicle of Kobi? says: 
"Hero Is an official sent to Japan with 

foreign money to report on trade, and 
lie uiic.s his po.sitlon to stir up ani- 
mosity between the Jajjaiicsc and resi- 
dent foreigners. He warns llio .fap- 
iinese that the libertv they are allow- 
ing foreigners is Illcoly to Ijroadeii Into 
licenee. "We have no ccnnplaint to malce 
against the Japanese that they have 
shaclded the liberty of foreigners 
either In the matter of person or in 
discussion. But on the riuestlon ol 
uiu-estrlcted liberty, is Mr. Preston 
aware that whereas In Canada a Jni)- 
ancsa can after a comparatively brief 
ptirlotl obtain and exorcise a vote for 
the municipality In the town whore ho 
resides, no foreigner In .Tapan, how- 
ever loner he may live In the country, 
cnn cast a vote In any municipal elec- 
tion or vxcrt iiny Influence in this 
direction over the local government;

"<llrcct trade" on the Japanese, qult(!

Tiicu he was telling tlio t'anadiaiis 
that the Japanese were rapidly chang- 
ing their habits and customs and could

lowing my friend, Harry Barnard, Is 
that man. (Cheers.) 

"The sight which greeted mo on en- 
tering this hnll must be more than In- 
spiring, not only to us, but also to 
everyone who has at heart tho cause 
of the good old Conscrvatlvo parly. 
(Cheers.) For without making the 
slighest attempt at exaggeration, I can

ducing a single evidence of dlsfiatls- 
factlon. (Hoar, hear). And If It is 
competent for the provincial elections 
to be held upon the same; day, I have 
the best and soundest of reasons for 
contoniilng that the Dominion elec- 
tions can also be carried on In the 
same fashion.

It is 
not true that it is for a Hue across 
Seymour Narrows. Scymnur Narrows 
is not mentioned in tlio Subsidy Act. 
The company to wlilch the subsidy is 
given Is one in which Mr. T. W. Pat- 
terson and ZMr. 1!. A. Munn of tiiis 
city, witli a fev,- liastorn people, are 
named as incorporators. It lias no 
■ connection Avhatevor with tho Graiul 
Trunk P.acific Railway. The grantiuH: 
nf the .sulisicly tii tliis eomijany has a 
feature which, tliough not wholly _un 
usual, is worthy of notice. IL ia i 
subsidy "idirectly to a company which 
as yet Is not'jprganiKed. In the major- 
ity 'of cases'" subsidies are .;Ti\-on for 
lines; of rallway.s without .spiH-ifyinK 
any company. Sometimes, when a 
company is in actual operation of a 
railway, a subsidy is given to it by 
name.. :/ ;)Theirt:yancouvcr Island and 
Eastern "''"Railway Company is so far 
only on -paper, and yet It is g-iven a 
sul)sldy to build a hundred miles of 
railway by a route which the Grand 
Trunk Pacific, the. Canadian Northern 
and the Canadian Pacific must follow, 
if they intend to construct a lino to 
Vancouver Island. If in tlic course of 
time tho V. I. and K. Railway Com- 
pany should prove unable to finance 
such a heavy undertaking as the pro- 
])Osi:d railwa>-, and one of the cvistinK 
railway conijianies sliould deeido to 
come to tho Island by tliat route, the 
company would have a charter and a 
subsidy of .$640,000, which in such an 
event wf>uld, if its members clioso so 
to regard it. prove a vahialjle asset. 
AVc submit that tho proper course for 
Parliament to have taken was to have 
voted the tsubsidy for a line from 
Campl)e!l River in tho direction of 
Fort George, and left it availa!)le To 
the first company that would under- 
talco to build thoVrpaa.' f:' 

Wo arc far from desiring to impuKU 
the good faith of tho promoters nt' the 
V.I. and U.iihv.-iy. There , -ire /"iiiaii- 
clal pcoi)l<'. who lavor the conatruotieii 
of awh IX railway as an.; Indejpendent 
venture. Sir Henry Pcllatt and some 
others asked for a charter two years 
or so ago to build just such a railway, 
although they intended to .start from 
Victoria, but it was defeated in the 
Senate tlirougli tho instrumentality of 
Jfr. Senator Riley. This year an inde- 
pendent company comes to the front 
a^valn, and this time with a subsidy. 
Wt! liopc ItK j/romoters will be able to 
linanco thoir (.■nlcrprise. 

But thi.s Is not the point. The point 
Is that the Times, with a shamclcss- 
ness without parallel in new.sp;ii)erdom, 
has printed a nia)) ivliieh is dot^eptiv.-, 
and is intended dollberatoly to dee( i\e. 
Moreover, tho map professes to .show 
that the G. T. P.'s lino to Vancouvc r 
will lie only a linuicli of its line to 
Vietinia. Mv. Ila\-es. siiealuuK in Van- 
couver tlie other day, s.aid that his 
company proposed forthwith to survey 
a line from Fort George to Vancouver 
and to l)eKin construction at an early 
day. Ut^ did not mention any lino from 
Fort George to Victoria. 

Wo do not care what excuse the 
Times may offer for its map. If the 
line from Victoria to l^'ort George 
shown upon tlie map i.'.; intended l<i 
represent the proposed V. I. and K. 
Railway, then the map is false In rep- 
resenting It as. part of the Grand 
Trunk Pacific, if tlie iii.ap is intended 
to show the \'. i. and K.'h line from 
Campbell Klvor to Fort GoorKo, then 
It is false in that It represents that 
company's lino as extending to Vic- 
toria, which It docs not, and in repre- 
senting tho G. T P. branch line to 
Vancouver as a branch of the V. 1. 
and K. line, which it will not be. In 
every way It may bo looked at, the 
map Is a monstrous fr.-iud. It Is even 
fra.udulent in representlnir tlie Hud- 
son's Hay Railway as startiiii;' from 
Fdiiiontoii, wliich \vlll not b(! the e.-ise, 
for It will start several liundreds of 
miles east of Edmonton. 



THE GENERAL OUTLOOK 

The elections are only two weeks 
fiway, and it ou,t;lit to be iiossible to 
leaeh some .i,'eiior.al idea of how they 
arc likely to go. In Victoria the 
j)ronilae3 of Conservative success are 
excellent. Mr. Barnard Is making an 
e:iceilcnt canvnws, and his franU and 



manly treatment of every fiuestlon 
submitted to him is in striking con- 
trast to tho course pursued by his op- 
imnent, who, after having promised to 
explain everything, has explained 
nothing. The Times attempts to mnico 
a. great point out of the so-called 
"secret agreement." Jlr. Barnard met 
this man-fashion and in a manner 
whleh eompletely .satlsHed those who 
heard him. It is true that tlioCagren- 
ment has nothing whatever to dp with 
Dominion politics, and if Mr. Barnard 
had seen lit to ignore It, no one would 
have had any just right to complain, 
but In a manly way, and one that Is 
fiuite characteristic, iie iias taken tho 
electorate fully into his conlldenec. l!y 
so doing he has gained far more votes 
than the Times can hope to take from 
him by misrepresenting his conduct 
and his Intentions. The prospect for 
Mr. Barnard's election are first class, 
and if he continues to gain as ho has, 
between now and ■election day, Mr. 
Templeman will be left so far In the 
rear that he will tliink that he is 
back ill the old days, when he wont 
up like a lamb to the slaughter on 
divers occasions. • 

The outlook In the Fast is very sat- 
isfilctory. It may be remenibered that 
a. statement was .itlribut'ed to Mr. 
Brod'eur,as to the vital necessity of 
the goverhment' loslhs no seats in 
Quebec, and afterwards denied. Tlio 
Toronto News prlnt9: v,tli0^4?!^jiowlng 
which scorns to be conclusive;-- 

Recently Mr. Brodeur attended a 
Ijiberal meeting in Soulaiiges county. 
In reporting the meeting thoMontreal 
Gazette attrilnited to Mr. Ih-ndenr the 
lemarle llial, if iiiori' tlian ten seals 
were won liy tlie Opposition in Queliee, 
the CoiiS(>rvatives would eoine into 
power. i\Ir. lirodeur promptly dimied 
tliat lie had made any sucli statement. 
But l,e Niitlonaliste is not prepared 
to accept The denial, and in its last 
issue printed ;i stenographic report of 
.Mr. Brodeur's words which It Is ready 
to support by adldavlt. Here Is a 
irnnslatlon: "Let there bo .peace 
amongst you. This year more than 
over it is neces.sary that all tho frieiid.s 
of the Ijilieral cause walk hand in 
hand. The liKht wlilcli we are entei'ing 
will be most ardent. Still 1 lioiio that 
we eau iiuuntain our jiositlon. iiut, 
in ordi>r to do that, our friends of 
Soulanges must unite lil;e tliose in tlio 
otiier counties. The New Brunswieic 
election was another Jlercier affair, 
and, .under tho circumstances, may be 
Intlnitcly prejudicial to .us.., .The elec- 
tions this year can' bo:Jc6mpared to a 
horse _race, tho_ 'Conservatives have 
as "good chances"" of ' geltlhg " tKere' as 
we. It is not necessary that our ad- 
versaries should take more than ten 
scats in tho province of Quebec. It 
the>' do, we run tho greatest risk of 
going out of iiowor." There is no 
doubt as to tlio accuracy of this fore- 
cast, if Mr. Brodeur did not say it, 
ho and his colleagues undoubtedly lie- 
llevo it. There is an ;iwakoning in 
Canada, it extends also to Ouebec, 
;ind present indications are that the 
Opposition will take more than ten 
seats in the. neighboring province. 

On the general situation through- 
out the Dominion, llie News say.';: 

.V few months ago it was generally 
believed tliat the l^iiurler governnicMit 
could not be defeated. Today all the 
signs jioliit to a Conservative victory. 
If Jlr. l.iorden does not succeed it will 
1)0 I)ecau30 his party fails in. activity 
and energy, ; and does not throw into 
the campaign tho conlldcnco "and en- 
thusiasm necessary to take full ad- 
vantage of the temper of public 
opinion. 

Tho Now.'i anticipates that Prince 
Edward Isl.'ind will go solidly Con- 
servative, that Nova Seotia will lie 
(■quails- (il\-i(led, that .\''-\v llni ns'.viek 
will give .a decided majority for tho 
Conservatives, that there will be Con- 
servative gains In Quebec, that On- 
tario will go overwlielmingly for .Mr. 
I^ordeii, and that the n'liresentatiou 
west of Lake Su])erior will bo (.-(lually 
divided. 



ORIGIN OF NAMES. 

It Is singular that no one can say 
with any certainty \ybat Is the origin 
of the ■word Canada. ' There Is an old 
explanation, ri'cently roviveil, wliicli 
says the .Spaniards, in speaking of the 
then little known country, said "Aea. 
Xada,". meaning thereby "nothing 
here," To tills there seems to be two 
objections. One of them Is that an 
ejaculation would hardly become the 
name of a country, unless someone 
wrote it on a jnap, and there is no rea- 
son to suppose that any one did, and 
the other.. Is* that; Aca Is.not, tho Span- 
lish for "here," but ' means "hither." 
Anotlier explanation is that It Is ;i 
eorniptioii of the Indian word "Fan- 
natha," moaning a collection of houses, 
and was applied by thOj Indlons to 
Quebec, not as a name biit for purpose.^; 
of description. Indian names are usu- 
ally, perlitiiis iihvays, only deserl])tioiis. 
If Kannatliii means a collection of 
houses, there were. probably many kan- 
nutlias, but It would: bo quite nalur.d 
for the flrst explorers to connect it 
Avlth the place to which the first heard 
It applied. .Another explanation Is 
now ol'fered, namely that In ola .Span- 
ish Canada (accented on tho seeoiul 
syllable) means a gorge or valley, ami 
hence that the e-xpression "Tlora di' 
la Canada," a]ipoarlng on some Span- 
ish m;ips, means "land of tho Valley," 
(lulte a national appellation to be given 
to the valley of the St. Lawrence, 
whleh Is par emphasis, the groat valley 
of tho Atlantic coast. 

Let us take another familiar name, 
Fsrpilmalt. TlK^ro arc residents of 
Victoria who jironouiu'c this name as 
though it were a form of tho word 
Eskimo, and Mr. Philllps-Wolley , In 
his poem "The Sea Queen Wakes," 
gives It this y.ilnn liy robbing the se- 
eoiid syllable of its accent. This sort 
of tiling is allowable to poets. Tho 
master of lln iii .Shakespeare, In 

hls^ play "Corlohuius," compels lilH 
readers to accent tho namo at ono 
time on the llrst and at another on the 
second syllable, If they would observe 
tho metre, 'i'he earliest referenee we 
have seen to Esqulnialt, as wo call It 
now. Is In a paper by Sir Jamoa Doug- 
la.s, and' tho namo Is there written 
Ii)tho.vmaU. Clearly Governor Douglas 



Intended to' -write a word /^accented on 
the second syllable. The transition 
from "til" to "(i" would bo easy arid 
natural, and possibly may be more 
nearly correct In sound than the gov- 
ernor's spelling. It must' be remem- 
bered that wo cannot exactly repro- 
duce Indian sounds with English let- 
ters. If you want any proof on that 
score, get some one who speaks 
Tsimpseiin to tell you the name of 
Kalen Island, and see how near you 
can come to spelling It. ICalen Is a 
shot at It, but is a long way. from the 
bull's eye. 

Another Instance l.s that of Tacoma. 
Now Tacoma is not Indian; It Is not 
even near-Indian. It Is a bad attempt 
to spell a name, which has been bettor 
reproduced, though not correctly. In 
Yakima. Indeed in nearly all our 
names of Indian oriyin we have drifti^il 
very far away from tho originals. 
About twenty years ago an effort was. 
made In the schools of Eastern Canadti 
to introdueo the praetloe of pronount^- 
in^' Manitoba witli a proiiouiic:ed ac- 
cent on tho lust syllabic, but It hap- 
pily failed. Can any ono tell us what 
Isthoymalt means? 

OIL '■ 

About f if toon years ago a iicnson 
acting for the Standard Oil Company 
wrote to Ottawa asking to bo In- 
formed if the Geological Survey had 
any reliable Information relating to 
tho occurrenee of petroleum In Canada. 
Tho letter brought forth a number of 
reports and a reply. Tho latter stated 
that' thert \\vasVan?;area(^ln southeast 
British cbiumbla, where "it wasknowh 
thai" oil was to be fo-jiul, but the offi- 
cial, who wrote it, was kind enough 
to add that owing to the dlCficultles 
of getting into the eountr.N-, it would 
be unwiso to ihinlc of sending any oiu; 
to . prospect It. The official meant 
well; he was only a half dozen year.s 
or so behind tho times. Ho did not 
reali/.e that the iiiiiiiediate vieliiit.v 
was being prospected for mineral, and 
lie did not appreciate that a discovery 
of oil would bring about transporta- 
tion. More Is known about tho re- 
gion now. Transportation Is avail- 
able, if not to the oil distrieV, 
at least to Its viemlt>-, one or 
two wells, have been . Vjorcd and 
a small refinery is in operation. There 
are other places in tho province where 
seepages Indicate that oil Is to bo 
found in quantity, and it Is time that 
greater attention was paid to the de- 
velopment of this valuable resource. 

Most of. us associate petroleum only 
with'/-JUuminatlun, although lately wo 
have'begun to think of It as a fuel, 
but these are only two of many uses 
to which it is ])ut. An anaeslhetio is 
made of It; gasoline Is derived from 
It, so is naptha; so Is benzine;- also 
vaseline. It forms tho base of chew- 
ing gum, is used In the manufacture 
of drugs to an incredible degree^, and 
no less than 130 varieties of oil arc 
prepared from the crude material 
which comes out of the wells.; There 
will be an enormoiis; denihnd' for- Illu- 
minating oil as Western cfaiiada be- 
comes settled, and tho length of the 
winter nights makes tho cheap pro- 
duction of this Important illuminating 
agent of tho greatest Interest. Tho 
Canadian supply of oil for lighting 
puriioses is said to be only one-fifth 
of the aetual amount consumed, and 
lliero has been no very recent expan- 
sion of tho home product'. Some dis- 
coveries have been made in tho east- 
ern Maritime provinces, which prom- 
ise well, and capital is forthcoming to 
develop the prospeets, but these an; 
too far awaj- to make it jiossiblo fiir 
them to bo serious conipotilors In tho 
western market, even It - tlioy . should 
prove equal to meeting local consump- 
tion. The great barrier Is the cost 
of transportation, which Is said on a 
tr;inseontlnenlal haul to r(pial t h<t 
cost nf the oil in the first place. Tho 
consumption throughout tiie world Is 
enormous, being, nearly' 200,000,000 
barrels ■ a year, and It Is constantly 
Increasing. .-Vs fuel for tin; KonerrL- 
tlon of sfi:ani pitroleuiu is grov/iiig 
in favor. Tho Admiralty lias already 
adopted It to some extent, and It Is 
stated that several of tho Transo.llan- 
tlc steamship companies Intend intro- 
ducing it. There is probably not one 
n;itural product for which tlioro Is ns 
great a variet.\- of uses, that can \>i'. 
Iiroduccd a^ cheaply or for which 
there Is |BOj rapidly Incroaahjif a. ^do-: 
man d as for petrdlotinri, arid 'xvo ropeait 
that the time lias eome when gn^atcr 
atteiiiion might advaiitiigeously lie 
paid to tho development of IJrIllsh 
Columbia oil fields.

Tlioro,i3i,a great difference of otiln- 
lou amongjteaohbrs as well ns parents 
us to the ■ wisdom of encouraging 
children to save money. It Is thouK'it 
1,1V many that childhood should be free 
from eare and that nutliliiB In children 
is more attractive than their wllluiK- 
no;^.y to share tlieir little possessions 
wltli one anotlier. To love money for 
its own sake is unlovely In the old; 
it is terrible in the yonn.t;. .D.-peud- 
Ciiee and trust are natural to cliildrc'" 
and till.- burden of providins for 
future Hliuuld not be placed on younB 
shouldeis. On tlie other hand, it must 
be acknowledged by all that our chil- 
dren are. too self-indulgent. The candy 
andVifniltitBtorcs and the Ice cream 
parlors' are patronized even by the 
tiniest children. Indulgent parents, 
many of whom deny tliemselves coui- 
forts, If not neeessarles, allow their 
children to Indnlse their appetites 
j often at the e.-cpeuse of tlielr health- 
This sclf-lndulfjence leads to numy 
evil couseiiuenceH. The little boy who 
buvs too nuich candy, when he ijrows 
old'er wastes his money in even inoro 
injurious wav's. Tlu:- f,'l"'l .who is 
Kiven money to spend on swi^-ts is 
ai)t to become seliish and extrava- 
gant as well as discontented In after 
year.;. It is genoruUy acknowledged 
tiuif in this western" country .we all 
spend too freely. While wages aro 
lilgii and times ure good the evil of 
tills is not felt, but hard times would 
find but few prepared to weather the 
storm. It is greatly to be doubted 
whether we ar(! any tlie better for ih" 
generous way In whicli people of all 
classes live and whether most of tis 
would not hi\ both better and ha))- 
pler if wo sjient less and saved more. 

It was with hope of teaching the ris- 
ing Koneratien to Lie saving and ])rovl- 
dent that tlie i)lan of school savings 
banks was Introduced into the schools. 
It is said by parents and teaclicrs 
that the only effect thi.s Imd In many 
cases was to encourage clilldron, not 
to savo the money they would have in- 
vested in sweets and other childish 
luxuries, but to obtain additional 
money to put in tlio bank.

While there are many who do not 

think that .Vndrew Carnegie alway-s 
expends his enormous wealth wlsel.v, 
even when ho desires to be most gen- 
erous, there will be few who will not 
agree that his latest benefaction will 
do great good. He lias set apart a 
(luarter of a million pounds sterling In 
order to provide a fund for meeting 
■'tlie cost of niaintainlng injured 
iierries and their families during illsa- 
bllity of the lierocs and tlie widows and 
children of heroes who nmy lose their 
lives in tlie United Kingdom."

OF ENGLISH BARONET 

Foiihfer off;Legmn (DfFtof^ 
men Companion or'. Late 
Sir Arthur Curtis ■ - 



Some time ago the provincial police 
department was asked by a resident 
of Mow Westminster Interested in the 
fate of the late Sir Arthur Curtis, 
the third baronet, to aseertain what 
stops, had been taken to discover tlie 
true fate of tlio latter. Ten years 
ago Sir Arthur, while endeavoring to 
make the overland trail Into Dawson, 
was lost In tho wild country about the 
Mud river. Fro-in tliat day to this not 
a trace of him has been discovered. 
Concerning his disa))pearance and the 
effort now being made by a relative to 
get some further information concern- 
ing his fate an Engll.sli exchange 
says: 

By Law, Dead 

According to law Sir Arthur is dead, 
the Probate Court having - granted 
I.>udy Curtis leave to pr<!sunie his 
death. Ills return now would niaku 
matters luipiensaiit, for in l'.)00 I^ady 
Curtis married Colonel Robert Ma/.lere 
Brady, U.G..\.. of Buncrana, Co. Done- 
gal. .Sir Artliur's son, Rogi'r, who suc- 
ceeded tn the title, is now twenty-two 
and resides in Hampshire. 

Tiic! stor.v ot tltls ton-ycar-old 
tragedy goes to make'somc of the most 
enthralling chapters in Mr. Roger 
Pocoek's book, "Tho Frontiersman." 
Air. P.ocock (who founded' the Legion 
of Frontiersmen) writes of what he 
knows, for it was ho who led the party 
of which the ill'-fatc'd 'baronet was 
one. 

This pai't.\- was callnl the "Star pack 
train," and it .started from Aslicroft, 
on the (.'an.'idian Paeilic railway. In 
Juno, 1S'.)8, bound for the Klondike. 
Half the members of the party were 
to engage in prospecting for gold, the 
pack train paving tho expenses. . 

Tho party had terrible experiences, 
and the disappearance of. Sir Arthur 
Curtis and. tho long search for him 
which; followed nearly brought dis- 
aster to the -entire train. 

Mr. Pocock thus describes the events 
which led up ' to Sir Arthur's disap- 
pearance; 

"C (Sir Arthur Curtis) came of 

a naval family wlio must have hated 
liorscs from time immemorial. Of 
most engaging iuimor, chivalrous, and 

unstdllsh, was a born sportsman, 

an entliiislast at mining, yet .seemed 
only at home on the water, -Therefore 
I' was apt to,.b9..i:Uii&i,wh.en,:bwr suo- 
COS.S,! our very.- :>iUyefi^j4«pe«ld<;d upon 
learning hors?maiiS('Jilp,xni\^ w.oddcraft.

The gen- 
eral trend of tho debate was in fii.vor 
of the idea that the workers of -the 
world should absolutely refuse to take 
up arms unless-the quarrel had first 
been submitted to an impartial Inter- 
national tribunal; A- resolution was 
adopted to Invite representatives of 
trade organizations to attend future 
Iieace congresses on the ground that 
the cause of peace lay largely in tlie 
hands of the laboring man.

Public in England Protests Against 
Method of Exercising Patients 



London, . Oct. O.-p-Tho "exercising of 
lunatlcis iln publlo'-afiia^jsom and other 
places'itln-.! England \48V^ to 
many "public protests. ' A' doctor;' writ- 
ing to The Times, -says: "As a former 
medical director of ;t large asylum I 
can state that not only Is tho practice 
of sending these large parties outside 
tho gates of tho asylum an unneces- 
sary nuisance to the inhablttints of 
houses In the neighborhood, but It is 
a source of constiint worry to thoso 
who have the responsibility of order- 
ing tlicse iiroinenadi-'s. The blame for 
this jiubllc exposure, of Iiinallcs, and 
who have practically no choice in the 
matter, rests, not willi tiie cominit- 
tees and the medical au tlioritlcs, but' 
with the lunacy commissioners, whoso 
mode of proci.-dure In tills -direction is 
dogmatic." 

A mcnilier ot pai'liament v.-rltes: 
"Those not acquainted wltli the beau- 
tiful county of Surrey should not 
imagine tliat lunatics are only exor- 
cise<l to the pnlille danger In the 
neighborhood of Kpsnm. I h.'ive late- 
ly had under eontlnuous oljservallon 
another district in Surrey, wlioro 
tliere are three lunatic a::ylnms crown- 
ing neighboring hills. Here, on a 
public down, lunatics are exercised, 
not in batches of 40 or 50, bu.t \n a 
great procession of fully 600, with not 
more lhan (wo warders, to a 100. luna- 
tics The place 1, refer to is Farthing 
Down, Coulsdon, where: every Sunday 
in the summer wohien and children 
are shocked and alarmed by these 
awful processions . of men from Cane 
IlllI asylum. Tho lunatics often mis- 
behave" and are out of control."

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NDER the authority and direc- 
tion of the Provincial Govern- 
ment there have just been is- 
sue4*s,it3jV!;o , highly instructive 
pariiphlets dealing Avith the 
scourge of consumption and 
modern methods of combatting- 
its ravages. They are herewith 
reproduced in cxtenso. The 
second contains some advice to children, 
couched in' language easily understandable by 
those to whom it is especially addressed. The 
Government of British Columbia is displaying 
an enterprise and interest in this matter not 
equalled by any other provincial administra- 
tion in the Dominion, The first pamphlet 
reads : 

"Quis Custodiet Ipsos Custodes?" 

This old Latin aphorism lias been recently 
employed-— as well as it might be — by one of 
tlic forcm.ost leaders of the legions of learn- 
ing, in api)roaching a duty similar to tliat 
whicii, liere in British Columbia, the present 
juncture,i-.i,seenis to demand. Given a some- 
what free' translation, it may be read: Who 
shall teach— who shall presume to .teach— our 
teachers? "" -: 

Notwithstanding: a feeling of diffidence in" 
undertaking the 'taski~ confidence and inspira-' 
tion return from appreciation of the fact that 
it is no pose of the pcda gogtic, but a mere 
message to iiunianity, with which it is sougiit 
to engage your attention in the following 
passages — the message of outraged nature in 
its most vengeful mood. ,. 

Tuberculosis — consumption, as it is com-' 
nionly called — is the subject of this address. 
The greatest scourge that has ever, in the 
world's history, beset the patliwa}' of "suffer- 
ing, sad, humanity.'' .Alorc dcadl3', more 
cruel in its terrible sway, tiian tiie united 
sunv of all other infectious ills that human 
flesh is heir to. Complex and subtle though 
it may seem, it is in reality, the exact measure 
and method of nature's swift"' lievenge for the 
defiance of her laws of sanitation and hy- 
giene, and the adoption of unnatural and un- 
healthy conditions of life. 

Until within comparatively recent times, 
this fell and fecund source of human loss and 
suffering has been fostered by the forces of 
ignorance, prejudice and apathy ; romance has 
haUo^yedyttand' f ic^^ for her own; 

uritil^ih/the^m^^ masses it became a 

thing spoken of as "inevitable," "hereditary;" 
or "the will of God," In the world of today, 
however — thanks to the marchtpf intellect and 
tlie searchlight cf science— a-period of sanity 
and common sense has supervened, and all 
the forces of .knowledge, of thought and of 
.science, are awake in all lands, and all civiliz- 
ed peoples and Governments are strenuously 
alert and allied in one strong combined effort 
for the immediate control andj eventual eradi- 
cation of the disease; an effort based- upon 
similar principles to those succiessfully em- 
ployed for the extirpation of other malignant 
maladies. 

In this prosaic, commercial age, the prac- 
tical and economic side of this gigantic prob- 
lem is naturally iippe'rmost. Note, then, 
these figures : 

In Canada, statistics shov.- that 8,ooo lives 
are annually sacrificed from this preventable 
cause, that, at a very low estimate, at least 
.to.ooo individuals, annually, become infected 
with tlie disease. .^.iThat the -consequent econ- 
omic loss to the "State; b}' these deaths, is 
.^48,000,000; and the further loss, through 
reduced productiveness of the infected, is 
.$24,000,000; making a grand total annual loss 
to the financestof the country of no less than 

.'?72,O0O,O0O. 

'Plicse official statistic.^, as to the existing 
cases, arc based uiioii calcnlatiijn of five cases 
of infection to every fatal case. In no other 
country has tiie figure been placed at less 
than ten. In densely populated centres in 
Europe and AmcHca-, the average reckoned 
lias been, as .high as twehtyi 

'^^'Iri^Bntish Cbhinibia, we are not yet in a 
positiph. to estimate the exact extent of the 
evil;' ' What \vc 'lo know, however, from the 
measures alrea;!}- adopted to cope with tiic 
disease, is tiiis disquieting fact: tiial it is 
alarmingly prevalent and under conditions 
Vv'hicii favor the spread of tlie trouble. 

Called upon as a body to debate in con- 
clave as to -how a danger so imminent shall 
be met, the first question that naturally 
arises is — What do we know of the malady? 
The answer is this: We know just ten 
things concerning it. 

1. We know the germ— tlie Tubercle ijacil - 
lus — tiie cause, and the only one; for without 
this germ there cannot be consumption. 

2. We know whence it comes, naniciy, from 
two sources — 

(a.) I/roni the sputum of consumptives: 
(b.) From the milk of tuberculous cows, 

3. We know how it enters the body — 
(a.) It is inhaled witli the dust, or 
(b.) It is swallowed with the food. 

Note. — Tiie sputum of consumptives 
alionnds with tubercle bacilli, in immense 
numbers. When spit about, or sprayed into 
the air in coughing, especially in rooms and 
Ijlaccs where fresh air and sunlight have not 
free access, these micro-organisms, in the 
moist state, mix with the dust, and adhering 
to the particles, -when dried and disseminated, 
they may be inhaled in the atmosphere, re- 
taining their virulent activity for long and in- 
definite pcriod:-i. 

4. We know v.liat may liappcii ;ificr the 
entry of the germs. Some .are secreted, car- 
ried off or stayed by natl,ire's defensive en- 



tanglements. Some fall -victims to other 
friendly militant microbes. Some meet and 
succumb to the resistance of a strong and 
healthy constitution and \'igorous habits of 
life. But to too many, alas, they come to 
stay; conic as administers of the law of the 
"survival of the fittest"; as avengers of "the 
sins of the fathers upon the children unto the 
third and fourth generation." 

5, W'c know the conditions that encourage 
them ; they are five — , 

(a.) Hereditary weakness of constitution.- 
(b.) Weakness, as the result of fevers or 
other enervating complaints : 

(c.) Bad food and consequent malnutri- 
tion : . ' ■ 

(b.) Bad air: '. : .'^fip^' 

(e.) Bad living, i.e., the tnidern^ining.fof 
the constitution by improper use of ' drugs, 
alcohol, tobacco and similar enervating 
agencies. 

6. We know how to recognize the disease, 
and thus are enabled to treat it in its early 
and curable stages. This, iiuleed, is a great 
step; for it is a disease peculiar in c^■ery re- 
spect, but most peculiar in the variety of its 
manifestations. • 

i 7.'] We know how to cure the disease. On 
this' poiiit both professional pessimism., and 
popular prejudice have had, at length, to gi-ve 
way; for cure it avc can, if only we can get 
the cases early. 

8. \\'e know that it is not hereditary (al- 
though a state of tlic constitution favorable 
to the germ may be passed on from parents 
tochildren). „ . - 

•9.j-\¥e kno\v that it is entirely preventable, 
and that by means extraordinary for their 
simplicity. 

10. We knov/ how to prevent it, namely, iiy 
rendering the conditions of the body unsuit- 
able for the propagation of the germ ; by the 
influences of a wholesome, healthy life, and 
by such proper care and instruction of per- 
sonst suffering; from the 
them harmless 'to ichdie*" they' live amongst. 

Of the Tubercle Bacillus, its nature and 
its action, it need only be said, that it is not 
"an animal," as man}- suppose — it is a vege- 
table — and one of the lo-west forms of fungus 
— you know the function of the fungi in the 
forest life around us. Its action is that of 
destruction — the disintegration of matter. So 
alsof is that of the .Tubercle-' Bacnius;/, '.ij^^^^ • 

'I'he thing that^has recently electrified the 
M-hole civilized globe is the belated revelation 
and realization of its appalling invagcs, which 
at length, have everywhere brought into ac- 
tion' the first instinctive law of nature, the 
common law of self-preservation. 

Lacking the gruesome jiicturesqueness of 
the plague, or similar sudden epidemic, and 
favored by many facilities; the disease: has 
quietly pursued the even tenor of its way, un- 
heeded and practically, iinchecked. But the ' 
facts of its record'arei' briefly,- these: ■ -' 7 

In its ubiquitous destruction, no country 
in the world escapes. 

The mortality for which it is responsible 
amounts, in Russia, to one in four of all 
deaths; in Germany, to one in si.x of all 
deaths; in Great IJritain, to one in seven. Of 
all those persons who died in Great Britain 
during the past year, of the workers and pro- 
ducers, between .the ages of 15 and 45, over 
one-half died of pulmonary tuberculosis. 

In England and Wales, last year, 70,000 
(seventy thousand) of the population suc- 
cumbed to it. Think of it! It means that, 
day in, day out, every six minutes is marked 
by the loss of a human life from a known 
and preventable cause. 

Is "appalling" too stroii.g a designation? — 
What a well of luinian tears! What a cloud 
of w itiicsses ! 

'J'lic economic incidence of the disease, as 
compared with other diseases, is also a matter 
of supreme concern ; for whei-eas, of other 
infectious diseases, the average age of death is 
ID. years, in the case of tuberculosis the 
average age is 33 years. At the age o£ ten 
the individual is, technically, a burden to the 
State, At the age of thirty-three he is at the 
zenith of his powers and activity and con- 
stitutes an important integral part of the com- 
monwealth — the iiackbonc of the nation. 
These are depressing facts, but true. 
Looking on the brighter sifle, we fintl that, 
.under the German sanitarium system, which 
forms part of an universal, compulsory, state- 
guided workers' insurance system, no less 
than 70 to 80 per. cent, of the cases arc event- 
ually, wholly or partially restored to work 
as economic cures, and are enabled to earn 
at least, one-third of their normal wage. 

Similai- gnoil results have accrued else- 
where; and here in our midst, ,n ll'ie new sana- 
torium at Tranquillc, which, by strenuous en- 
deavor, has been recently inaugurated, the 
work, though izarfied bn at.grcat disadvantage 
and still in its infancy, has produced most 
encouraging results. 

In this country, too, the jircvailing natural 
conditions are greatly in our mvor, notwith- 
standing the OA'crheated and i!!-vcntilatcd 
dwellings in which many delight, and not- 
ivithstanding the habits of the workers and 
the risks they continually run, in the hot, 
crowded and unsanitary bars and bunk- 
houses which arc prominent features of the 
land. 

The point to be especially emjihasized, 
however, is this: That it is no mere battle 
of experts and physicians, striving with an 
occult and technical problem. It is (or 
should be) the battle of a people fighting for 
their lives — and not theirs alone, but the lives 
of the little onei) — the children, who are pe-"' 



ciiliarly susceptible to infection. It is the 
battle of "the man in the street!' against the 
known and defined forces of misguidance and 

misrule. 

In the struggle of combined humanity 
with the Great White Plague, it is not by 
curative methods alone that men may hope .to 
succeed. "Prevention," says the good old 
saw, "is better far than cure";, and to, achieve 
prevention we njust -first^^^ have instruction— 
;veducation. i''.yA::ri,^iii\/:^-'''''} 
' ■ The w'ork •'orr'jbp'th' nlissioner and teacher 
is mutually yours. 

Speaking of the success of Sanatorium 
work, a great authority made this assertion : 

"It is on the patient's nib,dej;pJ|liying'j;^^^ 
his return home, that the' innuehce 'bf.' , the 
Sanja.tprium treatment is most markedly and 
moR""beneficialiy"^''ex Such patients 

greatly improve the hygienic conditipnjS;-,,_p£, 
their homes, as the result of their experience 
of Sanatorium life." 

It is obvious, therefore, that what is 
needed is the education of the people to the 
point of self-protection— an education J which 
will raise the general standard ' of domestic 

life.. ■■ ■ ' f 

It has been well ^said of the Tubercle 
Bacillus that "it is '^h; index by inverse ratio 
of the real progress'- of the racc.^' For is it 
not a bitter parody upon our boasted civiliza- 
tion ? 

It is here, therefore, that the missioner's 
work begins. To create public opinion ; to., 
beget popularity and enthusiasm in ithe-'tause; ■ 
.j.That is the goal towards which your ;<jnergies 
linist win, Foi' the moment of pojpiilarity is 
the moment of . success. 

Nor is your mission to any one section of 
the community alone. There is hardly a 
trade, occupation, business or calling which 
has not contributed its (piota of human lives 
in sacrifice to the "inc:-;orable thing." 

•"The ravening strength that neither 
/spares, nor feels." In other AVords,,the;J 
haturar principles, upon Avhich ,is fouiiaccl the 
fabHc of human existence within this mun- 
dane sphere — a law immutable, implacable in 
offence; like "the laws of the iMedes and 
Persians," it "altereth not." 

The offence, that we e.xpiate at such ter- 
rific cost, may fitly he defined as man's be- 
liayal of his fellow men; of those who in 
subnierged-masses-.iieji^prdnc and helpless, be- 
neath the chariot wlfejeffer.'Wf power, of luxury 
and'.pffgreedH^?'*^'^^^^^^^^ 

Thu's' Schiller sings; 

"Who sow.s tlie scri)cnt'.s teetli lot lilm not hope.,^j 
To reap a joyouii liarvest. Kvery crimo 
Hn.s in the moniejit of Its periiotration 
It.s own .■ivcMiffliiF; angel." 

In ghastly verity, the ^^'hite Plague proves 
the wisdom of the poet's words. 
' Nor, in an age of infidelity, is the impel- 
lent cause remote;- for well we know that the 
fifst 'evolution of man, upon relaxing his hold 
upon religious beliefs, veers ever towards 
the confines of cruelty and license, wdiere the 
sense of duty Avanes. It is the common path- 
way down which, throughout the ages, civi- 
lizations before us, great as is our own, have 
passed towards oblivion or decay. 

We have dealt fully with the logical and 
economic phases of the subject; let us .raise 
but a corner of the veil, for one brief, anxious 
glance at the hidden, silent side. 

It is a pathetic picture, which might well 
appeal to harder hearts than ours. 

Infants absorbing death germs with their 
mother's milk. Parental kisses poisoning the 
lips of the little ones. Children infected with 
the classroom dust or snared with fair-seem- 
ing sweetmeats from the stall. Students, 
teachers, authors and divines breathing in 
dread microbes amidst their dusty tomes. 
Workers in shops and factories re-breathing 
tlic iminire air, infected by their fellows. 
Belles of the ball-room wearing the dainty 
things over which some poor sweated vyoman, 
perhaps, has coughed her life away. Rich and 
poor, Dives and Lazarus, linked togetiier,' in- 
extricably bound, in the levelling presence of 
a common curse. 

.\'o feature of our vaunted culture but this 
drcati terror reaches ; no jirccinct so sacred but 
its silent footstc]i dares; no home so guanlcd, 
but its gaunt shadow falls. Lor at palace por- 
tal and cottage door alike, the "Captain of the 
men of IJeath," imparti;d, demands his toll. 
Think what the loss to this grim world has 
been, in art, in letters, in jioetry and in song, 
from what might easily not have been. Think 
of the "hearts still pregnant with celestial 'fire" 
that in this black holocaust lie' hid. 

What, then, you will ask, is the splutipn bf 
a problem so enormous? What can we do to 
sa\-c and be sa\-cd? 

The answer is this : 

Pathological science, the detective depart- 
ment of physics, is nobly fulfilling its appoint- 
ed task. The issue is now a live one through- 
out the nations of the world. Cities, towns 
and villages in Europe and America — and 
largely too, in Canada — are up and doing. 
Every effort is being made to check and, if 
may be, to stamp out tlic disease which de- 
cimates the people. Everywhere there are in- 
dications of encouraging success. What re- 
mains to be done is to prevent it. To stay and 
restrict the area of infection to existing limits, 
and thus to combat it ujion its own ground. 

In this, our national dilemma, it is to the 
Clergy and the H^eachers we turn. 

We are honored, as a society, by tl;-^ gra- 
cious |)atronagc of His j\lajesty the King. His 
Honor the Lieut. -Governor has generously 
aided the campaign. - The assistance and sup- 



port of the Provincial Government, its Minis- 
ters and the municipal and civil authorities is 
burs, and prominent citizens, too, have lent us 
their aid and energy ; but still, it is to you we 
look for that radical reformation which shall 
turn the tide and prove the salvation o fthc 
generations to come. 

One of our first pre-occupations must al- 
ways be, the safeguarding of the children. 
' Placed at the centres of knowledge and in- 
formation in their severaL districts, capable 
and practical, as mei-nbcrs of the learned pro- 
fessions, vested with authority and command- 
ing respect, the preacher and teacher arc 
specially fitted to ; deal,intclligcntly with this 
delicate task, where ;'t£tct-.''a^^^ go hand 

in hand. As missionaries and apostles of hy- 
giene, to convince the people of the necessity 
of altering- their ways, no other class of men 
and women could do so much in their respec- 
tive spheres as the school teachers and the 
niinisters,,.pf r,eligion ;, and,«f.,i£: ;,4n' combined 
agreemcntvthese , two great fprces join, riiu- 
tuall-)^ to employ .and :apply thCiiacts revealed 
to recent ^ciehfific'V-eseafchi^^ the "days of this 
trcnchant-^cvir'woiiid indeed:;be numb'ered in 
the land. ■ ' ■ ' 

The onus of responsibility is great, but 
great in proportion to our confidence in them. 
That their public spirit will stand the test, 
there is no room for doubt, or that a sense of 
duty will actuate them in fighting the forces 
of ignorance and disease. 

It is with a feeling of confidence, therefore, 
■ and keen appreciative, expectancy, that wc 
look to them, trusting in tlieir pluck and abil- 
ity to face the iiosition in a manner befitting 
the honorable callings to which they belong, 
and thus,- with •.honor, to each , one, to playf a,;, 
prominent and a noble 'part' in this great and 
world-wide campaign of culture, which stands 
pre-eminent, as the greatest and strongest 
combined economic effort in thc.history of the. 
races of men, the greatest humanitarian move- ' 
ment that the world has ever known, 
Sugigestions to the Teachers 

It would be manifestly of benefit, if not al- 
ready in vogue — 

That distribution of printed information, 
on the subject of the Tuberculosis campaign, 
in addition to the instruction orally delivered, 
should be made as freely as possible, amongst 
pupils, their parents and their triends. 

That the young should be taught habits of 
good health, rather than the peculiar mechan- 
ism of the disease,_ 

That duriiig exercise and singing, abund- 
ancie of fresh air should be admitted. 

That the open-mouthed attitude, peculiar 
to many children, should be checked and dis- 
couraged, as much as possible, and inhalation 
through the nose .;inculcated_ instead, ■ 

That school-rooms:" shpiild'^ be ^disinfected^ 
periodically. 

That dry sweeping with brooms should be 
promptly stopped and the use of the mop and 
damp duster substituted in their stead. Where 
sweeping is found absolutely essential, wet 
sawdust should first be sprinkled .freely^pnv.tiie ;; 
floor. \' - ; '■'■.^'[■y'-i'r 

.That children should be taught to be care- ' 
ful in their own persons arid careful in i"egdrd . 
to others. 

Encourage physical self-respect. , 
Advice to the .Children 

What is consumption? 

It is a form of sickness due to the growth 
of a tiny fungus in some internal part of the 
body. 

The name of this iilant is the Bacillus Tu- 
berculosis, or Tubercle Bacillus. It is a germ 
or microbe. "Germ" means "seed," the seed of 
disease, and "microbe" is the term used to de- 
scribe the minute forms of living things visible 
only under the microscope. 

In size, it measures about^a twelve-thous- 
andth part of an inch. 

Like all the plants you know, it cannot 
grow or multiply, except in the right soil or 
substance, and with suitable surroundings. 

The fungus that you sec on trees belongs 
to the same famil}', only it is a bigger kind. 

Vou nc\-cr sec fungus grow on healthy 
trees, only on diseased or rotting ones. The 
more discaseil ur rottcUxthe trec-the'^ quicker 
the fungus spreatls. 

Its action is to destroy unhealthy trees, by 
eating away the fibre of which they arc com- 
posed. .;■ ■ 'rr-'/^:.-:^-y,: 

Just in' the same manner, in the liuihah 
body, tiic Tubercle Bacillus, which you may 
inhale, or draw into the body, iiny time, with 
the dust, in breathing, or swallow with your 
milk, or' food, may settle in some weak, un- 
healthy or injured part, or in the soft inner tis- 
sues of the nose, mouth, or glands of the neck, 
or in the lungs, and, unless 3-011 are careful, 
ma}' take root and grow there, and produce 
what is known as "Consumption." 

> It is right that everybody should know thi.s, 
in order to protect themselves, but there is 
nothing about it that need frighten you, for 
you are protected by nature in a hundred cur- 
ious and wonderful ways, which it is unneces- 
sary to explain to you now. One thing I will 
tell you, however. These microbes get into 
the bodies of nearly everybody, at some time 
or other, but there are millions of little cells, 
called "corimscles," in uur bodies, which work 
like the valves, or suckers, of the devil fish, or 
octopus, that you all know; and these corpus- 
cles are always busily engaged in enclo.s- 
ing and carrying off ' liicse dangerous little 
plants. All that you liavq to do, to protect 



yourselves, is to help them, '.The fungus, as 
you know, grows best and thickest in dark, 
danip or dusty, unwholesome places, where the 
air is close 'and stuffy and no sunlight comes. 
You will find it in wells and cellars or under 
old shacks and barrels. It cannot live where 
there is plenty of sunlight and fresh air, or" in 
places that are kept clean and sweet and open 
to thejefreshing breeze that wafts away bad 
air. For the air we breathe in living rooms, 
and especially in sleeping rooms, soon bccomci- 
bad and poisonous iinless frequently and regu- 
- larly renewed. The body quickly absorbs, or 
drinks up, all the good part of it as it passes 
through our lungs in breathing; and so, fresh, 
clean air must come in freely and constantly 
from outside, to drive away the bad. licrc, 
then, is the great secret of good health; and if 
you want to feel always fresh and livelv, and 
active, strong and hapjiy, you must reniVniber 
this and always demand plenty of fresh air and 
open -windows in yDtir homes, in your schools, 
and.whereyer you may be. If you do this, the 
Tubercle Bacillus -will ha;ye;a hard fight to get 
the better of you ; for it will j-.find no suitable 
ground within you to gi^owiuponi ' 

Now, for your greater safety, I will tell you 
a few little things that you are not to do. We 
will call them 

The Two Dozen Don'ts, 
P'irst and foremost of these is — 

1. Don't spit about. Why? First, because 
it is a filthy habit. Secondly, because' it is-a 
dangerous habit, and 3-our doing so encourages 
others to follow your example. 

It is dangerous, because microbes swarm 
in the spit of many people, without their know- 
ledge. _ Therefore, don't spit, lest you should 
.;give disease to others, and prevent others spit- 
ting, if you can, lest they should give disease 
to you. 

Wc don't know the origin of the Bacillus, 
br whence it originally came, but we do know 
that, 'in the spit of the consumptive, it exists 
in enormous numbers. We do know that..therc' 
are a very great number of consumptive'pitoplc 
everywhere, who spit about at random; on the 
sidewalks, on the floors of post offices, the- 
atres, saloons and public places, as well as 
about the stoves and heaters in their homes. 
We do know that the microbes in this spit (or 
sputum, as it is called) stick to the dried parti- 
cles of dust, and with the dust are breathed in- 
to the mouths, throats, noses and lungs of 
healthy people, or stick to the food and candies 
in the stores and are swallowed by many of 
you, children. And, finally, we do know that 
this is the great chief reason of the spread of 
Consumption. Therefore, above all things,; re- 
member this warning: Don't spit. Remem- 
ber — No spit, no consumption. 

2. Don't cough or sneeze without holding a 
■^handkerchief, or 3'our hand, before your mouth, 

3. Don't cat without first washing your 
hands. 

4. Don't put dirty fingers in your nose or 
mouth. 

5. Don't put! your pencils in your mouth or 
'.usc the pbricils; that/ bthe^^^^ put in

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\- MODERN 'CIVIlilZATION 

No argument will ho. iiocossary to convince readers 
tlKit our civilisation is better and hlglier than any 
tliat has preceded it; although, Avhon ono comes to 
name the points in which It is superior, the task may 
not prove as easy as It appears at first sight. Many 
clvlllzutions have preceded ours. ' In a hlalory of 
India lyJng .before us, the expression "a remnant of 
a civilization that has passed away," occur.s several 
times within, a.fejv pages, and In each case the refer- 
ence Is to 'a different civilization. Wo Iiavo no means 
of knowing M'hen mankind .first became civilized. 
John Rudd has prepared a Chronology of Univcrsiil 
History, and he says that, approximately, in 5867 B.C. 
Jlcnos, the Tir.st ruler, ot whose name wo have any 
record, united the two kingdoms of Egypt and founded 
the city of Memphis. Events of this kind presuppose 
a previous civilization, and' we learn that borings 
made in Egypt have brought up pottery and other 
relics -.from a depth, wliicli indlcate.s, moas\irlng by 
.tlie'jaVM^^ of ?,M!e mm!, that lliey were 

burled at' least ll.UOU yoar.s before Chrl.st. A nation, 
wliose people make pottery, lui.s alreudy made Nomi; 
])rogre.sH in civilization, and, tlnM-cfovi-, wt^ will not 
be far a.stray if w(^ say there Is t!Vidcnce that man- 
kind hud made progress in the arts at least- 15,000 
year's ago. Tlie rate of advance has been by -no 
means steady. .From time to tlAio civilizations- have 
been swept away. There have been . otlier "Dark 
Agfes" than those which beclouded Europe, after the 
overthrow of Home. 

■ it is not pos.i^iblo lo iix wilU ;iny eerlainty the 
be.'jinning of any i>poeh in the iirogress of civiliz- 
ation. Almost every writer makes use of ills own 
tests, and there is no staiuUird whereby the accur- 
acy of any of them can be tried. One authority says 
that our civilization dates back only to "Waterloo. 
Another dates it back to the application of steam as 
a motive power. Another ll.xcs it at the discovery, 
of America; another at the Crusades, and so on. In ' 
fixing the' origin much depends upon what is t!\kcn 
as the distinctive feature ot our civilization. If it is 
tlie ability to use the forces of nature to. the be?t ad- 
yautase in the service of mankind, then the date is 
comiiaratively rceent. If it i.s the .development of the 
principles of individual liberty iana'self-KOvernment 
by the people at large, wo ..must ; go m - little furtlier 
back. . If It is the birth of an adequate appreciation 
oC the beautiful In art and''Uteratiire, wo must go 
ilirther back still, and in that case we will have 
sanie cause to fear that our civilization is on tlie 
downward grade. It is iiopeless to think of llxing 
any date wliicli any number of ])eople will agree to 
accept. Jlorn interesting is the fiuestion if our civ- 
ilization is llkolj- to be permanent, or will it, like 
those that iireceded it, bo swept away by a great 
racial movement. >,'one of us wHl.b". quite as certain 
that there.

cient (iolf Club, which is still llourishing, was 
organized in 1754. riie oldest club in the king- 
dom is the.. Royal. Blacklicath Club, near„Lon- 
don, which dates jijack to 1608, and several 
,.!si;igSi lis^y.c played regularly on its links, which 
'arc very poor, ho\V!ev(if, \Vith Only seven holes. 
• It haJt U9 members, whh an entrance fee of 
£5 and annual diics of £3 The second club 
in the kingdom was organized in Edinburgh in 
1635 and tlic third was organized here. 

There arc now 1,620 golt clubs in the United 
Kingdom and ten of them are in St. Andrews. 

Golf begins at dayliglu here and ends at 
dark when the balls can no longer be seen. 
The other morning- at six o'clock we counted 
i\venl\-five i^cople playing on the old course, 
and after dinner at S.30 o'clock at night wc 
counted liity-six. There arc hundreds ofrl>^07, 
pic on the grounds all day long and sometimes 
th<)tisai)ds, inchiding a multitude of American 
chttiusliasls. There arc ten first-class hotels in 
the town and nearly every house takes boarders 
bf rents rooms. The winter population is 7,000 
and the sunmier ]-iopnlation varies from ten to 
eleven thousanil. 

There arc three links of eighteen holes each 
for men, and one exclusively for women. 1 v\ o 
of llieni. wliieh belong \o ibo town, including 
the preniiei- goU coiu'se of the norld, are free 
to al! comers under rules adopted by the Royal 
ami Ancient. ( liib. -whrise house elands at the 
gafo of the latter. Straiig'ers and all non-tax- 
payers ni e a<lniittcd on equal terms, by paying 
a .shilling a day, five shillings a week or fiitccn 
shillings a month. Men, women and cluldricn 
of whatever age or rnce, or condiiacjn vlto piy 
taxes in the town or flic fees named, liavc an 
equal clianCc on the links da?ly by ■filling an ap- 
plicaiion 'on a card which is prejiared for that 
pnrijos'c; 

Every evening al eighl o'rlork llicse cards 
arc placed in a l)ox, and allor being well shaken, 
120 ai'c draun irut sueecssivel}'. Tlie ]j('rsi'm 
wliosc: iiaiT!;- n]ii>n tlie lirst card ilrawn, .and 
an\' i^artncr he may idioose, have the right Ic; 
'the premier links at nine o'clock the next morn- 
ing, but they forfeit the privilege if they arc not 
ready to drive their balls when the official start- 
er. Who o'cfcatpSes 'a' boot'h 'at fhc starting .point, 
sounds the gong and calls ^liheir names. 

At precisely four minutes past nine, the pair 
whose names were on the scconrl ticket drawn 
arc starred, and this programme continues un- 
til six o'clock in the evening, the starts being 
onlv four minutes apart throughot^t 'tbc entire 
■clay. 

The li.-.(s 1)1 llie oiaka" of '-larting arc bung 
Up irnni('diaiel\- jiitor ihe drawing in the princi- 
pal bolels. the pi.isl olTiee. in front of the cily 
linll and on a b.illclin board at the clubhouse, 
so that everybody may know how thoy ^un. 
Three afternoons in the week this taxpayers bf 
the town have every other go if they want it, 
and only half as many cards arc drawn as usual ; 
but if no citizen taxpayer is present when the 
gong sounds, anyone can take advantage of 
the gap and .start oft on the game. Tlii^, rule 
applies also 10 those whose names are on the 
bulletin board. If llu'\- do not appear promjitlv 
the opportunity sin'.y be cla.inied by ;ni\'one. 
Therefore those whose names have not been 
drawn are usually standing around tiie first 
"tee" awaiting a chance. 

A crowd of f)fficial caddies of ;dl ;iges 

some of them men seventy years old, who have 
-<lonc nothing qlsc all their livcs-~arc confined 



in a corral near tlic starting place and take their 
turns. No player' can select a favorite, biit if 
he wants a caddie he must go to the booth and 
get a card, which he hands to the man at the 
gate and the latter calls out the name of the 
caddie whose turn comes next. The regular 
fee is a shilling and sixiiciice, but a player may 
give his caddie as nmch more as he likes. 

The same rules apply to the other links. 

Sunday playing is i)roliibited. Tom Morris, 
the famous golf champion, who died hist .Mav 
after having charge of these lings for half a 
century,, was an cldet; in the Prcsbytcrinn 
church where John Knox preached his first 
sermon,, and ;hc; used to say to those who want- 
ed to play oil Sunday :

Tom lylorris dicfl 'last May at. the age of' 
eighty-seven ycars> .beloved by every golf-play- 
er in the kingd'oiiv ahd admired by millions who 
knew him only b)' iiamc. He was a model cit- 
izen, although he never did anything but play 
golf after he was twenty-seven years old. De- 
fore that age he made gidf balls. He played 
his last game two years ago when he was ciglUy- 
five years old and received a large sum of money 
as a birthday present from his admirers. He 
was the champion of the world in I'f^oi, in iS(i_>, 
in 1863, in 1864 and i" i'-'?i>7- 'n the following 
ycSr his s'on,' "Young Tom" Morris, took the 
championship away from the father when .he 
was only seventeen years old and held it when' 
he died in iS;.;. jnmcs Braid of Walton ^Icath, 
near London is the champion now. He has 
jdaycd ihis course in sixty-four strokes, but a 
Mr. Massey has g(^ue around iii sixty-two, and 
E. G. Tate in sixtx -three. 

i he succes.sor of roin Morris as cajitain ot 
the ivoyal and .Ancient Club is David .\iichtcr- 
lonie. a well known manufacturer of golf clubs 
at St. Andrews, whose brother William was 
champion of the world in -iiSpS ' and - whose 
bi-btlioV ■ Ivawrencc liasYbccni' the cliainp.ipn .of 
A mcrica. David iAuchterlonie was born . here, 
has been a nfenibcr of the club for ' twentyTfivc ' 
years and as nn amateur has won all the 
matches he has id.aycd upon the course. He 
does not consider himself a professional, but is 
devoted lo his business and plays as a recreation 
only. It is the precious privilege of the captain 
of the St. Andrews Club lo use a locker that 
formerly belonged to old Tom Morris and to 
Allan Robertson, his predecessor as champion. 

Nothing but golf is talked here. Xolhing 
else is considered of importance. That sport 
absorbs ttie enj^re attention of every person in 
the community' and every visitor, for nobody 
cares for anything else. They even refer to it 
on the grave stones, and the monument of 
yoinig T(-im Morris, probably the greatest golf 
genius that ever lived, which was erected liv 
ilif golf clubs of the l-nited Kingdom in the 
ground.s ot the ruined cathedral, represents him

been surpassed. 

Other famous golf ])l,Hyers are buried in the 
same cemetery. "Old Tom' was laid be.-ide his 
son last May, but no monnmeni has yet been 
erected to his mcmor}-. A committee is receiv- 
ing contributions for one. Allan Robertson, 
another champion, lies near by, and over hjs 
grave has been erected a tall shaft of granite 
with a bust, in relief which is said to be an ac- 
curate likeness. Tlie inscription is as follows:

their device, have arranged that, all messages

m the form of tcn-lettei- Acords. consisting iif 
three pronounceable .syllables, each beginning 
and ending with a consonant, together with a 
final letter which may be cither a consonant 
or.'a yb,wel. .Each of these .syllables is nuide 
to represent a group of figures, and their eon 
stitiient letters ai-e .stated lo be so selected 
as to ;,\'oid criinbinations ■which exi)erieiK;(!

I)r, Lesser declined to discuss the xase or 
the identity oi his patient, except to declare 
tli:it he hail iierlormed the operation with un- 
usually good results, 

His patient, Dr. Lesser said, was twenty- 
four years r>ld, and when nine years old de- 
veloped Umconia. a disease oi the cornea. He 
became totally blind. The operation was per- 
formed last May and now the graft is in i)cr- 
fect jiosition und the sight appears to be im- 
I)roving day_ by, da>^,— New. .York Y ' "j

,K\V garcjeir, pictures arc more inter- 
esting than those of spring, Where 
bulbs are largely grown. The flow- 
ers range through every shade of 
color, yield endless variclv, and. 
being comparatively chcaiv ;:nd 
easily grown, they make the best of plants for 
aniateurs.^ • Jn : niost gardens there already 
exist positions where the judicious planting 
of bulbs would, in their flowering season, 
create a distinct break in the garden scheme. 
Daffodils and Crocuses arc examples of bulbs 
that grow freely in grass when 'that can be 
left unmown until the foliage of ihc bulb.s 
ripen. Chiondoxas (Glory of the Snow), 
Scilla sibirica, Fritillaria Meleagris (Snake's 
Head) and Dog's tooth Violets all readily 
increase in grass and flower during, the open- 
ling months, of. year. While the meadow 
:'^and: wobdland (^fer unlimited scope for the 
Jiaturalizing of, bulbs, most amateurs are 
obliged to confine their efforts within the gar- 
den proper, and although the effects obtained 
are not so fine, still, wdicrc planting is skil- 
fully carried out with selected varieties of 
bulbs, the limited border becomes a marvel of 
beauty, only in a more humble way. Too lit- 
tle importance is often attached to the plant-^ 
ing season of b;ilbs. They should not be ex- 
posed to the sun. 

Where it is intended to plant this season 
there should be no delay in placing orders, 
and any necessary work in forming borders 
or preparation of the ground ought also to 
be put in hand at onoc. Bulbs are broadly 
classed under two cultural heads — first, those 
\yhich are best planted in spring, including.v 
Crinums, Eucomis, late Gladioli, etc., arid 
tliose which are delivered by bullj dealers in 
autumn aiid reqiiire planting before winter. A 
choice bulb border should have a sunny as- 
pect, no position being more suitable than the 
foot of a wall. By marking out the border 
u[)uu paper and indicating the position of 
l)iilb.s, one gets a reasonable idea of wdiat 
work is to be done. Use index figures, Kos. 
1, 2, 3, to show the three grades of soil ne- 
cessary for all bulbs: (i) A rich soil, com- 
posed of loam, charred garden prunings and 
well-decayed manure, all thoroughly mixed: 
(2) Ordinary garden soil, preferably light, 
to which well- Iccayed leaf soil may be add- 
ed with advantage: (3) Very light, poor soil, 

■ best described as starvation ground. 

Pieparing the Border 
On well-drained land no artificial drain- 
age is necessary, but in the case of close re- 
tentive soils the ground should be opened 30 
inches deep, the lowest . 6 inches being re- 
placed by broken tiles, brickbats or similar 
material, covering this with rough cinders or 
small brick chips. The necessary positions of 
the various bulbs should then , be- filled with 
suitable soil, as advised Ubove; old mortar 
rubble and stone chippings in modcrnte 

■ quantit}^ mixed with heavy soils materially as- 
sist in keeping it open and warm, while sim- 
ilar material his a cooling influence on iiot 
soils. Planting should be done as soon as 
the bulbs come to hand, always choosing 
weather when the soil works freely. The 
depth at which io plant bulbs is regarded as a 
debatable ])oint, and certainly A'aries with lo- 
cality. Where the rainfall is heavy shallow 
planting is advisable, and better results fol- 
low planting small ljulbs at 3 inches deep 
than the same variety planted 6 inches deep. 
On heavy soils it is best to cover with light 
mulching any bulbs ofvdpubtful hardiness in 
Avinter. Upon light warm 'soils I invariably 
practice deep planting. Triteleias, Crocuses 
and Brodiaeas having small bulbs arc planted 
6 inches tieep, vdiilc large bulbs, like the I'el- 
ladonna Lily 1 Amaryllis Belladonna) and 
Eucomis, should have the crown placed 4 in- 
ches to 6 inches belcw the ground le\'el. 
Varieties of Crinum f'owclli will often rc- 
(|uire planting 18 inches to 24 inchcs„decp in 
the soil. . . - . 

, The distance. ai)art in planting may he 
governed b}' . lastc. AVhen only first s.ize 
bulbs are used, a minimum distance of four 
times the greatest diameter of the bulb will 
form a safe guide, while in all permanent 
1)lanting ihe distance apart should f-'-'beVV:' in- 
creased one. half. 

.Many bulbous plants such as Crocuses, 
Stcrnbergias and .'\maiwllis ])roduce their 
flowers ill ad\'anc<; of the foliage, in the case 
of others, the ieaves fade early in the vear, 
leaving no trace save a bare patch of soil, 
for example, Tulips, Alliums, Triteleias, etc., 
while alone stand the Camussias, whose leaves 
depart Av.ith the opening flowers. As these 
losis;.,half>,thcir beauty without foliage, so v/ith 
ni'anf'"'ocCHpants of the bulb border, it is ne- 
cessary to associate •another bulb or plant 
whose leaves are more persistent throughout 
the year. j\los.sy Saxifrages, like muscoides, 
Rhei and Comiiosii give the brightest carpets 
of green, and are suitable for the dv/arfest 
bulbs.

The Zephyranthcs form a group of slender . 
bulbous plants inhabiting the' temperate re-, 
gions of America. 'Phey number about forty 
kinds, some of which arc weedy. and of • little 
worlli ; others which were grov/n in (juantitv 
in Dean ilerberl's time are now apparently 
lost to cultivation, leaving about a dozen tluU 
one can recommend as interesting plants of 
real garden value. Only one kind can be con- 
sidered absolutely liardy — Z. Candida. This 
can be grown well in o])en fields, but the oth- 
ers;requii:e;t.he warmest position the garden af- 
fords'- anct' the shelter of a warm south wall in

Z. .Anrlcrsoni is \'ery hardy, with grassy 
leaves inches long and copper-colored flow- 
ers 1 inch or j inches long, the petals of which 
arc hooded, giving the flowers the ciii)-shaped 
oiUliiie (.)! vStcrnhergia, The inside of the 
flower is pure yellow.

It has l^ush-like leaves over a foot 
lon.g, ;ind wdiite, Crocusdike flowers borne on 
long stems, forming in the course of years a 
strong tuft, bearing hiuulretls of fliuvers in 
succession (luring autumn, it inhabits marshy 
land about .Ahjute Video, and several fine 
forms have been introduced from the meadow.s 
skirting the banks of the Rio de la Plata, a few 
hundred miles from its delta. 

Var. major is ;in exceedingly fine plant, 
with flowers 4 inches long, borne 011 long, 
stout steins. It was introduced througii Kew 
by Dr. Cantcra from Monte Video about 1897- 
98. The plant increases fast, and when avail- 
able in-quantity it will be in great demand. ■ 
. Z. carinata (Z. grandiflora (Lindley), — The 
keeled Zephyranthcs is a capital garden plant, 
aiul the most showy of all. It has stout but 
narrow leaves i foot long, and tall stems 
bearing rosy red flowers 3 inches to 4 inches 
long, which expand fully, showing tlie very 
large anthers clustered at the throat ; Ihc i^ctals 
are nearly 1 inch broad and in .some speci- 
mens zoned wdth white at the base. The plant 
is badly named, for there is nothing suggesting 
a keel in any jiart of it, and one can only sur- 
mise that Herbert's original description was 



mon in all the countries and islands of Central 
America, and is now widely distributed in all 
countries interested in horticulture, in many of 
which, and particularly in Ceylon, it occurs as 
a wilding, having escaped from gardens. 

Z. gracilifolia is a dainty little plant. It 
has very narrow, rolled leaves, forming long 
slender tubes and lilac rose flowers on slender 
stems 6 inches high, narrowly funnel-shaped 
and; not ■qijitisjjej'e^tly-;; poised. -i^^^ a 
damp yet wai-m*siiej arid ^^it is^i^ from 
seeds every second year, for the bulbs arc 
naturally short-lived under cultivation. .

It has 
slender, grassy leaves and eriually slender 
stem.s bearing broadly funnel-shaped, rich red 
flowers with overla])ping petals, 2 inches long. 
It inhabits the mountainous regions of Mexico. 

Z. macrosiphon. is another rare plant for a 
long time lost to cultivation, but reintroduced 
to cultivation by the late Mr. \V. Thompson' of 
Ipswich a few years ago. It has the leaves of 
carinata and the flowers like Candida, but col- 
ored red, and they are 
nqt- held ' quite erect. 
Tlie petals, arc spoon-

we may have Tulips with usi For the mo- 
ment, hoAvcvcr, these Darwin kinds claim at-'' 
tention, and by reason of their giant stature, 
fine form and rich and varied coloring they 
arc of the greatest value in the garden. They 
have emanated from Tulipa gesneriana, and 
impress one by their stately character and 
handsome flower-cups, largely of self colors. 
Bold and.ieffectiye in the distance and most 
brilliant>H|li|n^^^^^^^ these Tulips have 

no equal-^and certainly no rival — in the gar- 
den in May. Those of your readers who know 
their value v/ill need no reminder at this sea- 
son, but they wdiosc knowledge of the Tulip 
family is limited to a few beds of the so-called 
bedding kinds certainly miss one of the finest 
hardy flowers. They are as easily growni as a 
Potato or Cabbage. A point of value has yet 
to be mentioned — it is their utility earlier in 
the season when gradually forced into bloom. 
The term "gradually" is employed advisedly, 
so that the splendid stature of the plants be 
not Aveakcned by undue forcing. 

How to Plant 
These Tulips prefer deeply-worked and 
moderately rich .soils, and in applying organic 
manure I0 the soil it should be well decayed 
and buried some 6 inches below the bulbs. 
These Tulips are by no means fastidious as to 
soil, but the greateiit vigor of stem, leaf and 
flower is alwa3-s seen wdicn the ])lants arc 
grown in a rather strong loamy soil. What is 
most important is that the soil be not water- 
logged. 

Where and When to Plant 

vScorcliing sun and keen northeasterly wind 
play havoc with these lovely flowers, so that 
; when selecting a jiosition let it be one where 
shelter of some kind can be afforded. A thin 
evergreen fence, a belt of shrubs, a partition 
fence between gardens, will provide all that is' 
required;; The. sunk garden, if this is protect- 
ed around' bjr'Vaised banks and plantings of 
shrubs and evergreens, is an ideal spot, and, 
of course, the smallest of gardens boasts of its 
sheltered pi aces. 'I he bulb is perfectly hardy, 
and will ensure care when selecting a position 
that the growth is made under the most con- 
genial conditions, each garden affords. Had 
I to name one month I should unhesitatingly 
.say October. While this |)criod may be ac- 
cepted as the best, the bulbs can be planted 
over a. much longer time.

One': of the most common errors in garden- 
ing Ms' tlie fear of planting bulbous plants too 
deeply. To plant them practically on the sur- 
face of the soil is to court failure. The correct 
depth to plant these Tulips is 4 inches to 5 
inches, measured from the top of the bulb to 
the surface. In other words, the base of the 
bulb should be, roughly, 6 inches below the 
surface, or 5 inches in the case of very cold or 
water-holding soils. The ground should be in 
readiness for the planting in October or No- 
\ enibcr;;^gWjierq^ljeds^ planted whol- 

ly with" the" bulbs/tli'es^ above-named 
depth should be first removed, the bulbs ar- 
ranged at one level and- the soil replaced. The 
\libbcr is not a good plantnig fool as a rule, 
and not only arc the bulbs inserted at different 
depths, but frequently when a tapering dil>ber 
is used the bulbs <lo not reach the bott(jni of 
the hole, if the diljber is used for iilanting, 
only a large blunt-ended one should be toler- 
ated, and marked as to dci'Uh. A\"hilc Ihe dib- 
ber under the above conditions may be toler- 
ated on light soils, its use on heavy soils is 
not' i:;ecomraetided,w';;,The . garden trowel and 
small hand-fo'fic afe^ both good planting tools. 
Treatment After Flowering 
Where the beds are recpiired for other 
things in summer, the Tulips may be carefully 
liftpd in mid-June and laid in soil in the re- 
serve'garden to ripen.

THE IMPROVEiMENT OF SANDY SOILS 

N farm management the maintenance 
of soil fertility is always a most vital 
problem, and on lands sufficiently fer- 
tile all tiiat is necessary to prevent 
deterioration is to hold the crop-pro- 
ducing power of the soil at the same 
level. Adequate fertility in soils, however,- 
is not very /common, and generally the first 
question is how the fertility may be increased. 
Tiic methods of soil improvement are largely 
determined by the soil character. Light soils, 
for instance, are usually much more difficult 
to improve than similarly located heavy soils. 
A consideration of this subject, together with 
the. results secured in the improy'ement of the 
sandy soils in south Jersey by rnearis of ^grow- 
ing' forage crops, has recently been' presented, 
by E. B. Voorhees and J. G. Lipman,' of the 
New Jersey Experiment vStation. 

In discussing the general character of 
light soils, the authors point out that unim- 
proved sandy or sandy loam soils can not fur- 
nish as much food or supply as much moisture 
to growing crops as the clay and clay loam 
soils are capable of doing. Attention is- fui*- 
tHer called to the fact that tlie coarseness of 
sandy soils prevents them from readily re- 
taining the plant food applied to them and tlic 
moisture they receive. The fertilizers given 
are easily Avashcd downward into the subsoil 
by the rains, and dry weather soon robs these 
sojls of the moisture. Extremel.y open or 
coarse, sandy, soils" are considered amenable 
to profitable cultivation only when the. rain- 
fall is abundant and well distributed,vthe. sub- 
soil sufficiently compact, and the water-table 
near enough to llie surface. 

In treating of the physical properties of 
sandy soils, their relation to moisture, heat, 
and air is discussed. It is shown that owing 
to. their great permeability sandy soils may be 
tiUeii,earlyiin">the spring, when heavier. 'soils 
ai-e'sM 'too Vet to be worked. They nre'eairlier 
and warmer than heavy soils because "they are 
drier. On the other hand, these loose and 
open soils quickly lose their water by both 
percolation and evaporation, and at the same 
time on account of their limited capillary 
power, are unable to replenish this loss rapidly 
b3^ drawing upon the water supply of the sub- 
soil'. ^ In the heavier and more compact types 
of soil capillarity is much ftiore' active. ' 

The openness of light soil admits air 'freely, 
and thus intensifies the chemical and bacterio- 
logical changes going on in the soil. Under 
these conditions plant food is' made available 
more quickly and the rock particles weather 
more effectively than under the conditions 
obtaining in a heavy soil, but these processes 
are carried on^sp-..rapidly;-that the humus bums 
out too fast atiil'^the. losses of plant food are 
too great. ■ • , 

Chemical studies of the sandy soils reveal 
for the most part their poverty in plant food. 
Some soil samples examined contained as 
mucli as 98 per cent of pure quartz. Lime was 
found in small quantities, magnesia and potash 
in traces only, and the proportion of organic 
matter was also very low. 

It is stated that the bacterial activity of 
soils is directly influenced by the supply, .of 
air, moisture, and warmth, and by thefehenii- 
cal composition. Well-aerated , pr rOpen-/spils 
favor the development of bacteria- requiring 
large quantities of air for their growth, and 
these species cause an intense decomposition 
of the humus. This is offset to a great ex- 
tent by llic rapid loss of water from these 
soils, as the bacteria cannot multiply when 
the soil moisture falls below a certain point. 
In the heavier soil not so well aerated and not 
s.p readily affected.by dry weather the changes 
in the development of iDacteria are not so sud- 
den, and therefore the supply of plant food, 
and cs!)ccially of nitrogen, is much more' uni- 
form than in the open sandy soils. 

' -Por the improvement of sandy soils it is 
recommended that thorouj:;h aeration be dis- 
couraged by methods of tillage, by applica- 
tions of finc-.grained materials or of substances 
readily ])ulvL'rizcd, and by additions of large 
quantities of humus-forming matter, such as 
green crops, or barnyard manure. Sufficient 
hurnus in 'the' soil prevents the too ready ac- 
cess of air and increases the moisture-holding 
capacity of the soil. Although sandy soil are 
quite ]50or in jdant food this condition does 
not ])rcclude the [jossibility of their improve- 
ment. Phosplioric acid and potasli niay be 
.supplied at a comparatively small cost, and the 
humus may be furnished in either animal 
manures or>.'gi;een manures. In considering 
this, phase of ithe -work : the authors show- that 
tlic use of animal manures . is not indispensable. 
They regard horse manure as too expensive 
for general farm crops, because it is not al- 
ways handy and also as injurious in some 
case.-; through the introduction with it of weeds 
and fungous diseases. The experiments they 
conduclcd were made with a view of showing 
lliat the humus content of sandy soils could be 
increased by means of gredn manuring and the 
use of fertilizers alone. Systems. ■ oi : green 
manuring were found particularly effecti'^;^^e,' in 
this connection on account of the relatively 
greater need of nitrogen and humus in light 
soils and tiicir cfreatcr power to convert green 
crops turned under into available plant food. 
Leguminous ci-ojjs, such as crimson clover, 
;sov beans, vctclies, etc., arc recommended lor 
this purpose because they add both humus and 
nitrogen to the soil. The limitations of green 
manuring enumerated are the use of large 
quantities of water by the crops, the reed of 
an abundant supply of phosphoric acid, potash, 
and lime in the soil, i\nd the drying effect of 



\he green crops when ploughed under. Where 
the rainfall is sufficient the disadvantages of 
green manuring are largely reduced. • ■ 

With : reference i-ip the activities of germs 
in the soil' it; IS; sfa^^^ that by increasing the 
arhount of h'uinus in sand}-- soil its water- 
holding capacity is increased and thereby a 
more uniform bacterial development and a 
more uniform supply of available plant food 
assured. The increase of humus in sandy soils 
encourages the: grPwth of bacteria as a result 
of the greater content of organic matter and 
"of moisture,"' and their development is dis- 
couraged 6rl account of a less thorough aera- 
tion of the soil. 

The nitrogen-fixing or nitrogen-gathering 
bacteria associated with the growth of legu- 
minous plants find the conditions existing in 
sandy soils extremely favorable for their de- 
velopment and for the fixation of ^ large 
amounts of atmospheric nitrogen. The faciU' 
ityw with ivwhich the air circulates in these 
soils favors the formation of nodules on the 
roots of leguminous crops. It is pointed out 
that the nodule bacteria take considerable 
quanitities of nitrogen or oxygen from the 



A-t the end of this time this cnn be gradually 
changedjto.iskim-milk, so that by the time the 
calf is' tnree* w^ old he will be well started 
oil his skim-milk diet. 

Now, when he is nicely started on this 
feed, and beginning to thrive, do not throv/' 
him off feed and give him the .-.cours by feed- 
ing him grain m his milk. Ivlore skim-milk 
calves are ruined by this practice alone than 
in any other way, and it should be unhesitat- 
ingly condemned. The only feed that may 
"ever be fed in the niilk with safety is dried 
blood. This in invaluable as a ronic for young 
calves, and a supply should alwayis be 'Icept on 
hand. If the calf shows a tendency to scour, 
a teaspoonful of dried blood well stirred into 
the milk will remedy the condition at once. 
In case the calf is weak and not thrifty, the 
dried blood may be fed regularly, and the 
amount increascd.to as much as a tablespoon- 
flil'tb a feetl;' The way the calf will pick up 
and begin to gain under such circumstances 
is surprising. 

By the time the calf is three weeks old he 
will begin to eat a little grain. Whole oats 
are- very good to start with, and after he has 



heavy windstorms are, in part, prevented, 
changing the physical texture of the soil so 
that it is more 'suitable , for crop production 
as well as promoting a series of chemical 
changes which result in the liberation of plant 
food. 

SHEEP AND WATER 

It is always agreed that horses, cattle, pigs 
and poultry must have accessj}J:p;i'^ater, biri: 
strange though it may sounid We'" notion that 
sheep can do almost without it is still lazily 
held by a good many. In parched weather 
fairly careful arrangements for watering cattle 
and horses are made everywhere, but too fre- 
quently the sheep arc practically left to 
chance for a needed mouthful from stream, 
spring or trough. That could be noted recent- 
ly in various parts of the country. Every hill 
shepherd who is Worth his oatrheal and salt, 
and every park attendant of average intelli- 
gence, is aware of the fact that sheep take full 
advantage of watering places when the 
Avcather is hot. In winter, when the grasses 
are dry, sheep stocks in general require sips 




air surrounding the best conditions for the 
growth of the organisms are created. It has 
been observed that in compact, -fine-grained 
soils, where the air 4oes not;j penetrate ,sp. 
readily, in^ greater depths, the •nodules on; the 
roots 'are- all near the surface, Hvhereas 'irf 
sandy soils they are distributed lower dov/n 
on the roots of the plants. Another factor 
strongly favoring the fixation of nitrogen in 
sandy soils is the conijiaratively small propor- 
tion of available nitiogcn prcscni in liiem. 

It is pointed out that leguminous crops 
new to a particular region may fail to develop 
nodules because the proper organisms are not 
present in the soil. " , 

While large amounts, of lime arc not re- 
quired for sandy soils,' applications of limie 
arc of value in that they encourage the forma- 
tion of humus snl)stances wdiich help to li.K 
potash and phosphoric acid. As lime encour- 
ages the activities of various kinds of soil 
bacteria and tlius tends to hasten the process 
of decay and nitriiicalion, sandy soils should 
be limed less' frequently and smaller dressings 
should be given than in treating heav}'' soils. 
Ground unburncd lirne is likely to give better 
results than burned and slaked lime. One- 
half ton per acre of ground oyster-shell lime 
may show results on sandy soils while re- 
maining entirel}'' without effect on a heavy 
soil. It Avas observed that an adequate supply 
of lime is important m both heavy;- and light 
soils in promoting the growth of - most 
leguminous crops, and especially of alfjtlfa 
and of various clovers.. .' v'-s, 7 ,

' THE isKlM-MILK calf' ' *" 

!\Iuch has been said and written about the 
skim-milk calf, yet the majority of the sk-ini- 
niilk calves found on the average farm arc for- 
lorn looking creatures. This is almost en- 
tirely due to lack of proper care, as it is en- 
tirely possible to raise a calf on skim-milk 
lliat will be, fully as good as any calf .that ever 
followed a cow. 

. It.isvW'eU to leave the calf with its mother 
for 'the' fii*st three or four days, or until the 
milk is fit fori. use. Then it should be taken 
away and put in a pen by itself or with other 
calves of the same age. This pen should be 
kept dry by the use of plenty of bedding. A 
set of small stanchions across the front of the 
pen is a great convenience. The , calves can 
then be fed without getting into the pen; 
they will not get into, each other's milk, and 
if left fastened till their noses are .dry they 
will not suck each other's ears. ' 

For a week or so after taking the calf 
away from the cow he should be fed new milk, 



learned to eat them, a- little shelled' corn imajv 
be added if rapid gains are desired. Eor^ 
heifers; who are to. ;grp)y :.mto. dairy, cows, pats 
■alone will be preferableiy The calf should be 
,fed all the grain he will eat up clean. 

Do not make the mistake ot feeding too 
much milk. Four to six, or at most, eight 
quarts to a feed is ])lenty, and the surplus can 
be more profitably fed to the pigs. Bright red 
clover or alfalfa hay is the idcai roughage, and 
should be kept in a rack before the calves at 
all times. .. Calves need water just as mucbias 
if their' food was. not i)artly fluid, and the oest 
results' catihot 'be expected unless they are 
given plenty. 

" If they are of a horned breed, dehorning 
can be most easily accomplislied wdicn they 
are a few days old, by rubbing the little but- 
ton witii a moistened stick of caustic potasli. 

Treated in this way the calf will grow and 
llirive and be a likely competitor for any 
whole-milk calf in the neighborhood. 

SUPPLY HUMUS IN SOIL; 

The more we study the soil .'.the' more' -we 
realize the imjportaiicc ;pf having ; it weiU sup-' 
plied with'hum'iis; ' Prof; 'Hari-y Snyder; of the 

Minnesota Experimental Station, in a reci;nt 
address, has this to say about it: 

In soils which have been under long cul- 
tivation, as in the continuous production of 
wheat, corn or other crojjs where the land is 
continually under the \Auw, there is a defi- 
ciency of vegetable matter, because, there has 
been .no.si;eturn .;in^ :cropi,^r,esidues, i. while .all . of 
the' tirne- there has been a constant stock of 
vegetable matter. When a pasture or meadow 
is plowed and a grain crop is raised it will 
be found to produce larger yields than before 
being in meadow or pasture. This is simply 
because the soil has had a chance to recuper- 
ate, and .4hc decay ot the crop residue of 
meadow and pasture has acted upon the soil, 
liberating new stores, of' plant food, and cau.s- 
ing the soil to have rehpwed ' crop producing 
power. 

In nearly all prairie soil^ there is a large 
amount of plant food which is not in the most 
active condition, but which can be made suit- 
able for the food of crops by the chemical ac- 
tion brought about from the decay of the 
vegetable matter in the soil. Meadow and 
pasture are of particular importance in main- 
taining fertility because they supply vege- 
table matter and' humus to the soil. This is 
valuable in many, ways,' as enabling the soil 
to retain a larger amount of water, prevent- 
ing the evil effects of drought, binding the 
soil particles so that the denuding effects of

is the seiectioh of suitable cows. A beginner 
will be well advised to buy roomy, healthy, 
promising young cows from the district in 
Avhich he decides to settle.

This 
improvement will be brought about by careful 
selection and management. Good cattle will 
yield a better return than .bad' ones. for, the 
food they eat. Cows bred for -milk. -will ' pro- 
duce more of it or of :i supcHprfquality'/onra 
given quantity and quality of ''fbo{l''than-itlldse 
not specially bred for the purpose. Iriferibr.

How can a farmer k'tip-vv wlicither his land 
requires' to be limed? j, lie /can'.^makc a rough 
test in.the.following way : Put , a sample of the 
soil df'a field pn a plate.'make'it into a! powder, 
and then jjour a little hydrochloric acid (ob- 
tainable from any chemist) .upon . it. If the 
soil effervesces freely, that is an ■ indication 
tliat the soil is not poor in lime; if, on the 
other hand, there is a little or no effervescence, 
it is a ' sign,' . that . there is a def iciency, in lime. 

COAL OIL FOR HORSES 

It may interest many owners to know that 
a cloth damped with coal oil and passed over 
the coat will stop all insects from taking their 
meals off the poor beasts. This should be 
done daily. Tlic smell of the oil disappears in 
half an hour. 

One of the largest dairy farms in America 
has used the 'liollowinp ration for many years 
far feeding Jersey cattle: 100 lbs. bran. 50 lbs. 
corn meal, 100 lbs. ground oats, 25 lbs. oil 
meal thoroughly mixed ; 4 lbs. twice a day is 
the ration for one cow at all seasons of the 
year. It is., of course, understood that the 
stock shall have free pasturage and access to 
._rock salt in addition to the above.

BREEDING SQUABS FOR THE TABLE 

HE "fancy" for pigeons, as it is call- 
ed, stands on a different footing in 
many respects to the propensity for 
breeding them, for commercial pur- 
" poses. Dotibtiess such' things as 
pigeon pies are not now utterly un- 
known, and if you should ever feast on them, 
they are by no means to be despised, you may 
wish to become a squab breeder, if for no 
other purpose than to supply your own -table 
with this luxury. It is now a frej3uent?|^slj^;. 
upon the tables of the wealthy and cdnhoi^^'' 
seurs of good eating. , -. : V 

To the sick and convalescent at certain 
seasons of the year they offer an appetizing 
and digestible food, highly recommended: by 
medical practitioners. A nice young fat squab 
is a dainty dish for the sick and afflicted, and 
the number that arc killed and used for this 
purpose extends into the tens 'p£ thousands. 
The frequent use of them,' in place- of ' wild 
birds in leading! first class hotels and hi|h- 
priced restaurants is 'simply immense. Ihe 
number hred and consumed for dainty food by 
lovers of high living is beyond estimate in the 
aggregate. In fact the business oh market 
squab breeding is a growing and profitable 
one to engage in as a specialty, or in connec- 
tion with other branches of stock breeding. 

This is a business, or branch of . stock 
breeding that can be conducted profitably, by . 
nearly all fowl Iccepers or farmers. The birds 
used for thiSopurpose are the large and vigor- 
ous breed iknown as the "Homing Pigeon. 
They, can be bred in confinement or at liberty, 
and raise from twelve to sixteen young ones 
in a year, or a pair every six weeks from 
January 15th to November, or moulting time. 
They lay but two eggs, and sit about eighteen 
days in hatching, and then they feed their 
young while they are preparing for another 
nesting, which they usually have before the 
squabs can feed themselves. These Homing - 
pigeons arc used for breeders in preference to 
all others on account of their large size, pro- 
lific and fertile breeding. They are splendid 
feeders, and the squabs are always in a nice 
fat condition for selling as broilers, or they 
can be raised to full 'g!rpwth{^atld'::SpW3,aJ:^^^^^ 
profitable price— or on^ 'that >will' pay a. - hand- 
some profit to raise them. ' . y 

To commence the business of breeding 
them it is only necessary to purchase a few 
pairs to start with, as in and in and in breed- 
ing- do'es not readily affect them; but at the 
same time it must not.be carried too far; this 
can be prevented' by purchasing a few extra 
male Homing pigeons occasionally to cross 
with your birds, which will keep up the vigor 
and vitality of your stock at a small cost.v-r|he: 
amount of care and cost of keeping is -sih'alk'. 
They require ^ cleanliness about their coop, 
etc., and if bred in confinement a good supply 
of sand sprinkled on the floor, plenty of fresh 
drinking water and a shallow tub for bathing 
in hot weather. Their feed consists of small, 
whole corn, wheat, rye, buckwheat, barley, 
peas and oats; a little hemp, canary and mil- 
let seed are also good for an occasional feed, 
and some soaked stale bread is good while 
they are breedingitheir young, or as a change 
of food for the'^breecling' stock. 

To mate;tliem for'breedi.ng it is the best 
never to allow them to select ihates, but pair- 
ing them with the selection of a. large size 
male and a medium size hen will result in good 
vigorous young. To mate them is a simple 
matter, and it is necessary to divide a medium 
size box with wire netting and place cock and 
hen in each separate com])artment for a /few 
days longer, when they will usually be mated, 
and have a strong attachment for 'each other,

GOOSE RAISING EXPERIENCE^ : , 

My goose raising experience -the : last -five 
years rhas-Vbeen gratifying. I feed 'a mash 
tria'de of cut clover hay and corn meal to my 
bid stock in the winter mornings, feeding 
•:rneat meal and whole corn at night. This 
■keeps them in good order, and they lay early 
:iri spring. A good nest is made in a pen for 
each goose, and I see that she lays there, keep- 
ing nest eggs there. The first litter is set under 
a good-sized hen ; a large hen will cover seven 
or eight. The next litter tl let. the goose^set 
on after she has made the nest.' I rear Toit- 
louse geese, which will lay from 25 to 40 eggs, 
and grow easily to a large size, my oldest 
weigh 45 pounds, and one goose's feathers 
alone amount to ?i or .$1.50 a year. 2 make 
more clear profit from them than from my 
hens, and do not sec why farmers do not keep 
more of them. They will get their own 
living eight months out of the year, and bring 
ao cents a pound dressed here. 

When the goslings are first hatched ! feed 
bran and meal for a week,. then I give them the 
range of the whole farm, and they get. their 
own living. When I tried shutting them up in 
a small yard they died, I' have found that 
water docs not hurt them. I have had them 
out all day in pouring rain and not one of 
them was drowned. If given room they wil/ 
live, and they arc the most profitable thing I 
have ;pnjth,e farm. I know some people claim 
they niust hot get their backs wet till they are , 
pretty old and their feathers all out, but I.d , 
not see it that Avay. I have raised, them- 'for; 
five years, and those that had full run and 
their own way, were the ones that thrived. 
They hatch well, and L have one gander to 
every three geese. — H. :R. Bailey, Oswego

To present tin's subject of German theatre 
censorship to.'Gana'dian readers is by no means 
an easy; task," . its dilficitity '• lying in finding 
E^g^8hJ:eql^iva:^ent;s'fqf ec.r 
niah-' muincipal' HTe, ' wh'iclv have absolutely no 
equivalent in" our owW civic iiistitiitiphs, and 
cnns'equehtly lione'in our 'laniguage. 

A Go'verinent official with the title of Re- 
gierungsrat (Government-Counselor) fills the 
office of censor, and forms one of the staff of 
the Theatrical Depaitment of the Poiizei Pra- 
sidium (Police Presidency). This is a term 
easily misunderstood on account of the use 
of 'the word "police." While tlie police sys- 
tem of the city comes under its control, this is 
only a small branch of its widcspreading juris- 
diction, which corresponds very nearly to tliat 
of our State governments, and the chief of this 
department, the Poiizei President (or Presi- 
dent of Police) is a man of high social and 
official standing, occupying relatively the 
same position lis one of our I, icut. -Governors. 
The whole department is under the control of 
the Minister of the Interior. , ^ 

It would be better to state here that what 
follows applies particularl}'- to Berlin condi- 
tions,- as elsewhere in .Germany the work of 
the censor extends over a circuit including 
several cities. As not infrequently 6,000,000 
judicial acts come up for settlement annually 
in the city of Berlin alone, it is necessary that 
a special department be provided for dispos- 
ing of suclii;;b^sine!ss.v: ■ 

The* theatncal 'division' deals directly with 
all questions of theatrical life in its various 
ramifications. It is the office of the censor 
to pass jud-gment upon all productions in 
theatres, opera houses, vaudeville, concert 
halls, circuses — the control extending even to 
the cinemateographs, wdiich are found in such 
profusion about the city. 

He must approve of all buildings to be 
used for any of the above purposes, must 
grant licenses and see that all precautions 
against fire are strictly enforced and, to a 
certain extent, control the workings of the 
various theatrical agencies, 'the censor re- 
gards all material sub'mitted to him from the 
threefold viewpoint of v itS ' politiealj religious 
and moral aspects. 

It is easily understood that In a monarchy 

• the censorship of political questions must, of 
necessity, be a vigorous one,, especially when 
the reigning monarch or any member of his 
famih' is drawn upon to furnish material. In ,, 
fact, this point is so carefully controlled in 
Germany that no ruling member of the lloh- 
cnzollern house, either living or dead, may be 
presented upon the stage without the direct 
consent of the Emperor. This is ahvay.s given, 
however, when the characteniatron is of a 
proper and dignified character. "The Dead 
I^ion" is still fresh in the public mind. Al- 
though;,, the setting -vyas.- Spanish, the "dead 
lion" "'was unmistakeably Bisniarclc, and all 
!the incidents pointed so undeniably to the un- 
pleasantness between ih.e Iron Chancellor and 
femperor Williavn that the play was not pas.sed 
by the censors. Later the decision of the cen- 
sor was reversed by the Higher Court of A])- 
jjeals, to which ihe case was carried, but it 
,was never produced in Berlin, as no manager 

... would take . -the. risk of iproducing a play of so 
personal a nature and one' singularly lacking 
in the dramatic clement. 

■ The strict censorship of religious plays in 

•^Berlin, is undouljtcdly influenced by tlie well- 
known aversion of the Hin])ress to anything 
Avhich deals lighlly or irrcvercnLly with re- 
ligious subjects. It is on record that she left 
the Royal Theatre one evening— \f here she, 
together with the young Prince, had. gone, to 
6ee the play of "King Laurens"—- because her 
sense of propriety had been offended by some 
religious episode. P-du\ Ileyse's "Mary Alag- 
'riala," which Minnie .Maddern b'iske played in 
America, is an interesting example of the dif- 
ficulty of the religious play in getting through 

• the "needle eye'' of the censor. 

The records show as the reasons for llic 
prohibition of the drama the facts tliat "Scrip- 
tural passages were literally quoted, ' "drama- 
tic use was made of the Passion of Christ," 
"the incident of the Crucifixion was introduced 
in direct connection with Mary Magdala, a 
fallen woman," and further oftcnce was given 
by the "featuring" of the atliturle of Mary 
Magdala toward the Roman centurion, vv'lio 
promises that tlie life of the Christ will in; 
spared if she yield to the centurion's demaiuis. 

When a religious play is under discussion 
the censors are i-ecniircd to consult with the 
]\linister of the Interior and the Minister of 
Education. -In|oiir republican land it is popu- 
larly believc''d'''th1it' the Kaiser autocratically 
chops off the heads of all literary offenders, 
but such is by no means the case. If lie ob- 
jects to any wor.k, litei-ar;^ or musical, that is 



put on in Berlin, he can make _it known to tlie 
censors, and if the)riOi:!i.the^^^ choose to al- 

ter or Avithdraw the''\voflc?\v'eli-a'nd good. But 
such a step would simply bc'done out of coiir- 
tesy and deference to the wisnes of the Em- 
peror, and in no way brought about I'v royal 
coercion or compulsion.. When an autiior or 
a theatrical manager is not satisfied with th.e 
dcci.sion of the censor he has the privilege of 
legal, redress, , and can in the last instance 
carry the ,qii,Qstioh -up to the Obcryerwaltungs- 
gericht; or ',tiU.;.$^iiRr^^^^ of Justice for 

the .Adhiinislrat^ Affairs. 

Tlf'slAVas done ;in' tlie'*cSs^ of Oscar Wilde's 
"Salome," when the first' attempt was made to 
present it in Berlin as a dram.i. The censors 
saw, fit to prohibit it, but this decision was 
Overruled by the higher court. While the suit 
was pending, the manager took advantage of 
the privilege, usually obtainable;; ,pf giving 
what is called a "priyate' performaniie'.'' This 
; iiiay onlj^t.take place before^:' airi audience of 
st'ricfty-Jrivited guests, :ithc' lisf " of which liS'S 
previously been submitted "to" the ' Poli'zci 
Prasidium, In the audience, an this occa- 
sion, was Dr. Richard Strauss, upon whom 
the pla)'^ made so tremendous an impression 
that he said to one of his friends: "It is non- 
sense to forbid such a play! I should like to 
work out the idea into a musical drama." This 
impression resulted in the opera of "Salome,"' 
which is shaking the foundations of the musi- 
cal world at present. , 

Strauss also had his bad quarter of an 
hour with the censors, in this caae a royal one, 
and it was not until a year after the first per- 
formance of this epoch-making work in Dres- 
den that it was heard in Berlin at the Royal 
Opera House. The decision rested solely with 



the German Emperor, as the two Royal 
Theatres doVnot come under the province of 
the regular censorship. It is taken for grant- 
ed that the person, in,-; whom the Emperor re- 
poses sufficient ' confidence to make General 
Intendant of the royal theatres, will have a 
sufficient discernment and judgment to pro- 
duce on these two stages nothing that will be 
offensive to his royal master. 

It is generally believed that the royal ac- 
quicsence^in the "Salome" affair was gained 
iidt so much by his reconciliation, to the ma- 
terial handled in the text, as on account of 
the financial profit to be derived. 

The Royal Opera IIousc is notoriously not 
scll-.supporting. and as in addftion to the an- 
nual sum of .$500,000 which he gives to its 
support, all deficits must be s-ipplicd out of 
the Emperor's private income, he could not 
well afford to .^disdain so monejr-niakinjg a 
scheme as; "SalpmeJ":' ;;; J-]' ■ 

The moral aspectLpf any work pjE' art is apt 
to be judged mucli more leniently in Gerhiany 
than in England and Americ.T. Certain phases 
of life and morals, which \»'Ould hr an of- 
fence to good taste if presented r.pon our Eng- 
lish-speaking stages, are taken there as quite 
a matter of course. "The play's the thing"— 
its outline, rather than its content, is the chief 
consideration, and if it satisfies as a work of 
art, the crassest exposition;bf inoral; situations 
is .quite calmly accepted.' .' • ' '"^ . - ' 
f;i *Qnvcertain>days:ot tli^ the censorsliip 
cveii .'extends to th^^ may be i)er- 

fonned on the legitimate concert sta.gc. Good 
Friday and Bussing (Day of Repentance) are 
th.e most solemnly recognized holy Jays in the 
entire church calendar, and- a: such times all 
Iheatics arc closed (the only day-i in the year) 



and in the concert halls nothm3^;\biit' religious 
music may be permitted upon the programmes. 
It is then that the oratoria comes iilto its own, 
but by the first, last and. grecttest;favorite— the 
iioble "St. jNIatthew's Passifjiv' of Bach. 

Two kinds of concessions are granted by 
the censors: One for "higher art," including 
opera, operetta and the drama; the other for 
vaudeville performances. Houses like the 
Wintergarten, jMetropole and Apollo, Berlin's 



or schoof;?|(^;Sliakcspeare is the German Bible, 
and it is a well-known fact that more Shakes- 
pearean plays are presented annually in Ger- 
many than on the English-speaking stages. 
In Berlin alone there are eleven theatres 
where Shakespeare dominates the repertoire, 
and were the Bard of Avon to walk through the

".Some years ago almost every i)crlo- 
(iical and newspaper, wlictiicr Kngrllsti, 
Frencli, or Gernutn, wa.s teeiiilngr with 
articles on wliat wa.s tlien termed 
the ino.st serinu.s yign of decline 
in France — I.e., the slow but sure decrease in 
the number of birth.s. And when In 1S95 statistics 
registered a greater number of deaths than birtlis, tlie 
flnia Franciae, althouKli still In a far-dlslunt future, 
.seemed an easy prophec.v and ;in Inovllable fact,. 
Economists uttered a cry of ijlty and alarm; and the 
government felt It borne upon them to take necessary 
steps to incite thi' mothers anil fathers of the Grande 
Nation to have more cliildren, and l-^nille Zola took 
the occasion of writin,'; a novel 011 tlic sul)jeet, vvhlcli 
If not one of his best, is certainly one of his best 
meaning. ,. , 

"But alas! novels, prI7.es of o'hls or two hundred 
francs, and sermons In newspaper.s are not cnotigli to 
change into a procreatlve tendenc.v all the orfranism 
and race of a country at a given moment, Tlio num- 
ber of births In Franci' continued to decline; and If 
it has not \et Ijegun to register a dccrciL-^e In the 
population, It Is to be attributed to iintnlgratlon, in 
great part of workmen, which still keojis tlie Ijalauco 
ecpial between the blrllis and deaths; and they who 
ten years ago with the real hypocrisy of an enemy 
made such an outcr.v In deploring the decline of the 
French ;iatiaii now dare not even open tlioir mouths, 
or if the.v do open them it Is to state that the pheno- 
menon which ten years ago was considered essen- 
tially Gallic is now threatening to become general 
over tlie greater part of, Kurope — I mlgrht almost say, 
of the whole world. 

■ "The last flvo years, In fact have revealed a pro- 
gressive and unexpected decline in the same sense In 
what was once known as most prolific England, 
which for a contur.v has s])read her children over two 
continents. Wise men already begin to note the same 
thing In Germany; Sfiain already for some time has 
been .stationary; so that with the exception of Italy 
all Western Eurojio — I.e., this wonderful mass of 
people that has given the world the most and best 



of civilization, and that liavc added to tlicir own his- 
tory the new life of three continents— threatens to 
soon find Itself in a state of Inferiority In the pro- 
duction of that which Is the llrst clement In the 
struggle of historical life, viz., the population, to 
those barbarous Oriental countries or to an abys.s into 
which it must fall with all Its pride and Its glor.v. 
For cvorj thing in Nature and history comes to Its 
moment of perfection which cannot last. So It has 
been with cver.v great civilization in ancient hlstor.v — 
from that of the Plioenlrl.in to that of Greece and 
Rome. .Must It not also be of ours? This Western 



barbarians whicli arc supposed to be llireatening our 
Europe is to develop as much as possible the powers 
of our offspring — to raise their Individuality, so that 
each one ma.v be worth three otliers. And a popu- 
lation niedloci-al in, nuniberK but Individually highly 
developed will be able to disperse all the fears that 
rise against us from the statistics of simple figures." 

•'This, then, gives us cause for great consideration. 
The civilization of ^\■estern Europe that still Kov- 
erns the world by Us wealth, ItK strength, and Its 
knowledge, see;; Itself threatened, if not by a real do- 
^populatlon, at least by a stoppage, which is almost

"Civilized nations are not now ns they were then — 
beacons on some lonely rod;, sending out their rays 
of light ill tlie midst of Immense regions of barbarian 
darkness — and we shall be able, perhaps, to keep the 



proved by statistics, continues, it is inevitable that in 
llfly or a hundred years Western Europe will Ilnd 
Itself weakened in comparison either with Slavonic 
Europe, the .Eastern nations, or America; and there- 
fore will not be able both on the field of battle and 
on the mart to array an army so numerous as the.v. 

As is evident the expansion and contraction of 
races are phenomena too profoundly orgrarilc to bo re- 
strained in .just proportions by legislative, or social 
action; all we have to do is to resign ourselves to this 
Inevitable form of decline, and consider If It may not 
have Its advantages. ' :, ' .

It Is 
useless to devl.se legislative means to persuade a civil- 
ised man to surround himself by a swarm of young 
barbarians, the fruit of his loins. Civilization alms 
higlier In each generation as It has the past for an 
example. So what we can do to meet the hordes of 



This decrease .of human production, so to say, Is most 
maiilfest'ln the-'coiih^rlcs that have reached the high- 
est grade in the'-niaroh of civilization. It commenced 
In ^Vanoe, and; iniless ;than ten years it has made Its, 
appcidrance in ' ShjEflaiid.

We have heard a great deal 
about tho least hopeful signs and it 
si eni.s time to have a glimpse of tho 
brighter side. Public Opinion has of- 
fered jirizos for the best <!S3ay on the 
sub.ir'ct, and tho first prize has been 
awarded to Mr. Alfred .Saker- L>nne 
of Ilfoid. Jils view, in part, is hero 



tlie tiino.s j,rc not neces.--;arily 
appear most prominently on the sur- 
face. What are the undercurrents moving beneath 
Ibis turmoil of stress and storm? What is tho real 
trend of events in the life of the nations? I suggest 
that even these s%iiii)toin3 of error and unrest are 
evltU'nces of a change for the better. In few cases 
can it even be suggested that a nation is groaning 
b('iirath the burrlen of a heav.v- arrnamejit because It 
wishes for war. The statesmen and diplomats de- 
clare that the best safeguard for peace l.s a state of 
readiness for war, and It is .because thoy desire to 
avoid war that the people consent to these enormous 
preparations. 

"But let us turn to the more favorable signs. A 
careful Htudent of history will note that when the 
time has been rljit; for any great moral or spiritual 
advance in the mass of hunianit.v, the outer or phy- 
sical conditions have changed also In furtherance of 
that advance. It Is very difficult in such a case to 
HPiiarate cause from effect, but T tlilnk we may take 
It as a general rule that outward conditions arc an 
c.Kpressioii of tho real life of a nation or a race. 

"Now within the past few decades the conditions 
prevalent In tho civilized world have undergone a 
sweeping changi-. Distance has 'been almost anni- 
hilated. The coming of railways, steamships, telo- 
Braphs and telephones have brougnt all nations into 
closer contact with one another. Year by year tho 
facilities for travel are Increiising, and the Individ- 
uals of the various races ;iro intermingling more and 
more freely. The result of this is Immeasurable. 
.Misunderstandings, national antliiatlilea, distrust. In- 
ternational jealouslc'H, and all tlie kindred error.s 
which breed strife and war, are rapidly melting awav 
before 11 clearer Insight, ,-uid the recognition that 
others have as high and noble, ciiialltics as ourselves. 
New ties of kinship, of common intercut, of good 
feeling, aro springing up between nations that once 
regarded each other with threatening looks and dis- 
trustful oyes. 

"At first sight It might appear that the facilities 
'or Intorcourso have brought about this bettor feel- 
ing, but Honio nUght say that these facilities have 
couxc because the people are ready for a closer bond 



and a better iinderstanding. Tho. tact remains, that 
they are' theris, and are ever increasing. 

"Further, because of this better understabding 
between the units of the nations, similar ideals. have 
appeared in the' larger international life. Treaties of 
arbitration and friendly conferences have become tho 
order oC the day. Whereas at one timo tliose vvho.ud* 
vocated such means of adjustiner international dis- 
putes were scoffed at as Idle dreamers. We acclaim 
(uir King for his noblo and successful efforts In the 
cause of Peace, But could ho have done what he 
has If the inner consciousness of our nation had not 
been ready to harmonize Itself with his Ideals? I 
lliink not, "Out of the abiuidance. of the lic-irt the 
mouth speaketh," And ))i>oi)Ie are the heart of tho 
nation of which the King Is tho mouthpiece. 

."Turning now to the social conditions around us, 
ive find similar .signs of development. C'o-operiitloii 
Is becoming a vital factor In modern life. It finds 
expression In widely divergent ways. On the one 
hand, we have great combinations of workers In un- 
ions and societies; and on the other enormous trusts, 
combines, amalgamations and associations of em- 
liloyers. 1'lieso ma.v seem to bo utterly antagonistic 
develniiments. I!ut they ;ire all evidences of a grow- 
ing recognition of .-i. community of purpose and of In- 
terest, and a tendency to mutual co-operation, 'i'lio 
day may yet come when these apparently antagonis- 
tic organizations nmy lend to n yet broader unity, in 
which It will bo found that the emiiloyer and em- 
ployed can work together In harmony as brothers, 
and that the welfare of one Is the concern -.if all. 

"Ill politics the old standards are rapidly passing 
away. Legislation today alms at promoting tho well- 
being of all classes. Privilege dies hard, and pro- 
gress Is often delayed, but tho general direction of 
legislation Is unmistakably towards freedom and 
brotherhood. 

"In our treatment of criminals, new Idcal.s, reme- 
dial Instead of punitive, are gaining ground. Aro 
they not also our kin? 

"Then there Is rcllKlon. What a mirnclo Is w{)rk- 
Ing hero I'! Before our eyes tho barriers of crocd and 
dogma are crumbling rapidly. Narrow sectarianism 
no longer appeals to tho consciousness of the nuiiiHos, 
Kveryvvhero tho trend Is towards unity and breadth 
oC thought— tho Ignoring of minor differences, and 
concentration on essentials. With this there I,! a 
still nioro h.opeful sign In the acknowledgment of tho 
good and noble ethical and moral teachings of tho 
great non-Chrlstlan religions. A wealth of promlso 
underlies tho marvelous change In our religious nut- 
look. For while true religion Is an inspiration to liu- 
man brotherhood, creeds and dosanaa httve alw.nvs 
led to war and strife, 



"In Innumerable side issues we can trace tho 
same spirit at work. Sport I's becoming more inter- 
national, and tends to draw the nations together. 
The representtillvcs of the. various arts andl.sclonces 
in-, all countries meet In conferences, and unite their 
efforts and their discoveries for tho well-being of all. 

."Efforts^. towards the establishment of a universal 
language such' as Esperanto; tho free and fre<iuent 
Interdiange' of courtesies and visits between officials 
oC various- countries and towns; tho revival of pa- 
geantrj', in whlcli rich and poor unite amlcabl.v with 
a common object; the growth of hospitals and kin- 
dred Instltutliiiis for the benefit of the poor and 
needy; international exiiibitlons; and a host of simi- 
lar agencies arc at work. Alone they may •seem In- 
significant, but together they spoil 'brotherhood.' 

"Brotherhood Implies freedom. A glance ,-it for- 
eign parts reveals a widespread mo\-ement in this di- 
rection. Th(! giantess RuKsia Is heaving and groan- 
ing iis though In travail with an approaching mighty 
birtli — the birth of a ne\v and brighter age of freedtun 
and of lio|)e. In Turkey the silent work oC years has 
come suddenly to fruition, and .-i new day Is dawning, 
In r»ersla a fresh life Is stirring. Tho spirits of an- 
cient India and still more .'incliMit Egypt arc rapidly 
awakening with new energy. China, too, Is shaking 
off the sloth of ages, and rising. In the wake of .la- 
])an, to take its place among the nations of the future, 

".■\nd as events iirogross In all these dlrectbuis, 
racial and national barriers will bo swept aw-ay In 
mutual understanding and respect."

Much is done in Germany lor the protec- 
'tion of both managei-s and actors. Anyone 
wishing to secure a theatre license must be 
able to prove iiimself financially, artistically 
and morally reliable for such an undertaking, 
lie must have at his disposal a stipulated 
sum of money — cither in the shape of a pri- 
vate fortune :_or as: .ajguarantee^^f rpm < some re-- 
liable financial source, ' this stim':'t6"b>e regiiV 
lated by the running expenses of the theatre 
under his charge. An amount covering the 
salaries of all persons in any way connected 
with the theatre for at least a term of two 
months must be deposited for the protection 
of this personnel in case of the bankruptcy or 
inability on the part of the m,£nager to carry 
on ;thei.amdertakin^^^^ the conditions 

of In's contracts. ''T^o' be^^^^^ to judge of the 
artistic qualifications of any directpr,..the. cenr, 
sors need only consult 'withf the presidents /of ■ 
the Buhnenverein (Society of .Theatre .Eiirec- 
tors) or the Buhnengenossenschaft (Society 
of Actors), on whose lists every competent 
director is registeried. 

This Gcnossenschaft is an itistitution which 
was founded for the benefit of actors and ac- 
tresses. Thcy^ 'nave ..at their disposal many 
niillions wjiich, a.r.e;;fised , as insurance and pen- 
sions for : the jinyajids' or those who have out- 
liyed- their >si>here of artistic usefulness. -The 
membership Vfees are merely nominal, as the 
funds of'''thet-?.o^ come from endowments 
and froniAb'enefit performances, which occur 
annually in every theatre in Germany, and 
the proceeds of which go directly into the 
coffers of the Gcnossenschaft for disburse- 
ment. 

The path of the censor is not strewn with 
roses, and it takes a man of peculiar tact and 
finesse, as well as one whose literary and ar- 
tistic , valuation . .of .Vtiiei •work iti hand inspires 
cohficleiice in "the entire ilieatrical-' fraternity, 
be it authors, actors or managers. The office 
is at the disposal of the Minister of the In- 
terior, who six years ago appointed as censor 
Dr. Hermann Possart, a man whose ability is 
uiuitiestionccl. lie was reared rn an art atinos- 
pherc, and although he has not followed the, 
example of his illustrious father, Ernest von 
Possart, in choosing the; stage as a profession, 
his entire lifchas iieycrtheless been a sort of 
preparatory schbql'for the exacting part he, is 
no^v filling. In •'1904-5 Doctor Possart was 
sent over by the German Government toMn- 
vcstigate American methods, and in his report 
to the jMiiiistrv upon his return, he found 
much to compliment in tlic management of 
theatrical affairs in the United States. lie 
was particularly iiiiprcssetl b}^ the harmoii- 
iousness of the stage settings and the lavish 
splendor ^Yith .y/hich,the big .spectacular plays 
arc preseiitsd, and was emphatic in his praise 
of the efficient work done by the fire brigades, 
and the general perfection of the technical 
details. 

At one of the posts of the British army 
where a number of recruits were temporarily

, the grreat centres of beauty in 
the Rocky rnouiitains. A week 
spent lip at the Lake Louise Chalet, one of 
the railway company's luxurious hotels, will 
give him an opportunity of becoming ac- 
cjuainted with a region of lake, mountain and 
glacier scenery which will well repay him for 
his time. Lake Louise, the first and lowest 
of the so-called "'lakes in the clouds," is fami- 
liar to riiany by its photographs, which give 
but a poor idea of its real beauty. This shcet 
of water, some five thousand six hundred 
feet in altitude, is about a mile and a half 
long, half a mile broad and over two hundred 
feet in depth. It is easily reached from the 
railway station by a drive of two and a half 
miles over a good road, and the view it pre- 
sents, lying as it docs at the foot of Mt. Vic- 
toria and its glacier, is one which is not easily 
forgotten. ' 

The wclWcept grounds of the Chalet slope 
down to the margin of the water and face the 
great white jianorama beyond. It is a restful 
L'.n(l delightful view wdicn one sits and Avatch- 
cs the ever-changing lights ana shades on the 
ripples as they wash up to the shore, but the 
active pedestrian will soon hunger to explore 
the many paths through the forest land of the 
surrounding mountains at the sides of the 
lake. 'If he takes the lowest ot these by the 
very margin, at the right hand side, it will, 
after a considerable walk, lead him on to the 
glacier; he may possibU' have some rough 
work on the j\loraine ancl its treacherous fis- 
sures. If he has had no previous experience 
on glaciers, he had better have a guide ; there 
are few of these great ice fieldSf|'"which it is 
safe to- negotiate by oneself; but^thfe'^Yerage 
cautious climber cian do a gpbd!de'al^Wii:h care, 
he can safely walk to the ifce CaVei 'h6 hiay be 
fortunate enough to see an avalanche on the 
distant snow fields of iMt. Victoria, whicli 
towers to a height of ten or twelve thousand 
feet; he is pretty sure to hear the thunder of 
them in the distance, and if he be ambitious 
to arrivej^asJjj^were;' at the' very end of crea- 
tion, the'se ' sribwy fields an'd icy walls ' will 
surely, if he be at all of an imaginative dispo- 
sition, present such a picture to' his mind. 

Another trail from the Chalet leads up 
through the woods to "Mirror lake." This, 
though charmingly picturcsue, is but a tiny 
affair, better described as a large pond : there 
is no visible outlet for its waters, which es- 
cape by. some ■undergrrQund; channel ;t^^^^ 
Louise,:ione thoiisatid ffdetv^Sbfoyi'^ 
beatitif ul woodland' Ayalk -discbvefs the ' higheist 
of : these' cloud-land -waters; ; "Lake ' Agnes," 
which is sentineled by Mts. Whyte' and Ni- 
block and has the very respectable altitude of 
six. thousand eight hundred and twenty -feet. 
] t is about two and a quarter miles from the 
Chalet. We observed when there, as at other 
resorts, that but few, comparatively speaking, 
of the visitors take the trouble of making 















these ascents on foot. Th.ey are- either excep-. 
tionally laz}', or else very poW-Wklkers, for 
there is nothing in these above-named excur- 
sions tliat the ordinary pedestrian could not 
accomplish with comparative e.ise, and in our 
opinion, much greater safety than on horse- 
back. Ilowevcr, the latter mode is largely 



patronized. One morning we saw a lady and 
gentleman mounted, just starting from the 
Chalet, and in a very few moments were 
warned by the screams of the lady and the 
sight of a riderless horse that the unfortunate 
gentleman had been landc;l into a nasty piece- 
of . rocky ground, with rat.hcr disagreeable re- 



sults to his facial appearance, but, fortunately, 
no i^iserious injury to life or Irmb. Possibly 
tlils^faccident may have been an exceptional 
case, but, if we mistake not, the sufferer would 
have been better advised if he had walked, and 
we confess we have sometimes felt indignant 
when we have seen the difficulties of thc-trails 
the unfortunate ponies have to traverse. 

There arc some very grand • mountains 
about Laggan ; from the vallej' itself is a fine 
view of the great glacier of Mt. Daly, the 
snow-capped peaks of which are one thousand 
ihrec hundred feet above and a dozen miles 
away. From the Saddleback, which ' we 
found an easy climb, there is a magnificent 
outlook across a gorge, two iiiousand. feet 
deep, to one of the monarchs of the district, 
Mt. Temple, and the vale, which .rejoices in 
the name of Paradise valley, the entrance to 
which is overshadowed by i\It. Sheol, nearly 
lo.ooo feet high. The valley ■ ocyond is that 
of "The Ten Pcaks?^: and. ^'The^o^aine: Lake:" 
Tills latter lies some- teii of. twelve Smiles from 
Laggan and is, with "Paradise valley," noted 
for, its exquisite scenery. The glacier whicli 
has forced its course between ana around "the 
Peaks" enjoys the possibly unique distinction 
of being an advancing one, and consequently 
a remarkable exception to the general charac- 
teristic of glaciers the world over. 

One parting line as to the rich beauty of 
the flora of this lovely district in the Rockies. 
AVhercas, at llanfl one can get plen.ty ofi; 
flowers but no ferns, at Laggan, which ' . |s 
within a comparatively short distance,- it is 
easy^.to obtain good specimens, and the col- 



lection of flowers is so extensive as not only- 
to embrace all the well-known woodland! 
favorites, but even to include -the Alpine) 
Eidclweiss, the coveted "'everlasting" of the' 
Swiss mountaineer.

HE luxury of shooting — for of all 
forms of sport it is the most genu- 
inely luxurious — has taken an enor- 
mous hold on this country. The im- 
provements in ■■ sporting guns and 
cartridges have increased .in most of 
the classes, and many- of the massdsj that de- 
■sire to "go out and kill something" which is so 
'typieally British. A demand has gradually 
arisen for more extensive shooting facilities, 
and during the last twenty years (juncrs have 
turned their attention towards improving the 
sport on their lands with a -view to increasing 
their incomes. 

The landowner with an eye to a let. — not he 
who would shoot his game himself — well 
knows that the rent for next season depends 
on two things : the bag of game killed during 
the present season, and the stock left for the 
next. The former depends on the skiH of his 
prospective tenant's guns, the latter upon his 
own careful preservation. Of course, preser- 
vation governs both points, but the argument 
that ''r\lr. Jones and his friends were very bad 
shots" usually raises a feeling of susj^icion in 
the inquirer's mind that perhaps, after all, 
there was not much for them to shoot. 

;;In; .consultation, therefore^ . with his keeper, 
the' landlord's 'first move 'is 'to se^ tlie;yer- 
niin is destroyed. A family of stoats will jklll 
more young birds in a single night tlian will; 
poachers in a whole season. Where pheasants, 
or kindred game arc hand-bred the landowner 
rears according to the extent of his coverts 
and the depth of his [)Ocket. There is not 
nuich profit in letting a pheasant shoot. If tlu' 
birds be shot early — say, in Xovenihcr — llu;\- 
will have cost on rm average seven to ei;;;ht 
shillings each in front of tiie guns, and to the 
cost of later shot pheasants may he added ad- 
ditional food and the loss through strayirig and 
other qauses. ■ f.- 

. The value in a fair ph(?asant shoot, how- 
ever,, is the help it affords towards letting the 
mansion house. Many '.owners look to obtain 
<;nough profit from this combination to cover 
iheir summer residence at. their places. 



AVith ]iartridgcs it is different. These are 
true "ferae naturae," and are really more es- 
teemed by sporismcn than pheasants. The in- 
troduction of driving birds towards the guns 
■ has greatly improved stocks, for the.Old' c6tks, 
wdio lead the coveys, are the 'first to '' be'' shot. 
The slaying of thi:se gentlemen, wlio would 
otherwise in their jealousy fight and kill the 
vouni; cocks, of course leaves a better consti- 
tuted hreediiig .stock for the next season. 

The anxious times for jiartridge.T are the 
months of ]\I;iy and June. The lairds nest in 
ditches and bottoms, and the spring rainstorms 
wash off and drown many sitting hens. The 
keeper, therefore, marks down early as many 
Tlests as he can so that he may rescue the 
mothe'r. bit^ds' arid if p'osgib.le remove the eggs 
for foster-mother fowls to sit on. In June the 
trouble is an early ha}' crop. The young 
chicks, unable to fly, arc in the long grass, and 
the relentless scythe i)uts a period to life for 
many of them. The owner usually offers the 
farm hands some largesse to take particular 
care in this respect. Rewards may vary from 
a "cask of ale" to partridge money — i.e., six- 
pence or so a brace shot at the end' of the .sea- 
son. 

Letting partridge shooting is on the whole 
profitable. As regards the rentals that rule, 
these; tip to a point are rather jin -an increasing 
ratiq; So much per ' brace wou be 
ejcpected as a basis until a shoot of, say, 200 or 
300 brace was considered. It is usually from 
this size upwards, that partridge shoots become 
separate organizations. Prom 7s. to JOs, per 
brace, varying according to locality and size of 
the shoot, may be regarded as a fair rental 
fi.gurc. A small extent of land with a lot of 
birds is worth more than a hir.ge ;u-ea with the 
same fiuantity. r<il':cwisc, the larger bags arc 
worth more prniiortionately tlian the smaller 
ones. This rules with all kinds of game. Big 
battues arc the jjresent desideration',.'wit.h..jrich, 
folk, although' of necessity as the 
rent increases the market for letting becomes 
more restricted, thus slightly affecting the 
rent, so that in.tlic Mcry big figured shoots the 



proportion per brace is somewhat lower. The 
ideal partridge shoot is one of about 2,000 
acres with 600 brace in Norfolk, Wiltshire .or 

Hampshire. 

Grouse shootings, arc another matter. Thc^ 
open season , is sshoyt^,^ but the bird is pi great 
use as a nioriey faictbr. In Scotland and in 'the 
North of, England, the wiriter's keep of whole 
countrysides depeh'ds on,' a' good grouse season. 
A rent at the rate of £1 per brace is the ac- 
cepted figure, but the same remarks apply to 
the values of grouse moors as to partridge

season. An ideal letting moor .would be, for 
Scotland— say in Perthshire— 700 brace of 
driven grouse,. and for England — in Yorkshire 
— the same size; but such a Yorkshire moor 
does not .often come into the market. Theso 
:. Yorkshire-moors are "close boroughs,"^ and the 
rich' North of England manutacttifers''v lieep 
th6m very much to themselves. 

■ The fdregoitig estimates of rentals arc bas- 
ed on "furnished" sportings — i.e., the landlord 
payihg all outgoings, the tenant only paying 
the rent and such expenses for beaters as he 
may desire. This or nearly this is the more 
usual form for taking a shooting for, say, a 
season, hut for any exteiukd period a tenant 
would pay the landlord merely a rent of so 
inuch. per acre for the sporting rights. -In these 
circumstances he, the tenant, wotlld. lUSually 
rear what he likes aiid do what lie Uke'si He 
would employ his own keeper,'- pay all." other 
expenses, and make his peace i with the-farm 
tenants. The latter require . to be tactfully 
dealt with. Acts of Parliament give certain 
])0wers to the laiul tenant; he can treat the 
hares and rabbits as vermin, and he must be 
compensated for such damage as other game 
may do to his crops. 

The British farmer who is not a sportsman 
is the excci)tion, and with diplomatic treat- 
ment he will nearly always agree to leave the 
hares alone, and the rabbits also if they arc 
s|)ecially required for sjjort. The courtesy of 
a brace of birds occasionallj' and an invitation 
to join the guns once or twice durin.g the sea- 
son ]M-oinotes a feeling of good-will to which 
llie question of compensation is remote. The 
good intentions of the farmer arc invaluable to 
proper preservation. 

The sporliug hi.gli rentals of so much net 
an acre are t!ic real earnings of the land from 
this source. In addition to the crops and tim- 
ber, the laud produces game, the killing of 
which has a value beyond its market price as 
food. This is really the interesting point, and 
although it is impossible to arrive at the actual 
amount of income derived from this .source, 



stili an approximation, at any rate, , for Eng- 
land may be taken. 

The principal sporting counties of England 
arc Norfolk, .Suffolk, Cambridgeshire, Essex, 
l.incolnshirc, AVilt.shire, Hampshire and York- 
shire. These eight counties extend together to 
about eleven inillion acres. If one-third be 
taken off Yorkshire for lands not calculable for 
these sportings, and likewise a fifth be de- 
ducted from the areas of each of the other 
counties, 8,300,000, acres will remain.' The 
proportion of timber lands and coverts may be 
a tenth of this. Coverts in these counties arc 
worth an average of is. 6d. This gives an an- 
nual value of £560,000 -for these counties. 
Possibly a third of the acreage is let to shoot- 
ing tenants, so £186,000 may be received by' 
way of rents from this source. 

The other counties of England have an 
acreage of, say, twe'iity millions. One-quarter 
of this total is perhape unavailable for shoot- 
ing. If one-tenth of the residue be woods and 
coverts, worth 2s. an acre, and the remainder 
be worth 6d. an acre, an annual value of £487,- 
000 is shown. Further, if a quarter of the 
lands be let to shooting tenants the rentals re- 
ceived would be £121,000. Together, there- 
fore, the total for England' is about £300,000 
per annum. This figure, although rough and 
ready, is quite within the range of possibility. 
If anything, it is a moderate estimate. 

In Scotland the vast extent of forest and 
grouse moor and the huge estates owned by a 
few proprietors preclude the possibility of any- 
thing like an estimate of the sporting rights 
value, but there is no doubt that should there 
be an interdict suddenly placed on grouse 
shooting many Scotch landlords would find 
themselves, to say the least of it, seriously in- 
convenienced. The reduction of agricultural 
rents in the Highlands has caused the proprie- 
tors to look more and more to the income fronj 
their sportings.

"What is sought for is not simply better 
provision for moral instruction and training, 
but also some more direct application of moral 
principles to the diities pf: life under modern 
conditions, anci to the divicljoljligations of thxsii 
members of a self-govermng'??cbmmunity, es-'^ 
pecially a community which, like our "own, is 
dependent in the main for its livelihood upon 
competitive industry and commerce. The 
value of character and principle can only be 
judged in the light of a moral and social ideal. 
The latter alone can determine our judgment 
as to what types of character, are good and 
,.wliat'- applications of principle are salutary. . 

.'"The; 'hungering for a. social ideal which 
. may c6mniahdra\nfaili]ng^^ arid 
guide' cpnd^ct;_ th'jpit^h temptations ariVl ■ 
perplexiti'eStbf- daily experience is, with many, 
the true'caiise^'df'-dissatisfaction with what the 
schools nov/ provide in the form of moral in- 
struction. That the schools might hold up 
such an ideal and inspire a love for it is the be- 
lief of th.ose .who have pressed upon the 
thought of the nation the need for more syste- 
matic moral instruction in the schools." 
. , , "Though the defects of our knowledge and 
pthei", reasons may prevent us from formiilat- 
' iijguri detail a -social ideal which woulcl ;nieet 
•;jvj1^ii':;ge!neral acceptan^ we may nevertheless 
■'fairly's%'"that 'there is in our country an ideal 
of practical morality which for -practical pur- 
poses'can be taken as a basis for school teach- 
ing by thinkers of almost all schools of 
thought. On this point all our witnesses with 
few exceptions agree," writes Prof. Sadler. 
• The next point investigated is by what 
methods schools can most effectively help in 
the. formation of character; by Avhat means 
can they impai't with the best hope of perman- 
ence a high moral and social ideal. "The ex- 
periences of all teachers remind us that the 
growth of a good character is a complex pro- 
cess, involving the right direction of sentiment, 
the bracing of the Avill, and the clear intellec- 
tual apprehension of an ideal of duty. For 
our guidance in such a gradual and delicate 
process no single formula can suffice. 

"Our evidence," says Prof. Sadler, "shows 



how Avidespread is the conviction that the 
most potent force in moral education — more 
potent even than the corporate influence of an 
honorable community — is the personality of 
the teacher, Avhether he who teaches be parent, 
or teacher in the narrower sense of the word, 
or employer, or elder comrade in home, school, 
or place of bitsincss.'.'y-^ . ■ 

"Possible failurelto sectVre a'nd 'to retain 
|tlj0;iServices of a sufficieni: numbef, of>the besi- 
"type of men and Avomen as teachers is 'pernaps 
the gravest danger Avhich threatens the -future: 
of our elaborately organized systems of mo- 
dern education." 

Another factor in moral education, "next 
in importance after the personality of the 
teacher, is, if it be healthy and inspiring, the 
corporate life of the school," Next is placed 
"the influenreijpfi:Si'th^^--curriculum.'' "Pains 
were takert;'to' find' but" virhat parts, , of school 
Avork appear to have the greatestinffuence, up- 
on character. Experienced Avithe'sses-are dis- 
posed to agree in putting literature first after 
the right study of the Bible. After literature 
most teachers are inclined to place either his- 
tory or mathematics or natural science. There 
is much striking testimony to the moral in- 
fluences of good music, and especially of sing- 
ing. Drawing, too, and other forms of expres- 
sion through the hand are found to be impor- 
tant elements in the curriculum, as Avell from 
this as .from other points of vicAV. The best 
educational' practice" of. the time attaches high 
value to Avell-directed activities of, -varipus 
kinds." ,'. ; - ' 

.;"S'o 'far as Great Britain is cpncerned, the 
Committee are impressed by the earnest con- 
viction Avith which so large a number of the 
teachers, and especially of the women teachers, 
both in our elementary and our secondary 
schools speak of the power of the religious 
lesson to inspire a high moral ideal, and so 
touch the ,springS;,o£ cpnduct 

"The Committee are al^o persuaded . that 
there is need in many elementary^sic|ipb^ 
more attentipn to be paid to nibralVeduication 
and to instruction in personal duty. . ' , In 
all public elementary schools at least one les- 
son a Aveek should be devoted to instruction 
in the principles of personal, social, and civic 
duties, as illustrated by examples drawn from 
Scrij)ture, and from other religious literature, 
and from poetry, biography, art, etc."

"Suddenly the antiv,ir df 'Red Lan,i,;'hter'

" 'How is it that the I'.uropean Press — 
and, for that matter, also the American Press 
— has ceased to interest itself in our struggle 
for emancipation? Is it possible that the re- 
action in Russia appeals to them more than 
our pe(-i|>le's yearnings for freedom, simply be- 
cause the reaction happens' to be stronger at 
the present time? In that event, they arc 
probably synii)atlii,-;ing with the Shah of Per- 
sia! Russia tr)(I;iy is a limatic asylum. The 
people who are h;iii,ged are not the pcojile that 
should l)e han.Qed. l'",\'erywhere else honest 
people are at lar.ge, and only criminals are in 
prison. In Russia the honest people are in 
prison, and. the criminals are; at large. The 
Russian government is, Composed, of a "band bf 
criminals, and Nichplas' II. is not the greatest 
of them,' There are still greatei" ones: T do 
not re,gard the .Pu,>si;m .government as the only 
one .guilty of these horrors. The Euro])can 
nation.s and the Americans are just as much 
to blame, for they look on in silence while the 
most desjncable crimes are committed. 

" 'The murderer usually has at least cour- 
a.ge, while he who looks on silently while iiitir- 
der is committed is a small, wealc, insignifi- 
cant man. h.n.gland and France, who have be- 
come so friendly to our government, are surc- 
1}' watcliiii.g with conip.assion the jioor Shah, 
Avho haii.gs the constitutional leaders. Per- 
haps I am not speakiii.g as a practical m:tn. 
One nation must not interfere with the in- 
ternal affairs of another nation. Very well. 
But Avhy do they interfere with pur move- 
ment for freedom? France helped the Rus- 
sian .government in its Avar against the people 
by giving money to-Russia. Germany akso 
helped — secretly. . , 

"'In well-regulated countries each individ- 



ual must behave ■dccei^tl}';.^. When a man mur- 
ders, robs, (lisl!onors.^,^;,p.|uen,.h(i,js^,throw]i into 
prison. iUit when •the"'fctSsiSn''go'vcrnnient is 
murdering helpless men and women and chil- 
tlrcn the other governments look on indiffer- 
ently. .And yet they sjieak of God. If this 
had happened in the Middle Ages a crusade 
would have been started by civilized peoples, 
Avhp, Avpuld jiaye marched to Russia to- free the '

"Andreyev becamc'-'silent,- His 'wife - kept 
rowing for some time slowlyi \yithout. saying 
a word. We soon reached the shore and re- 
turned silently to the house. 

"l.ccMiid .Andreyev's brief autobiographical 
sketch is eliaracleristie as it is interesting. 
■ "'1 was horn,' he .said^ 'iti 1871," in Oryol, 
and studied there at the .gymnasium. 1 studied 
poorly; while in the se-\'entli class I was for a 
whole _\'ear k'liown as the worst student, anil 
niy marie for conduct w:is never higher than 
I'our, sometimes three. The most pleasant 
time spent at school, which I recall "to this 
day with pleasure, \vas recess tjnie ' 'betwebn 
the lectures^ and alsp;th'c'r'are.^bccasipns vylVeh 
I was sent out from the classroom', ".' . ; The 
sunbeams, the free sunbeams, Avhich penetrat-; 
fd some cleft, and which played Avith the dust 
in the hallway, all this Avas so mysterious, so 
interesting, so full of a peculiar, hidden meati- 
in.g. , 

" 'When I studied. ;it the .gymnasium my 
father, an en.giiieer, clied, and while at univers- 
ity I u'as in dire lu'ed. 1 )uriii.g my first course 
in St. I 'eterslnir.L:: 1 c\'eii starved — not so much 
out of real iiceesstt_\- as because of my youth, 
inexperience, and my inabilit}^ to utilize the 
unnecessary parts of my costume. I- am to 
this day, ashamed to -tliink that 1 went two 
clays without food at a time Avhen- 1 had tAVO 
or three pairs of trousers, two overcoats,' etc. 

"'It was then that I wrote my first story 
— about a starving student. I cried Avhen l 
wrote it, and the editor, ' Avho returned my 
manuscript, laughed. • 'That' story of mine re- 
mained unpublished. . . . In 1894, in Jan- 
uary, T made an unsticcessftil attempt to kill 
myself hy shooting. As a result of this unsuc- 
cessful attempt I Avas forced by the authorities 
into reli.gious penitence, and I contracted 
heart trouble, tliough not of a serious nature, 
yet very amien-iiig. Inuring this time I made 
one or two unsuccessful attemjits at writing; 
I devoted myself with greater pleasure and 
success to painting, which I loved' from child- 
hood on. 1 made ]iort raits to order at three 
and five roubles apiece. ... 

"'In 1897 I received my diploma, and be- 
came an assistant attorney, but I was at the 
very out.sct sidetracked. I was offered a posi- 
tion on the Courier, for which I was to report 
court proceedings. I did not succeed in getting 
any practice as a lawyer, I had only one case 
and lost it at every point. 

" 'In T898 I wrote my first .story — for the 
Easter number — and sincc^that time I have de- 
voted myself exchi.sively to literature. Maxim 
Gorky gave me advice Jn my literary Avork.' " 
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HE area of the United. Kingdom is 
about 120,000 square miles.

On the other hand, our planetary visitor

cant Avords occur: "Unemployment is now 
Ijerinancnt in character in busy as weil as in 
slack- seasons, in suniiner and winter, and is 
common to all trades and industries." Un- 
employment .spells hunger: hunger of men, 
^■,'0 m en a i?d children..';-il,tvis ^ an ; in^istenfej;^ 
lem, the sbjulioh^ of wlilcK j^^^^ 
The pallid faces and gaunt frames which, pre- 
sented in the 'gilded council chambiir of Glas- 
gow, so unnerved the Lord Provost, are only 
types of thousands Avhose numbers are likely 
to SW9II to, tens, perhaps hundreds of thou- 
sands during the coming winter. 

Let us allow that much of the distress now 
threatening is due to temporary causes. We 
haA'c comforted ourselves with that hope each 
recurring winter these last si.x years, and each 
year has left a larger residuum of perman- 
ently unemployed, while each succeeding 
suniiner has found a larger proportion of 
these depressed 'into, the woeful category of 
the uneniployableiV' Tiie most praginat econ- 
omist agrees with the most emotional phiia,n- 
thropist that means must be found to alleviate 
the distress. • ■ 

- There is little dpubt 'that, the distress of 



the coming winter will, in fact, be abnbriiial. 
There Avill have to be palliatives, and the only 
question is, What palliatives Avill be least 
wasteful of the national resources? We desire 
to endorse Avith all the force at our command 
the suggestion that the Government should 
seize the opportunity to press forward Avith 
the large naval programme Avhich the safety 
of the Empire urgently, demands. The imme- 
diate giving out of contracts for new ships 
AA-ill setitlie coal';mining and the iron and steel 
industi'ies, as well as the shipyards; tjusy. A 
loan for such a purpose Avould be;jdqubly jus- 
tified, and the taxpayer would hav^tlie satis- 
faction of knowing that he was paying for a' 
work of Imperial advantage, and not for the 
futilities which it is the fashion to suggest 
and to put into practice. 

But "unemployment is permanent," and 
good can only come out of the present evil if, 
by it, men are made to think, and to seek the 
true and lasting remedy. To build a single 
Avarship beyond our .prospective needs Avould 
be as futile as to spend money on making the 
motor roads suggested by Mr. Cunningham 
Grahame, the cost'of which Avould effectually 
prevent most of those Avho had to provide a 
share of the money from keepni.g motor cars, 
or reclaiming acres of mud on which nothing 
could be grown at a profit. Surely the two 
pictures we have set before our readers point 
the way to anyone gifted Avith the smallest 
facility of imagination-ntbe, yast. undeyelopcd 

■'estate in the distant 'shires/on' the biie hand; 

';the;Starving population at home on the other. 

Forty years ago the sturdiest of the Bri- 
tish Avorking classes flocked, to the strains of 
'Cheer, Boys, Cheer,' to start life afresh under 
the Stars and Stripes, Dogmatic unimagina- 
tiveness lost us those men, and turned the 
trade by which the needs of the Mother 
Countiy is supplied away from the doors of 
the Empire.

Pacific Railway to find new beds in the rich 
harbor bottom of Esquimalt, were it waxed fat 
and prospered. • 

■ - vAt Esquirn alt," where shelfcred in the litllc^^ 
bay into whose head flows the rivulet beneath 
Parsons bridge, the, West Coast Fishing com'^ 
pany.has its oyvSter beds laid out in acre after 
acre covered with the shell-fish; those who 
care to follow the workers into the silt when 
the tide runs out at early morn can sec the bi- 
valve, in its youth, its middle age and in full 
,|froVvtIi. ' They can'see the.oyster sorted from 
■its'- smaller felloyvs' as the big rakes drag it 
from;.,ihe;Bed to load the boats which lift with 
the risih'g tide to carry the harvest gleaned at 
low' water to; ';the sorting house at the edge of 
- the little cliffi^wHe're Capt. George V. Wil- 
liams, the manager, and Mrs. Williams live 
in a cosy bungalow that looks out upon the 
harbor Ijcyond, with the masts and funnels, 
rusted hulls and tapering staffs reminiscent 
of the days before he left the bridge of the 
..Oriental liner. Lyra to become oyster planter 
.^and manager of the company of Victoria, 
"Vancouver and Taconia men whose enter- 
prise in cultivating eastern oysters at !Es- 
quimall bids fair to be .such a success. 

There arc now four millions 03'sters in the 
Esquimalt beds. They do not propogate. The 
cold water is considered responsible for this, 
but if it does i)revcnt the regeneration, it also 
has the effect of growing the transplanted 
oysters better. A year ago there were a mil- 
lion, and a half young oysters at Est|uimalt, 
and some months ago. more were added un- 
til tlie beds contain over four millions. All 
Were planted small in the year of their child- 
hood. They were not more than nine months 
old. They matured quick. Nov.', big shells 
four,' five, six -nchcs long arc lifted by the 
oyster tongs and i)ilcd high on the boats for 
the sorters who pick them and load the culled 
oysters on the firm's 'Iclivery wag'ons, which 
cart the loads from I'arsoii's bridge to Vic- 
toria; for;;the. local market, and the Vancouver 
markdt; these are the only fields yet invaded, 
but it is not I'dng before" the northwest and 
Puget Sound markets will also be entered. 

The little oysters, tiny shells, were 
brought by scow from where the C. P. R. 
cars were sidetracked at the edge of Esqui- 
malt harbor. When the tide was low the 
land on tlie lu'.rbor bottom had been cultivat- 
ed. It had been tilled and raked as tliougli 
a submarine farm had been intended. Path- 
ways were made. The harbor bottom was 
laid off as for n giant's chess board, suggest- 
ivc of the paddy fields of the Oriental rice 
lands. Big rakes harrowed the mud, and 
soon, well cultivated, it was ifTlidy for plant- 
ing. Branches were planted in row after row 
until, with the rising water, the cove seemed 
like a flooded orchard, these marking the 
])athways and borders of the beds, each ap- 
proximately fifty, feet square. Into these beds 
the planters placed trom 100,000 to 200,000

relic of his far eastern experiences tilted back 
on his head, waiting at the edge of the bluff, 
beneath the awninged roof of his little bun- 
.galow. The view from that bungalow look- 
ing beyond where the branches jut from the 
water like }'Oiing trees in a submerged or- 
chard, beyond the gray buildings, empty and 
abandoned, on Magazine island, .their .gray 
contrasting with the rich colorings of the 
arbutus and the autumn-tinged leaves of the 
clustering trees on the deserted island, is one 
well worth seeing. Beyond these things are 
the ships, swinging to their anchors, the 
chains drawn light; the waiting shiix^^, 
steamers and sailers, black and red hnlU.'d.

B.ut Capt. Wil- 
liams looks nearer. It is the nvenues of 
branches that hound the oyster beds whicli 
he favors as a \'ie\v. He laid out these beds 
for the West Coast fishing comjiany of Vic- 
toria, in which he is associated with Dr. 
George L. Milne, If. A. Dyer, W. K. Hous- 
ton and E. Ashwcll, of Victoria, Col. Mark- 
ham and Mr. Leonard of Vancouver-and Capt. 
J. A. Mayhan and Mr. Geer of Tacoma. He 
went to the oyster beds at Cape Cod and 
BVidgeport to select the young oysters and 
arranged for the first million and a half that 
came, and last spring he went and secured 
two and a half million more. 

It is before sunrise, long before the dawn, 
when the grey of the approaching day offers 
just enough light to work, that the workers 
go out, rubber-booted, into the soft mud of 
the then uncovered 03'stcr beds. It is the 
long run-out. The water has receded far, 
and the floodcd-orchard;of,':.the,'.high water is 
now a paddy field"' witlv' b'ordcring paths, 
groved with branches to mark them, and dach 
s^iiare is gray with close-piled shells. The 
boats, moored over the beds lie among the 
'oysters. With big pronged rakes the Chinese 
workers drag up the growing oysters. They 
are hauled to and fro, loo.sencd up, and tlie 
full-grown ones are raked aside, to be shovel- 
led, "heaped high above the gunwales into 
the grounded boats. Slowly the tide comes

to the condition of the soil. The oysters feed 
upon the insect life of the water, the animal 
life and vegetation of the soil and water, and 
some beds offer richer feeding grounds than 
others. 

The beds once planted, time docs the rest. 
The workers tend them, rake and sort them, 
prevent overcrowding, and as the days and 
weeks' go hy tiie shells grow, the oyster fat- 



CHinese are'sboir^ w^ shin deep in water, 
raking and filling the heavily-plaited wicker 
baskets that are used to load the oyster boats. 
Then, the v.'ater is knee deep, they have to 
clamber into the boats, which have -been. 
floated, and the work of the day on the beds 
is at an end. They are driven back, bed by 
bed, to those 'learer inshore by the rising 
tide, until, as the tide rcochcs -its inaxinnini 



istcr of fifty'tions or, more, equipped with 
large dredge.s, operatifd 'by steam hoisting iqi- 
])aratus, Indng from the depths witli thc'^e 
from fifteen hundred to twenty-five lunidrcd 
bushels of oysters during the course of an 
ordinary day's work. A crew of four men 
is needed to m.'tn these dixdges. llcic, as in 
most beds on tne Pacjfic Coast,; the cultiva- 
tion is carried oui, eiitircly in , the shallow 
water, and .the woi-k .is much caster. It. is 
puich more difficult to' clean up a bottom of 
oysters where the bottom cannot be seen. 
Moreo\-er, a deep bottom on this coast is mi- 
]iracticable, as man)' oysters wduKl he lost 
and monc}' \vnr.Id hv Inst on the ])!;inting. fn 
the east where oyster.'; regenerate naturally, 
even if some are not obtained by the dredges, 
the cost of them has been nothing; while 
here where evf y oyster must be tjought for 
planting, and m addition to the purchase 
price must. pay a freight rate of $2.55 per 100 
pnniids. it will readily be seen that an oyster 
saved is an oyster made and an o)'stcr not 
reccn-ered is ni'jney lost. One big advantage 
l)ossessc(l 1)3' t'le v.-estern beds is that the 
oyster beds are not threatened by the heavv 
freezes of the east, where ice forms over the 
harbors and remains fast for from four to six 
months in some places, and the planters of 
the Pacific coast do not have to be careful to 
avoid the dangers of freezing and thawing of 
the oysters or tiie carrying of them oif in the 
ice drifts. ; 

Machinery, loo, enters little into the work 
in the west. The beds are .soft bottomed, and 

dredges are not used to any extent for fear 
that the crust will be disturbed. The dredge 
used in the east is a huge and heavy rake or 
scraper which drags the oysters into a bag, 
the entire apparatus being lifted to the sur- 
face when. .the. \,bag is full. At Esciuimalt, 
when the ..tide has^ covered the , beds, tongs are 
used instead of J his method. A pair of tongs 
is geared something like a pair of scissors 
with long wooden handles, except that in- 
stead of having'- blades, something like two 
rakes is used, and raised to the surface wdien 
filled with oysters. The use of rakes and 
short tongs is another method ado|)ted. 

For the past four years the Washington 
State Fish Commission has been carrying on 
a series of experiments at its fisheries experi- 
ment station at Keyport, endevaoring to find 
some method whereby the eastern oysters 
might be propogated here. It has been found 
that the reproductive elements ripen and are 
cast into the water, but aside from an occas- 
ional oy.ster being found, practically 110 set 
results from this spawning. The observations 
and experiments that have thus far been made 
seem to indicate that' the tenipcraturc of the 



water is too low, ])ai ticularly at night, anrl 
subject to too Midden cbai-ges for the you"g 
enibrvo to de\eloi'). it is possible that \viU'i 
some systems of encloseci ponds or tanks 
v. hcrev the , t§jnperature of .. the water can be 
controiled better results ,Vni:rfo^ 

T^hc,.,'succe!ss J a^end itrarispknting 
of the' eastern oyster has siiggestcd ' the pos- 
sihility of in 1 ro.lucnig other species into our 
-ivaters. .A I teiu i:in lias been turned ]iailiciilar- 
ly to jappji, win re liivv ha\'e several .'^iccies of 
oyslers, tin'ee, at Ic.'ist. of which are of coin- 
nierci.'d iin])orlaiiec. The Japanese have dc- 
\'eln])ed quite a coini)licated system of culti- 
vation and produce an immense number of 
excellent oysters. Those around: Hiroshima 
attain about" the size and ' shape of ^.thcieasterh 
"Blue Point." The shells ate . deep aiid; thin 
and have much the same general appca.rance 
of an eastern oyster. Further north, arpund 
some of the n.jrtbern islands, another Species 
is found which altain.s a much I.ar.gcr size. 
'.Phis is not culfivated to any' extent, l)ein,g a 
deep water forui. A study of the tempera- 
ture and gener.al condilions stirroundiiig these 
Japanese 03'sters indicates that they would be 
particularly well adapted, for transplanting 
liere and it is possible that they might pro- 
pogate readily. 

The Bellingham. Bay Compan3r recently 
made quite a large shipment from Hiroshima 
and planted un their 'beds near AVhatcom. 
Throu.gh lack of proper packing and care in 
shipping many of these were lost, but enough 
v.-ere saved to indicate that better results 
may reward future efforts. Some of the other 
large companies arc now scriousl3'' considering 
making shii>meiit in the near future, 

Among the native 03'slcrs of this vicinity 
jirobably' the i)eds best k-uown arc those 
of 'Young Brothers, of the New England hotel 
at Sooke. Indians living in this,. Yiciiiity, can 
point out many places where there have been 
extensive beds of native oysters, the head 
waters of Victoria arm beyond the Gor.ge hav- 
ing at one time been well stocked. Not only 
here but also on Puget vSound and in Oregon 
waters large areas could be found a few years 
ago where tlusc oysters grew and flourished 
abundantly. The shell iieap.s on the shores of 
many,;:bays','show that the Indi;ins have for 
many 'years visited these beds and obtained a 
large part of their food supply from them. 
The early settlers found in these 03 sters a 
substitute for the much larger oyster of the 
eastern coast, >vhich has now followed them 
in their migration westward through the en- 
terprise of a local .syndicate. 7\s the cities 
grew the demand for 03'iters increased and 
c/ach year these natural beds were drawn on 



ernon3' all the way round the mountain. Per- 
formed in this manner by "prostration," the 
journc3^ took 20 da3''s. The two lamas we saw 
liad only done about half the distance, and 
the3' contemplated doing the whole journey 
twice. One of them was to return there after 
having completed his duty as a pilgrim. The 
other— he was barely 20 years, old— was to 
pass the remainder of his earthly life in a dark 
grotto on the banks of the Upper Tsangpo. 

Few forms of sclf-mortification arc of such 
value as this life spent in the dark, this abso- 
lutet'separatibn from the world, from one's fel- 
lovy-rtieiii and the light of the sun. In Linag- 
gunpia I 6b.tained,much, valuable information 
regarding this curious custom. In the prayer 
grotto at that place — a little stone hut at the 
foot of a cliff — was then a lama who had al- 
rt:ady been hnmured for three years. ' No one 
knew him, ho one knew whence he came nor 
what his name was, and even were one to 
know his name it w-as forbidden to mention it 
before human beings. But they told me the 
day he went into the grotto he was followed in 
most solemn procession 1)3'' all the red monks 
of the monastciy, and when all the ceremonies 
prescribed in the holy books had been gone 
through,, the, narrow entrance into the grotto 
had' been closed up again. We were standing 
outside it. Tasked the head lama whether he 
could hear us talk. He replied, "Oh, no; he 
can neither hear nor see; he is sunk night and 
day in profound meditation," "How do you 
know that he is alive?" "The food (tsamba) 
which is passed into him once a day through 
an underground passage is eaten up 1)3' the 
morning; but should we find the dish un- 
touched one morning, we should understand 
that he had died." 

How wonderful ! For da3'-s and weeks I 
could not drive the picture of this lama out of 
my mind. Never to hear a human voice, never 
to get a glimpse of the sun, never to see the 
difference between night and da^', only to know 
of the approach of wdnter by the lowering of 
the temperature. I pictured to myself the day 
\Yhen?he;:,w.asv entombed in the cave. He sat 
tliere;aIbrieTand'^^^^^ them fill up the open- 

ing with blocks of stone — the light growing 
continually less,' till finally only a tiny little 
hole was left. ■ Through this he took his last 
fare weir to' the sun, and when ■ that, too, was 
fully closed up, he remained in complete and 
utter darkness. Since that time three years 
have now elapsed. In another temple like Lin- 
ga, absolutely unknown by Europeans, a lama 
had lived immured in this manner for 69 years!

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INTERFERENCE 

S Interforenco with other people's af- 
fairs ovcr'Justinable? This Is a subject 
that was discussed the other day, and 
opinioha dlfCered very ' widely. Some 
thought that the. Interference of out- 
siders never' did any good— that it only 
annoyed people and sot iheni moi'o ob- 
stinately than ever on taking their own 
way. Others declared that sometimes 
Intorferoncii was a i)osUlvo duty, and 
that one should never mind making ono- 
self popular or di.sllkod if there roally 
waa good to be done. All agi-ecd that 
the Interfcrer, whether he, or slie did good or not was 
certain to get , no thanks. 

After all, reformers of all kinds have to he inter- 
ferers. They I'.psot M'hat has been long estab- 
lished,' stir up the dust of centuries, and In making a 
clean sweep, are sure to hurt some people and offend 
many prejudices. lint wc have to do It, and iC suo- 
oessful, are forgiven in the end. This refers to public 
reformer.s or Interferers. Those of private life have a 
•worse time of it. Yet it is a mistake to put down all 
Interference as impertinence. There are some kindly 
active persona wlio really suffer when they see other 
people, ospeolally their awn friends ,-iiul relations, 
doing very foolish things, or going blindly on snnie 
oourso that will land thcni in di.sastor, or shutting 
tlicir eyes to dangers tliat arc plain to everybody 
else. Lookers on sec most of the game. .Some one 
who conies fresh into a household could often do the 
greatest good to it, just bocau.'^e lie has tilcarer vl.'^lon; 
sometimes too lie lias speckil Iviiowledge. iiut dare 
lie set things right? Jn mo.st cases no. It would ba 
resented. Even if asked for, advice is unpalatable, 
\inless it hapfM-Mis to coincide ivith the wishes of the 
asker. Then, again, the best advice and the wisest 
interference sometimes fall in the carrying out. Woe 
Tdo then- to the unluclcy person who has inlorforod! 
For , everything that goes wrong the blame will bo at 
liis.dopr!, ' Perhaps, If all interferers were of tlio best 
typte, they, wo.uld. be. less unpopular than they arc. Un- 
fottunately.^lt'HhaprienS; that there are a good many 
Intorfererslabout, ,whb are simply busy bodies, and 
fidgets, and Be em .to" Jiavo nothing else to do but ar- 
range other people's business tor- them. These aro 
the people who tell anothcrs they are spoiling their 
children— "making a rod for your own back my dear!" 
-^and wives that they are too :yieldlng to their hua- 
banda, and inl»tres3es tiiat they ought to keep a 
tighter hold upoh. their aervanta. Another form that 
Interference takes -IsAthat of finding fault with tho 
food provided. ■ ■"Too much meat Is eaten Maria, you 
ought to feed the family more, on puddings— rmuch 
better for them and more economical;-' or— "Have 
you noticed how Maud is losing her complexion?" ami 
you are immediately told how to ward off sun tan 
and freckles. It is really ania/iln.g how many different 
things an Interfering visitor can nmnage to get liold 
of to worry tho mistress about. Maiden Aunts arc 
often olTendors in this way, thinking they h.ave a sort 
of right to lecture tlie family. Indeed all Aunts arc 
prone to do it — married or single. A good family row 
is a perfect boon to them, providing a zest to life that 
nothing else can give! .Mothers-in-law arc not half 
so bad. They would be, of course, if they dared, but 
so much has been said and written about them that 
they have learned discretion. :AIothers-in-law of the 
jiresent day have turned over a nev.' leaf. Sooner 
than interfere they will put up with anything, or 
get some other person to speak for them. They 
know very well that young people must buy their own 
experience; second-hand experience never yet did 
much good to anybody. By the way, how Is it tliat 
fathers-in-law and interfei-ence .are never even 
thought of in the same breath, nor grandfathers ex- 
cept in the way of "tips." It is amusing and annoy- 
ing — to see how the Interfering nature will show it- 
self sometimes in children. In them it is a decidedly 
unpleasing trait. Children love domineering over anil 
patronising-the younger ones and .somotini(!S will in- 
terfere most arbitrarily in their babyish and harmless ' 
play. Depend upon it, these children have lived 
among Interfering, older people. They are such 
mimics, and pick up bad as well as good — only far 
m,ore readily as .a rule — nothing is prettier, however, 
than the way older children will "mother" the 
younger ones BOil(ietlines, not "interfering" with, lait 
helping them. ' It' is always dangerous to interfere in 
other people's love affairs; tliis is nearly as bad as 
interfering between liusband and wife, and we all 
know how fatal that Is. 

May you between parent and child? Very sf.'liloni. 
Should you between mistress and .'-ervant? Yes! 
sometimes, If you know things tho nnslre,---s ou.^'ht to 
be acquainted with, and Is not. iSut even here you 
may fall to do any gcioil. A nurse was seen by" a. 
stranger to be giving a young child what .^he "sus- 
pected to be narcotics to keep it nuiot in Its ])erain- 
bulator. The stranger, after thinking It seriously 
over, told the mother, who would not list>'n to ii 
word, having implicit confidence in the nurse. So the 
trouble went on. Eventually tho mischief was dis- 
covered but too late to prevent- serious Injury to the 
child. 

Tho stranger was put down a.s a fussy and trou- 
blesome Interferor. Xn doubt, before the good .Sa- 
maritan looked after the poor man by the roadside, 
numbers of other peojile Jiad passed by aaying, i*'It'.s 
no coneorn of mine, and not my place to' Interfere." 
But sometimes you must. 

It is certain we should be very careful liow we 
interfere with others. If we are interfered with, 
liowevor. it is just as well to take such inteii'ereneii 
with good temper, and even to put tin: questi'jn lo 
ourselves, "Is there anything in it?" \\'helher or not 
wo are to bo grateful to the interfcrer is a mutter 
each person' must decide according to temperaineat.

- There 
are, however, still many jieople wlio, although they 
agree to the above-named fact, :;eem to think Ihut, 
thougli these rules are right and should be kept In 
the AS'ider world outsiile the liome they are not ob- 
ligatory in the smaller affairs of dally life. 'J"ho 
affairs of everyday home life. 

it is true, no doubt, that among intimate friends 
and near relrvlions strict ami ci'romonlons rub's of 
etifiuette ir.ay b(;, and are, relaxed to a areat extent, 
but it Is al,',:o true that they should not be dispensed 
with allogeilicr, for courtesy and iiolileness are ne- 
ces.sary in tiie home just as n.-iioh a.s rurmalit .\- ;iiid 
ceremony .-xrc unnocessury, and tho,--e persons, Ije they 
male or female, who forgi.'t their good manners in 
the house do not always reinemtier them outside, for, 
lllto many things that are "put ashle until \',-anted," 
they are not iiil're(iuentl\- lost allo.r^ctb.iT. 

The word "etliiuette" is often objeeteil to as being 
lu-iin and formal, but any other w-ord would Ije looked 
upon in the same light if used for the .•-■amo puri)Ose.

]''ren(,'h derivation, the literal meaning of it being a 
ticket, or card, and owes Us origin, so it is sup- 
po.sed, lo the ancient custom once In vogue of de- 
livering a card of directions and regulations to be 
observed by all those .persons, '. who, attended court. 
Ill course of time thei-.terrov MfaaVjib,) longer 'confine 
exclusively to the rules 'of 'cbhdu<it>'qf ,thoefe who "at- 
tended at court," biit came , into ••oy'er^day.^ so 
much so, indeed, that the slang cxpr'^sloii of "That's 
the ticket," meaning "That's the rl^Ht-UiIng to do," 
la thought and said to be a description of the phrase, 
"That Is tho etiquette," or right mode of procedure. 
And surely what Is the right mode of procedure in 
mutters of courtesy to those outside the home circle, 
ouslit to b<: i-.iiK'h tho same wdthln tho more narrow 
circle of the family. 

Tlierofore It cannot lie altogctlicr wrong to sjiealc 
of tlie rules of etiquette in connection v;ith the home 
as well as v,-itli society.

Indeed, as late 
a.s Hie. 17lh century, when James I. was king, old 
writlers as,iert that the court was so "unpolished 
and unmannerly" that the ladies, "nay, oven the 
Queen herself," could hardly pass the King's ap- 
partinents without receiving some affront; and <>ven 
nearer our own times wo read that tho "ladles ot 
iiuallty" indulged In oaths and coarse expressions 
liiat would not nowadays be tolerated for a moment 
in polite society. 

As a rule all customs and fashions have a down- 
ward rather than an upward tendency; that Is, those 
who are' in a lower position In tho social scale follow 
and Imitate the sayings and doings of those who 
are on a higher level than themselves, and not only 
do they copy;, the fashion of. their clothes, but they 
affect tho^aamej.aifiu'sements^ and also their way of 
living and' their 'manner of speech. And just as this 
ia the case -with society at large, so It Is In tho. home, 
the behaviour of the young pc^ople lieing very much In 
accordance with that of their ciders, for children 
naturally copy their parents, and think that what- 
ever they do must Ik: right and proper. 

If they see the latter eourteona in manner and 
refined In their speech and lialiits, the.v- -will tr.s- to 
lie the same, so that If i)ai-ents would ed'tener reall/.i; 
this truth it miglit have a good and restraining in- 
Iliience upon both their u'ords and deeds; Init un- 
I'ovtunntelv many urownup iieojilo ne\'i'r seem to 
•lotlce, or foi-Ke't if they do, how observant and Imi- 
tative little children are. The old saying that "fJt- 
tlo iiltcliers have long ears" is wonderfully true, and 
they aro not particular as to how they fill them, 
taking good and evil with e(|ual readlni^ss. 

An Instance ot this Iniilatlve habit is to be seen 
in till! way some youiig peojile speak to servants, and 
those whiim '.'ley consider lo be in an inferior posi- 
tion to tliemselves. Who has not heai-d tho dis- 
courteous, not to say rude, manner in which some 
small Vielng gives an order .aud receives a ser\'ice? 
The way in -which the one Is spoken and the other 
received, wllhonl ever So much ;is iin "if you jileaHC,"

MojtUod — 'Work 
the sugar and^ttie vydlfes>btfttfi9i^?srgs|'t0^^^ to a 
cream In a basin, ' Melt -the butter, sift the'flour, and 
baking powder, clean the fruit, shred tho peel, mix 
all the dry ingredien.ts with the sugar and egg yolks. 
Whisk tho whites of the eggs to a stiff froth and add 
thorn gradually. Pour tho mixture Into a buttered 
cake tin and bako in a moderate oven for about one 
and a quarter hours. 

Now let us turn our attention to the Banana re- 
cipes I mentioned. 

Banana Cantaloup 

Required: Firm bananas. Paprika, or Krona pep- 
per, and crushed Ice. Method — Place the bananas on 
the ice for at least six hours. Heinove tho skins, and 
cut into quarter sections. Fill a bowl with finely 
crushed Ice, on which place tho bananaa, and servo 
with salt and Paprika or Krona pepper. 

Spinnach and Fried Bananas ; , 
Required: Tw'o pound's oE spliihach,, one buitce of 
butter, one egg, breadcrumbs, three bananas, season- 
ing, and flour. Method— Pick and wash the spinnach, 
l)ut, it In a saucepaiv with a little water and salt to 
tJisto, cook with the 'lid on until tender (about 20 
minutes), fieel the bananas, cut lliom Into quarters 
and .sea.son v.'itli Paprika pepper, egg and crumb, and 
fry in deep tat till a golden brown and kei'j) them hot. 
W hen the spinnach is cooked drain it well, melt tho 
butter lu a saucid'an, add the yplnnach, season with 
.salt pi'iijier and nutmeg and sprlnklo over a llttlo 
flour. Cook for a few minutes, and then serve on a 
hot dish with the fried bananas. 

Banana Salad (Savory)

naise sauce, one cos, or two cui:)bage lettuces, two to- 
matoes, .viethod — Trim and wasn tho lettuce well,

LITERARY NOTES i 

The memorial to Tolstoy, which has been largely 
signed In many hinds, was presented to him on his 
SOlli birlliclay, September 10 (which is August 28, 
Russian style). On that day Mr. Aylmer Maude's 
"Life of Tolstoy; First Fifty Years," was Issued by 
Messrs. Constalile Among other things tho book tells 
for the first time the story of how, and to what ex- 
tent Tolstoy was inllucncod by tlio Socialist group, 
which, under the leadership ot Nicholas Tchay- 
kovsk.v, carried on an active propaganda lu the early 
70's. One of the many Incidents narrated in the 
book and not mentioned In any previous account of 
Tolstoy's life, deals with his pleading at a court- 
martial, before which a man wa3-»}peing tried for his 
life. :Mr. Maude's book gives a, detailed and most 
readable account of tlie first half-century of the Ilfo 
of the greatest Russian writer, and of the most re- 
markable personality among our. literary, contem- 
poraries. 

"Arthur's," by 'A. Nell Lyons, Was published bri 
September"l'-by''Mr. Johri'-I,anB.' - Arthur Is the pto--^ 
prietor of a coffee stall, tho centre of a nightly fore- 
gathering of shady personalities, - -who meet to "un- 
chialn 'their 'intellects ahd get . to the bottom ot 
things.'* Mr. -Nell Lyons has, by one reviewer, -been , 
called "PhlL May in Literature." He la thoroughly 
at 'home in tho midst of the curbstone society, whose . 
human tendencies and capacity for romance and In- • 
trlguo he so deftly portrays, be. it cabman, drunken 
sailor, -pickpocket or destitute wretch, he draws all 
with the unerring Instinct of an artist and brother. 

The French Revolution liaving been quite donO'to' 
death in liction, quite a prejudice exists against ' 
novels on the subject. The novel reader has also a 
considenihle disinclination to look at a atory by a 
new author. In spile of these objections, Mr. Wer- 
ner Laurie has luibllshed a story -which had to con- . 
tend with both these obstacles. Tho worlc Is "Tlio 
Loser Pays," by -Mrs. Mary Openshaw, and It con- 
tains a child study wdiicb has not been equalled since 
"Little Lord Fauntleroy." His faith Is justified, aa 
it Is proving the book of the -year. - '

These' and" thousands' -of 'others' 
have, by studying the world round them done" great 
things for mankind. Hhrcn to understand what they 
did Is worth long study, but who knows what boys 
or girls can find out for themselves who learn to 
use their eyes?

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, RUIT-GROWING is one ot the infant 
industries of British Columbia, but 
it is growing rapidly and is quite 
certain, crc many years, to rival 
mining', lumbering or fishing. A 
few years ago the man who would 
venture to describe the Kootcnays as fruit- 
growing districts, would be looked upon as 
a visionary or an imbecile; today all southern 
Britisli Columbia is acknowledged to be the 
finest fruit country on this continent. Not 
only Avill it produce fruit in abundanccj but 
, . the quality of the fruit is superior to that 
grown in any other part of America. 

In 1903, Messrs. Stirling & Pitcairn, of 
Kclowna, on Okanagan lake, shipped a trial 
carload of apples to Great Britain. The sliip- 
inent consisted of Spys, Baldwins, Ontarios 
and Canada Reds. They arrived in Glasgow, 
Scotland, on November 9,.. in, splendid condi-^ 
tion, and sold at six shillings a box, or about; 
$r more per barrel than the choicest eastern 
Canadian apples — reckoning three and a half 
boxes to tlie barrel. The British Columbia 
apples aroused much interest amongst fruit 
dealers as well as consumers, and many letters 
were received by the consignees from persons 
eager to secure shipments of the splendid 
fruit. . . ;. 

In 1904, the ' British- Columbia Depart- 
ment of Agriculture forwarded a collection of 
British Columbia ftutts" to Xbndori, England, 
for exhibition purposes. It consisted of ap- 
ples, pears and plums. The exhibit was 
greatly admired, and evoked the highest en- 
comiums from the newspapers. The London 
Times, while hesitating to declare the fruit 
superior to the best English specimens, ,, a^r 
niitted that they very nearly approached 
them in cplor, shape and flavor, even after 
having traveled 6,000 miles by railway and 
steamship. The Royal Plorticultural So- 
ciety's appreciation of the fruit was shown by 
the award of the society's gold medal and 
diploma. 

One result of the exhil:)it was the deluging 
"of the Agent-General of British Columbia 
(Hon. J. H. Turner, Finsbury Circus, Lon- 
don,)^ with letters from^;;,Ej:o^minent^^^ 
dealers, anxious to do business with British 
Columbia fruit growers. To momentarily 
satisfy the, clamor for British Columbia fruit, 
and to emphasize tlic fact of its good qualities, 
the department of agriculture, sliippcd in cold 
storage a full car-load of assorted fruits to 
London .in the fall of 1905, in charge of 'Mv. 
R. M. Palmer, provincial horticulturist. This 
fine collection was the chief attraction at the 
Royal Horticultural Fruit Show at London, 
England, and at several provincial showSj- arid 
was av/ardcd many prizes. 

Successes at' Exhibitions 

Following up the success of 1905, the de- 
partment of agriculture, forwarded a com- 
mercial exhibit in 1906, consisting of api)les 
and pears, to Great Britain, in charge of Mr. • 
Palmer. This fruit was shown at Edinburgh, 
York, I^ondon, antl other cities, and won 
praise from press and public at ever}'- |)oint. 
At. Edjnburghj. the • gold, medal of the Royal 
Hbrtictiituralv Society .-of .tScotland, was awardr 
ed the collection, and af . London the province 
again won the gold medal of the Royal Horti- 
ci-|ltural Society for the best, collection of ap- 
ples, while seven silver and silver-gilt medals, 
and three broii/.e medals were awarded to in- 
dividual exhii-)itors, whose contrilnitions made 
up the collection. As in former years, the 
Canadian Pacific Railway Company co-oper- 
ated vvith the government of British Colum- 
bia in the collection and transportation of the 
fruit, generously furnishing cool storage cars 
and cool storage space on its Atlantic steam- 
ships, free of charge. After going the rounds 
of the.fruit show* and securing unqualified ap- 
proval eveiywhere, this collection was broken 
up.'and s61d to fruit dealers at the highest 
^ prices. 

■ <■ In New Zealand 

An exhibit of apples was forv/arded to 
Christchurch, New Zealand, and made one of 
the chief attractions in the fruit division of the 
New Zealand International Exhibition. AVrit- 
ing of this collection IMr. W. A. I'.urns, Cana- 
dian Commissioner for New Zealand, said : 
"The shifiment arrived in excellent order, and 
the quality and range of varieties is most cre- 
ditable. The newspapers and the public have 
gone fairly wild ovefr the exhibit, and now 
that has been jproven that the Canadian ap- 
ples can be transported- safely to this market, 
a good trade should followi I may say that 
the price of San Erancis(56 apples at the pre- 
sent time is eight pencc'per pound in the local 
market, so you will see' that ^tliere is a good 
margin of profit." . ■ 

In 1907, a collection of over 800 Imxcs of 
apples and pears was sent to Great Britain, 
and shown at all the principal cxliibilions and 
♦horticultural shows — at lulinburgh, Hereford, 
Tun!)ridge, Exeter, Sheffield, Crystal Palace, 
London, and Royal Horticultural Show, Lon- 
don. Gold and silver medals and certificates 
of merit were awarded to the -exhibit as re- 
presentative of the province, while individual 
exhibitors won many silver-gilt, silver,' ' and 
' bronze medals, and certificates of merit. 
Markets Available 

These repeated triumphs have resulted in 
the establishment of a permanent market in 
GrM,t,;Britain,v tpl^Hich;;;;- ^ growers are 
now •' c Australia also 

wants British Columbia fruit, one grower 
alone receiving an order last season for 70,000 



boxes of apples. Thus fruit-growers here 
have the satisfaction of feeling that apart 
from the unlimited market afforded by the 
prairie provinces, they can also count upon 
big orders and Ing prices from overseas. At 
present theirs is an embarrassment of riches, 
so far as markets gc,- for they cannot- possibly 
supply the demand., . :. -

in Vancouver, December s-8,' 1907, the Kcl- 
owna; British Columbia, Fruit Growers' As- 
sociation, won the first prize gold medal, for 
the best display of fresh fruit, and Monsher- 
ger (S: Hope, of Grand Forks, B. C, won sec- 
ond ]iri/:c. In two other competitions — best 
five boxes of apples, five varieties, and best 
box of commercial apples — T. G. Earl, Lytton,

In 1901, there were 7,430 acres in fruit, 
with a grand total of 650,000 fruit trees. In 
1906, the fruit laud of the province increased

000 acres, with 2,700,000 trees. In the million 
tree increase there is included fruit bushes, 
some 41,000 ornamental treesi 41,000 rose 
bushes, ;22,ooo plants and' 17,000 shrubs, but 
the figures do not include the trees sent out 
fi-om nurseries within the province, which, it 
is thought, would equal the total of the latter 
figures. In the last four years, tlie increase 
in exports, according to returns from the ex- 
press and railway companies, was 2,400 tons, 
the total amounting to 11,882 tons. — Frank I. 
Clarke, in Canadiatt^HortiGulturist.

For commercial apples, one needs not over 
six varieties, and most of them red. For early 
summer,, the Willianis' Favorite .is early, and 
a nic6 sweet red apple.

HE Berlin correspondent of the Lon- 
don Times writes: Under the title 
of "Anglo-German Relations in the 
Light of German Armaments" the 
Kreuz Zeitung recentl}- devoted a 
long article to what at first sight 
seemed to be nothing less than an mvitation 
. to the, German Government to reconsider its 
entire naval policy :n the interests of a good 
understanding with England. The leading 
Conservative journal adduced a number of 
quotations from the speeches of Prince Bis- 
marck, and declared'' that modern German 
policy had deviated from the Bismarckian es- 
timate both of Gcrmany'.s naval requirements 
and of the rolatipu .which- ought to. exist be- 
tween her iforceSj:on>se£U(;MdiPn^ After 
1 efcrring to the efforts ;>vHich, coiiisciotisly or 
unconsciously, Germany is making to get on 
termslwith thcBritish Navy, the Berlin joiir- 
nal obserwd:;.. , , - • t^vivV 

"The number and the size of England's 
ships is a matter of indifference to us so long 
as we see to it that German coasts and Ger- 
man ports are rcnclcred secure from attack. 
That much can be done for the German 
colonies as well as for Germany heisell at a 
relatively sliglri; cost, and a limited jjolicy of 
this kind would not make us in any degree less 
independent, than ^Ye "vyere in Bismarck's time. 
Our independence' will be impaired only when 
"we cease, to devote the wl:ole strength of tiic 
nation to the service of the army. Covertly, 
l;ut none the less ominously, fears ;u'c already 
l>eing exi)ressed that the needs of the army 
are being sacrificed to the recpiirements of the 
navy. A\''ithout iiu|uiring into ilic justice of 
these fears, we consider that the War Alinis- 
ter ought to make-a clear and unambiguous 
statement on this subject when the Reichstag 
reassembles. Our soldiers, it is true, can be 
i;umbered by millions, but there are still too 
few of them so long as a single able-bodied 
man cannot be trained for want of the neces- 
sary formations. It would, moreover, be a 
cruel wrong if the old soldiers of the reserve 
were compellerl to lea\-e hearth ;ind home and 
to take tlie field in liic place of able bodied 
younger men. However favorable a view we 
may be justified in taking. of the present 
political situation, we can as little afford to 
abandon the "Two-Power Standard" ,on land 
as England can afford to abandon the ''Two- 
Power Standard" on sea. AVe liave to remem- 
ber that England, as experience teaches, al- 
ways talces the siiie of the stronger, and that 
.she mtist therefore contintie to l:)e reckoned as 
the third member of any hostile combination 
which may be formed against us. 'With .'this 
prpspect before us, what we" heed is not ships'^ 
biit men, and we cannot have a single man too 
many." 

The matter of fact manner in which the 
mouthpiece of the ruling classes in this coun- 
try takes it for granted tluu the (jerman army 
is and will have to be maintained on the basis 
of a "Two-Pov.'cr Standard" is calculated to 
impress those n-lio profess to believe that 
Germany has not made e\'cry preparation to 
conduct a war on two if not three fronts. 

The Kreuz Zeitung is careful to explain 
that its argiunents ha\e not been invented lor 
a particular occasion, but essentially represent 
Prince Bismarck's viewSj;, It .points out that 
to the end the Great Cliancell'of 'siicceedecl in 
avoiding any estrangement of England, and 
that it was the Cierman navy laws and the 
noisy agitation^ of th.e German Navy League 
whicii drove England and France into each 
otlier's arms. This admission is interesting, 
since it has of late become the fashion in this 
cotnitry and elsewhere to attribute German 
nava! ex;)ansion upon its present scale to the 
conclusion of the Anglo-French entente. Bis- 
marck, it continues, recognized that among the 
Liberals the navy had always been more 



popular than the army, and upon one occasion 
he observed that ••whienevei;;-anybpdy^^^^^^ 
anything of \n\h\ic opinioit'at'.itHe polls -dr. el s^e-: 
ivhere, he invariably -hoi'sts the . flag of the 
German nav)-."- But it was only under the 
Great Chancellor's successors that the navy 
h.ad become an "end in itself." _ He himself 
had uttered a warning against "fantastic plans 
which would bring ■ Germany into collision 
with people who are of importance to^ us from 
the point of 'view of. pur position irw J|ur<)pe.'' • 

The Conservative .organ appeals abpire'^all . 
to Bismarck's i'gpeeeii'-- in the Reichstag ;.o'n 
January 16,, T8S5," ail's to an informal address j 
which he delivered on May 2G, 1895. Upon' 
the former occasion he' refcTred to a speech in 
w-hich the leader of tUc Centre party, Dr. ; 
Windthorst, had stated' that Germany would 
have to choose betvv'ce.n renpuncing her colon- 
ial policv and' increasmj||j|tii!na]^^^^^^ 
to a level at vvbich. slie^wbuld' not heed to fear 



anybpdy.,^ Bismarck ppliitcd out thai to adopt 
the Isecoii^'aHefnatiVe'-NVOuld mean that Ger- 
many would have to create for herself a na\y 
equal to the British, and he added: 

"But we should still have to fear an al- 
liaitce between England and iM-ancc. Their 
combined strength is greater than that of any 
single Power ever will or can be. This goal; 
therefore, is one which we can never try to 

reach How do other Powers manage? 

France, perhaps, is not so strong "at sea " as 
England, but she is not afraid to found dis- 
tant colonies, her communications with whicii 
could be cut off at a number of i)oiius. She 
calmly trusts to her destiny, her courage, anil 
her prestige, and to the justice and love of 
peace of other ci mn t rii, s." 

In 1895 Bismarck said: 

"Rivalry with the fleets of England and 
France I would regard as an exaggeration, but 
we must be strong enough to avoid being 
warned off the seas by second-class Powers 
whicii we cannot reach by land. Our defensive 
armaments will be adequate if wc have a cer- 
tain number of armored ships, especially for the 
protection of our merchant vessels in distant 
seas. For this purpose we must have cruisers, 
and wc need more of these than v.-e ])ossess at 
]-)resent. In my heart of hearts 1 ])refer cruisers 
to parade-vessels and ships of the line. But I 
am not competent to si-'eak on those matters. 
We must wait and see what orders are given." 

With regard to the actual development of 
German naval policy, the Conservative journal 
observes: 

"The present Imperial Chancellor deserves 
the support of all patriotic parties in his efforts 
gradually to recover the supreme control over 
the spending departments itl the Empire, which 
his predecessors had allowed to slip or to be 
wrested from their grasp, and he deserves this 
support if only because all are equally interest- 
ed in seeing that politicd responsil)ility is eon- 
cnntratcd in the one (piarter in which it eonsli- 
tulioiially resides. It would be impossible lo 
describe I'rince lluelow as being solely responsi- 
ble for the Navy l.;iw and its amendments. The 
technical part of tlu'se eniictmcnts, it is true, 
was. left ,tO;-professional experts. Their, politi- 
cal ah(i i;'cdhomic aspects, on the other hand, 
which have to furnish the measure of the nav'y's 
duties, and therefore the standard of its size, 
ought to have been decided solely by the one 
man who is responsible for the conduct of Ger- 
man policj'. It is only necessary to read con- 
secutively the preaml)ies to the German Navy 
Laws in order to realize liiat the goal has not 
infretpieiitly been lixed before iIk- reasons for 
the ])articuiar end in view had been discovered. 
Ignorant tuft-hunters subsequently contributed 
their share towards leading the iniblic astray.". 

The restdt, it; says, is that today, while a 
hundred writers would be preijarcd to defend a 
new Navy Bill, not a single pen could be set in 
motion in favor of a new Army Bill. 



.For the rest, the Berlin Conservative journal 
'"qo'htehds that, while the insular position of 
' Great'- Britain renders imperative the mainten- 
ance of ah overwhelmingly strong British Navy, 
if only irt ' order to guarantee the security of 
her imported food supplies, Germany, on the 
other hand, as a Continental Power, is not ne- 
cessarily compelled to create for |icrself a fleet 
wiiich .'^hall bear any even approximate relation 
to the size of her mercantile marine. It is point- 
ed out that Powers like Russia have, unsuccess- 
. fully aspired.. to .niaintain a fleet^ whidi was de- 
signed to ser.ve purely political, ejids,- and the 
German Government is urged not'"to allow it- 
.self to be tempted into following this example. 
Since Germariv, moreover, can never hope to, 
rival Great Pn-itain in her naval- armaments, site 
must be content to keep pace with France.

The- real -gist and. kernel of .the; article is. to 
be found in the reflection that five army corps 
could be raised for the cost of the three battle- 
ships-which Germany is pledged annually to lay 
down. As a.gainst the Liberal view, the Con- 
.servatives, for their part, have consistently 
advocated the claims of the army, but in this 
instance the Conservative organ's ai^peal can 
110 more be inter]n-eted as a plea for an un- 
limited increase in the strength of the army 
than as an argument in favor of Uie limitation 
of naval armaments for political reasons.. The 
con temptuoiis colloquialism of the tariff cam- 
paign, "Kein Kaiiitz keiri. Kalie/'Swas intended 
to convey that unless' the Government were, 
prepared to concede the economic demands of 
the C'l mservalivcs. the party which Count Kan- 
itz led could not lie expecte<l to vote expendi- 
ture for the navv and for olher schemes of 
Well politik. This v.'arnin.g is now being re- 
pi'ated in an appropriate disguise. Prince Bue- 
low is invited to rellect that German naval arm- 
aments are cliielly res])onsible for the enormous 
increase of expenditure which will have to be 
met by new taxation. The Imperial. Chancel- 
lor is ui-ged to resume his constitutional control 
over the great spending deprn-imeiits of the 
Empire, in order that the army, which is not 
only more economical, but is also Germany's 
natural weapon, may not be sacrificed for the 
sake of the , navy, which the Conservatives, 
when the rmaneial screw is a])plied, are iiK ' 
clincd to anathematize as a costly toy. 

The utterances of the Conservative organ 
liave nnquestionably been provoked by the im- 
nnneni ]n-ospect of the introduction by the 
(iovernment of a comprehensive sistem of 
death duties as part of the scheme for reform- 
ing; the Imperial linances. I'oi- months this 
])r<)si)ect has weighed hea\-ily upon the minds of 
the Conservative party, and it is evident that, 
unless they receive adequate compensation in 
return, the Conservatives will not tacitly ac- 
quiesce in the new direct contributions which 
must fall primarily upon themselves and their 
supporters. This interpretation may he put 
forward, together with the further suggesTion 
that this is the kind of oi)po';ition which .Prince 
Buelow desired to placate v.'hen ho issued his 
recent "reminder" to the Powers in favor of 
Mulai Plalid.

out the stems, as they will not keep as long. 
Care must be taken not to bruise the fruit. \' 
Nice fruit 'does not -look well in rough boxes 
and Avill not sell as well.' Use the nicest boxes 
or packages that there is to be had and it will 
pay. No bruised or scabby fruit should be 
packed as it will not keep. AUvpeaches and , 
pears should be wrapped and packed ^'''closely 
together, and the boxes or crates well filled, 
so that the fruit will not move in transporta- 
tion. 

Apples should remain on the trees- uritil 
ripe. Pears arc best picked on the green side 
and will ripen in the boxes. All apples and 
pears should be selected of uniform size for 
each box and without bruise or blemish. No 
apple or pear that falls to the ground should 
1)0 sold as first-class fruit; but, if sold, they 
should ))e marked and sold for fruit that will 
not keep. 

Apples should be packed in tiers and of 
uniform size;,, ;:.;Some will have frpra*:three;jitP' 
six tiers, but a fotir-tier apple is ^ ■fiie,vjiipst li; ^ 
demand. Apples should .hu . tlie^//.lj 
and, before the lid is put oh, they' ought to be 
about one inch above the top of the box. 
When the lid is pressed and nailed down, they 
may bulge out in the middle. Pack closely, 
so that they will not rattle or bruise in moving 
the boxes. The variety and tiers with the 
grower's name and residence, must be plainly 
marked on the ends of each box or barrel to ' 
comply with the Fruit Marks Act. This is, a 
fine thing, as, if any cheating is done, it can"

As fruit-growing has co'me aowri to a , 
ence, we must take pattern from the Califor- 
nians, as they are very expert in boxing.

We 'are.' badly' handicapped in having only 
one main line of railroad. They charge a high 
rate and often side-track a car with perishable 
fruit for days. I sent last fall some apples by.

were twenty days in getting there, and were 
spoilt ; but, of course, Liiere was no redress.

To make a success of fruit 
growing, we must have a fair chance of plac- 
ing it on the markets of the nortliwcst. 

I wonder how we will come out wdien the 
millions of trees that are being planted cqme 
into bearing, or how those that arc paying ex- 
horbitant prices for all kinds of lands are com- 
ing out, especially those that are buying five 
or ten acres of land and.have a. family to sup- 
port. I would suppose; -a' family would want 
at least five acres more for a house, barn and 
a chicken house, also a cow or two, and a 
team. The owner has to pay also for water to . 
irrigate his land and, in many localities, he is 
not certain of even that. I am not referring to 
those who have locaterl at Pcachland, or Snm- 
merland, and some other points, as they have 
monc}'-, and do not have to depend entirely up- 
on the fruit or produce that they raise. There 
is a, glorious future for . this province, but it 
will take time, to fully develop it. In order to 
make the fruit-growers prosperous, we must 
give -them a fair- show, and not deceive them 
with- the. idea that they can make money and 
prosper on five or ten acres of land, as so 
many of the speculators arc doing. I have 
had many years of experience and I hope this 
article may do some .good, I am well aware 
that it will not suit all, even if it is plain 
truth.

IRISH LAND PURCHASE 

Sir Alexander Henderson, Bart., a member 
of a firm of w(!althy London bankers, avIio has 
prepared a scheme to provide .'^200,000,000 at 

2 3-4 per cent to relieve the deadlock in land 
purchase in Ireland, stated recently that ho had 
submitted the scHeriie to the treasury. "One 
did. not lightly undertake," he said, "to pro- 
vide $200,000,000 or $250,000,000, but since the 
matter had been brought before the notice of 
the treasury, it was not advanced further." It 
will be recalled that Lord Kenmarc, who is chair- 
man of tlie Irish Land Purchase Associatio.n, 
recently stated that a proposal to find the 
money by the issue of $200,000,000 of Cons'ols 
would be satisfactory if they could .get it, but 
he understood that the treasury -was dead 
against that proposal. The alternative scheme 
suggested by Sir Alexander Henderson was 
likely, he thought, to meet with more success, 
because it was approved by the chief finaiitial 
houses in the city, and, far from depressing 
the financial barometer, was likely to havecthe - 
opposite effect. Briefly, the scheme wouTd'piro-- 
vidc for the immediate payment to vendors of 
land of their purchase money and bonuses as 
the equivalent of Cash. Tenants would at the 
same time receive the titles of their farms, and 
their interest would be reduced to 3 1-4 per 
cent. Irish county coiincils would be relieved 
of the liability for excess stock in flotation, and 
the Exchequer would incur the minimum of 
loss, if any.

A broken wire is 
sometimes hard to ferret out because the metal 
may part inside the insulation, out of .sight, 
and if there is no tell-tale kink in the wire it 
must be found by feeling.

"Abdul 11 amid is today and he must remain 
tomorrow the one relic of a past that has gone 
for good. In any other capacity he must 
perish." The integrity of the territory, of .the 
empire; adds the Ikdam, is a principlic .'ui)on 
which all parties arc agreed.

A litlle. injeci.ed into 
the cylinder will, if the crank is worked vigor- 
ously for a few moments, work into the piston 
ring joints and carry oft clogging oil. If there 
is any way of getting rid o£ kerosene, it is an 
excellent thing; to flush, out. the whole engine 
occasionally \yit}v a" lot of ; kerosene, afterwards 
clearing oiit all oil and.lcaving the engine ciuiie 
clean. If lubricators with small pipes are used, 
they should be flushed out also. After this, 
when the kerosene has been — -d out, oil up 
and start the engine. There will be a good 
deal of smoke and smell until last vesligc.^ 
of kerosene have been burned out, but the en- 
gine will be benefited. iL is possible that the 
compression will soon come up to normui. 
Gasolene can of course be used in the samo 
way, but it is pcrhajxs a little "too energetic in 
washing off lubricating oil, leaving absolutely 
bare metal. Kerosene is, to a slight extent, a 
lubricant itself. 

A gasolene motor can no more run without 
lubrication than without gasolene. Wilhoui ;i 
film of oil between rubbing surfaces, there would 
be a scoring, wearing action throughout the 
euginc that would speedily result in its prac- 
tical destruction.

Take pains to keep the oil itself, the oil 
reservoir or oil cups, and everything connected 
with the system as clean as possible. And as- 
sure yourself occasionally that the oil is getting 
where it is sent; don't wait until a bearing be- 
gins to smell hot and perhaps cut or melt out 
its babbitt, or until the piston begins to squeal 
or groan in the cylinder, before 'disci.vcring 
that an oil pipe or lead is plugged up ll^^f^^ 
is a gravity feed, don't forget to turn Ofic' tlie oil 
Avhen leaving the engine ; a motor full of lubri- 
cating oil does not make a particularly sweet- 
smelling exhaust, and, besides, the cylinder 
walls, head and igniter points arc apt to get 
.sooted up, and a carbon deposit may have the 
efifect of causing pre-ignition by becoming in- 
candescent and igniting the incoming charge 
before the spark occurs . 

Familiarize yourself with the normal tem- 
perature of the outside of the water jacket so 
that you will be able to detect any abnormal 
rise in its temperature, indicating faulty or ob- 
structed water circulation Occasionally some- 
thing gets into the pump or the pipes, and tli<^ 
sooner it is cleared out the better. Keep the 
])ump well lubricated and proj^erly packed, if it 
is of a type in which packing is used, and keep 
glands or stuffing boxes well set up so as to 
avoid leakage. Do not, however, make the 
mistake of screwing them down so tight as to 
cause excessive friction . - . . '. 

In looking for trouble, don't, whatever you 
do, try to find it by "monkeying" aimlessly 
though hopefully with eviiry' adjustment on the 
machine. Ten lo one you will set wrong 
everything that was right, and then if you do 
lind what was originally wrong the engine won't 
run, or will run only half-heartedly, until every- 
thing else is made right. Figure out what the 
trouble is, and what should be done to remedy, 
it, before you touch a screw.,

.suspicion very often; for a corporation may 
be 'moral or iinmpral, just as a man may be 
moral or the reverse; but it is folly lo con- 
clcmii .an«^cpj;porations because some are bad, 
.or everi-'tbvbe unduly suspicions of all, be- 
cause some are bad. But the corporation in 
-fi.irm and character has come w stay — that is 
:i tliHig lliat may be depended upon, liven 
small firms are becoming corporations, be- 
cause it is a convenient form of partnership. 

"It is equally true that combinations of capi- 
tal are bound to continue and to grow, and this 
need not alarm even the most timid if the 
oorporatiou, or the series of coriioralioiis, is 
]>i()perly condueled with due regard for the 
rights of others. The day of individual com- 
];etilion in large affairs is past and gone — you 
mighl jusL a.-, well ;irguc that w-c should go 
back to hand labor and throw away our effi- 
cient machines — and the sober good sense/ of 
the people will acce])t this fact wh'eh they 
have studied and tried it out. Just sec how 
the list of stockliolflers in the great corpor;i- 
tions is increasing l.)y leaps and bounds. This 
means lliat .'.11 t^hese jieoplc arc becoming 
jiartners in great business. It is a good lliiiig 
— it will bring a feeling of increased rcsiionsi- 
bility to the managers of the coriioralions ami 
will'make the people who have their interests 
involved Study the facts imiiartially before 
condciURingvpr attacking them. 

"'dh' fliis'-i^ubject of industrial combinations 
I have often expressed my opinions; and, as 
I have not changed my mind, i am not averse 
to repeating them now, especially as the sub- 
ject seems again to be so much iii the public 
eye. 

"The chief advantages from iiiduslrial 
combinations, arc those which can be derived 
frprji j; a;. co-operation of persons, and aggrega- 
tion 'pi^capital. Much that one man cannot do 
alone two can- do tosfether; and once admit the 
fact that co-operation, or what is the same 
thing, combination, is necessary on a small 
scale, the limit depends solely upon the neces- 
sities, of business. Two persons in partner- 
•diip may he a sufficiently targe combina- 
tion for a small business, but if the business 
grows or can be made lo grow^ more persons 
and niorc capital must be. taken in. The busi- 
ness may grow so large "that a partnershio 



deasefe to be a proper instrumentality for its 
purposes, and then a corporation becomes a 
necessity. In most countries, as in j'*ngland, 
this form of industrial combination is suffi- 
cient for a business co-extensive with the par- 
ent countr}', but it is not so in America. Our 
federal form of government, making every 
corporation created by a. state foreign to every 
other state, '.renders' it necessarj' for persons 
doing busiiiess through cor[)orate agency to 
organize corporations in some or many of the 
different states in which their business is 
located. Instead of doing business through 
the agency of one cor])oration lliey must do 
business Ihruugh the agencies of several cor- 
])orations. if the business is extended lo 
foreign countries^ .and'A.niejricans are not.tqday 
satisfied, with .hoi'iie niarke'ts 'aloffe, it wili'b'o 
found heipfiil; and possibly necessary to . or- 
ganize corporations in such countries, for 
Kuropcans are prijjudieed against foreign cor- 
porations as are the people of many of our 
stales. These different corporations thus 
become co-operating agencies in the same 
business lind are held together by common 
ownership of their stocks.

THE FIISTORY OF RELIGIONS 

A remarkable Congress has been silling in 
Oxford recently. 

"The Inlernatifiiial Congress for the His- 
tory of Religions," says the Morning Post, 
"aims, no doubt, primarily at the advancement 
of a difficult and abstruse branch of learning. 
Put it will have the indirect effect of extending 
the outlook ujion human life ot many people, 
who have no j)retensions to learning and no 
o|)liortunilies of research. The Presidential 
address of Sir Alfred Lyall will be read with 
unusual i'nlcrest and curiosity, for its author 
has in broad outlines revicvycd the history of 
the chief religions of the worrd in their rela- 
tioii;to the history of the States among whose 
peoples they have prevailed." 

"No State," said Sir Alfred, "in civilized 
countries now assisted in the propogation of 
doctrines, and ecc'esiaslical influence was of 
very little service to a government. We 
could even at the moment discern a move- 
ment towards constitutional reforms in Mo- 
hammedan Asia, and if it succeeded it would 
be interesting to observe the clfect which libL 



eral rel'orms would ])roducc upon the relation 
of Mohammedan governments with the domin- 
ant faith and ' on which side the religious 
teachers wouhrbc arrayed." 
- The . Principal of Brasehosc (Mr. C. I!. 
Hcbcrden) |;aye the welcome .on behalf of the' 
University.' ;"'rh'c importance of' the -'subjects 
\vhich'!jthiS'-iibn'grcss had met lo promote had 
long'l)eeii^'t'ecogni;<ed in Oxford. ^Vlore than 
fifty years ago one of the greatest Oxford men 
of the last century, in his famous book on cer- 
tain I'^jjistles of St. Paul, had an essay on nat-- 
nral religion, in which he iioiiUed out the 
great value of the study of nic religions of 
the world in many ways, and, in particular, he 
said that the scientific sludy'of the Jewish and 
the Christian religions was hardly possible 
taken by themselv i-s, ilia' il n^iist be taken in 
connection with ilie liistiuies of tlic other 
religi(3ns of ilie wurld. 'I'liat, he supposed, 
was a stalemenl \',-liicli woidd be generally ac- 
ce])ted nowadays, but il ^^'as a notal)!c obser- 
iVation at the time it was made; ;ind that Jow- 
ett; kcptv'this-. in' his'' niiiul was t\-ideiil, for 
later- in- his 'life-'ilie- was engaged in writing on 
the vairious religioris,;,oi the world an essay 
^vliicHii -urifortunately.V-nevcr-rame to comple- 
tion. 

"What Jowetl forcsliadow«:'i and desired 
-was carried out (<u a large scale b}- I'.nother 
Oxford man, a friend of his, whose nienuM-y 
must be in their minds that da}'— r^lax Alul- 
ler — partly in his writings , /"bn comjiarative 
religion, in. which he familiarized people with 
the importance of the subject; but partly 
and ^till more in his editions of Sacred Books, 
wdiieh he began exactly sixl}' years ago with 
his edition of the Rig Veda, and llieii the pub- 
lication of the .gi-eal series of the Sacred Books 
of the J-'asl, of wliicii lie was the editor, and 
io which he sm lai-.gely contrihuled. They in 
Oxford might feel some legitimate ' pride 'in 
the fact that the University Prcss'SlioUld have 
issued those fifty Sacred Books of the East 
covering tlie^ religions of India, China, Persia 
and the Semitic religions.' And so it .was a 
jiroper thing, when just twenty years ago the 
C.ifford Lectures were founded, he was one of 
the first of the four lecturers who were ap- 
pointed." 

"A new era had arisen, in Avliich. as I'ro- 
fessor Tydor (author of 'Primitive Culture') — 
wdiose presence, as honorary president, Avas 
liailcd with the most cordiaT expressions of 
welcome — had said, 'no religion lies in utter 
isolation from the i-esl, and the Uioughts and 
principles of modern Clirisliaiiily are attached 
to intellectual clues, which rim back through 
far i)re-Clirislian ages lo the ver\^ origin of 
human civilization, jierhaps even of human 
existence.' To develop these clues is one of 
the chief functions of such congresses as this- 
now sitting in Oxford-.T says the Telegraph.

The Decline of Grammar 




iNDh'R the title of "Grammar and'its 
Reasons," Miss Mary Hall Leonard, 
long a teacher of Hiigli.'^li, has com- 
jiiled a series of essays which have 
just been brought out in book form 
by A. S. Barnes & Co. One may 
wonder after reading its pages Avhelher , the 
im[)aticnce under restraint of the American 
]3eople, which so man}'- observers note, is in 
any degree related to their essential lawless- . 
ncss in reference to grammatical fornjs. The 
writer quotes the saying that a- French family 
se.ttled in I'.ngland and edited the French lan- 
guage, and adds that a truer statement (^f the 
case would be that the .\'ormans found it too 
much trouble t-o learn the Saxon inflectic.')iis 
and so ignoreil them. At all events- we have 
a language full of excciitions :ind contradic- 
tions and complications, making aiiytliiiig" like 
an explanation of them an exlr'emel}" difficult 
task. 

l''.\-er\-\\-iiei-e we have the remains of iiiflee- 
licms, and so of a formal gramiiier. Miss 
Leonard calls atlenlion lo the remnant of Ihe 
old English dual found in "twain" and its con- 
traction "twin," and to a trace of it in the re- 
ciprocal pronoun phrases . "each other" and 
"one another." But this is ail that is left of 
the dual, which in other languages occujiies a 
distinct ])lace between the singular and the 
jilural, in gender, the writer points out that 
"ess" is the only- living feminine suffix; that 
is the only one that can be used for new 
word forms, ;ind tiiat this is rarely done. Other 
feminine suffi.\es are no longer. used in wovd 
making. 'I'he modern jiraclice is lo ignore the 
feminine form wherever sex is Immaterial to 
the character of the office. The words "au- 
thoress," "])ostmistress" and "executrix," seem 
to be falling into disuse. This is in jnaHced 
contrast with the German language where "a 
gentleman writes a masculine letter of femin- 
ine love to a neuter young lady with a femin- 
ine pen and feminine ink, on masculine sheets 
of neuter paper, and encloses it in a mascidine 
envelope with a feminine address io his darl- 
ing, though neuter, Gretchen." 

Only seven words in the l.'aiglish language 
show any difference between the nomiiialive 
and die objective case, making those forms 
which are of such great importance in the 
grammar of other languages little more than a 
remnant in ours. The writer, after tracing the 
history of the possessive sign, holds that it 
should rarely be added to:inames other than' 
those of persons, although she recognizes as in 
a measure stereotyped, "a day's work," "the 
sun's rays" and "life's end,", but dissentsTrom 
the modern journalistic practice of carrying it 



much further. She believes in limiting the 
]K)ssc.-sive to the idea of ownership, saying 
"my brother's iiiclure," should be used in ref- 
erence lo one belonging- to him rather than of 
him, while recognizing that either is technical- 
ly correct. 

As to whether we should sa}' "The house Is 
being built" or "is building," the writer ac- 
knowledges the superior authority for the lat-' 
tcr, but points to tlic impossibility of such a 
clause as "the boy is whipping." The earliest 
known instance in the use of "is being built" 
is found in a letter by Soudiey in 1795. "Be- 
ing built" really signifies comidelion, such as 
"being built of stone," rather than the ccntimi- 
otis const ructions. "Is'' is also majle an au.x- 
iliary <j1 its own ])articipial "being.' In spile 
of these objections "is being done" and other 
jihrases like it have evidently come to stay, to 
the displaccinent' bf .the older forms. 

The subjunctive mood is another of the 
nearly extinct remnants of a more grammati- 
cal age. The author finds the subjunctive 
"were", to be still a required form of the Eng- 
li.sh l,angua"gc, but little elsie of the mopcl is 
left. Towards the split infinitive she is rather 
toler.gi,it,;.,and brings out the interesting fact 
tlial;SMa'caulay in 1840 wrote, 'Tn order fully 
lo ajipreciale the character of Lord Holland," 
etc., but that in 1S42 he brought out an edition 
of his essa3-s, carefullv revised, in which the 
same phrase i-eatis, "in oider to fully appreci- 
ate the character," etc. This change evidently 
showed his maturcr judgment. She acknow- 
ledges, that where splitting the" infinitive of- 
fords some gain in meaning or in energy, that 
merit is likely to overthrow all artificial bul- 
warks against its use. 

. In brief, almost anything that English- 
speaking people seem disposed to do in the 
Avay of modifying their language, they are like- 
I3' to succeed in making reputablcvUsage., . .^I'l 
do not think so," because less egotistic-,".is' like- 
ly to find favor instead of the more precise "I 
think it is not so." The author regards as 
ojicn questions for the future to consider 
Avh ether "mc" shall be used attributively, 
wdielher the subjunctive shall be relegated to, 
forgetfulnicssjj'^nd whether the general sense 
of a passage :faihcr than the strict number and 
form of the subject shall determine the agree- 
ment of nouns, verbs and pronouns.- In find, 
any study of the reasons for taking any par- 
ticular course in grammar will be largel)'- an, 
accounting for what is actually taking place.. ,

And so ■:last Sunday, the occasion 
of the annual ceremony of feeding the spirits 
of the departed at the Lhnicse ccmcterv. was ii 
red letter dav m the calendar of the Chinese 
colony here. The souls that hover about the 
cemctorv at I'oul Bay were propitiated with 
food, and at the same time there was much •eat- 
ing of pig and:of* dainty ^sweetmeats in all the 
Chinese. homes: ;iw 

The .Ghinese xustom in this matter seems a 
little strange tof'the'' Easterner, but after all, 
perhaps it has ■as'' good a foundation as many 
European observances. One time a man wan- 
dered into a Chinese ccmeter)' while the souls 
ot the departed were being given their tribute, 
and he asked of a Celestial, in jesting guise, 
when the souls of the dead would come to cat 
1 1 1 c pig. '•.Withj;; ready t- logic , the • Ghinaman, : rc-j i 
l)licd : "Allee ''same time soul "of white man 
come back to smell flowers." There was no 
possible answer to this argument. 
' v Last Sunday, then, scores of family parties 
\v(^iti0Ut from .Chinatown to the cemetery on 
ih&.sea 'sliore.iA^Thcy went m.. carriages,; each 
family* group 'occupying three or four vehicles, 
and eacii .'icconipanied l)y an express wagon 
loaded wilh all sons of Chinese delicacies. 
Principal aniong liiesn latter, of course, was 
roast pig, tnc piece de resistance of the (.liiiiese 
menu. Lach partv had at least one pig, and 
some liad several, lint there were also baked 
chickens in abundance, roast duck in piofitsion, 
bread, biscuits, sweetmeats, and everything that 
tickles the Chinese palate. Arrived at'thfe cem- 
etery; the dutiful Chinesa unloaded tho- provis- 
: ioinsi' and formally offered them to the 'spirits of 
their departed relatives. 

'' Down at the bottom of the cemetery, on a 
knoll facing the sea, are the furnaces for burn- 
ing the offerings to the dead. The furnaces arc 
two square structures of concrete, set about ten 
feet apart, and connected by a concrete table 
about tliroe feet in height. As the various par- 
ties arrive tliey pile their offerings of food on 
the table. There seems to be some general ar- 
rangement as to priority, for one group is al- 
lowed' to make its offering before another in- 
terferes, each ceremony occupying about ten 
minutes. ^ 

There is nothing at all fitnereal in the de- 
meanor of the mourners. They jest among 
themselves, and considerable horse-play is car- 
ried on, the Chinese throwing bites of biscuit 
and such things at one another. Evidently the 
feeding of one's ancestors is the occasion for 
more or less merriment. And it also seems that 
ancestors have very peculiar appetites, and are 
easily appeased withal, for of the roast pig they 
receive only the shadow, the substance remain- 
ing for the delectation of the living. ' Boxes of 
Chinese cards, each inscribed with Chinese 'le- 
gends which ]M'obably relate to various kinds 
: of food, are opened, and fed into the furnaces. 
' The smoke from this burning is supposed to 
bo highly nourishing for ancestors. Also, the 
mourners take biscuits and sweetmeats, and 
throw them in the direction of the graves to ap- 
pease the spirits of their friends, and whatever 
other si)irits may be loitering about the place. 

There was a time when the annual ceremony 
at the Chinese cemetery was an annual event 
to whatever siwashos might be in the vicinity. 
Succulent roast pigs, delicacies of every sort, 
^verc in those days left in the cemetery, for the 
spirits to devour at their leisure. As soon as 
the givers had departed, the Indians descend- 
ed' upon the viands, and robbed the lujiigry an- 
cestors. This procedure wasn't at all pleasing 
to the Chinese people, and now the foods are 
carried back to Chinatown at the conclusion of 
the service. All that the spirits get arc the print- 
ed cards and the biscuits with their stamped 
; messages of good cheer. 

One by one the partie.s arrive and leave. The 
process goes on all forenoon and well into the 



The influence of transport on civilization 
might some, day be theisubect of .a great book, 
thinks the London Times. Very'likcly a Ger- 
man has already written. -about it at length. 
Germans have written '•about everything and 
collected facts concerning every subject under 
the sun. But the great book on tins subject 
cannot vet be written : for the cniet facts of it 
still belong to the future, and the whole of 
jiast history, up to the nineteenth century, will 
only supply an introduction. .. . 

Of course transport has always influenced 
civilization, and has always been one of the 
chief material concerns of the more civilized 
peoples; but until the invention of steam the 
machinery of transport had varied oiilv in de- 
gree, not in kind, for several thousands of 
years. I'robablv Hadrian could travel about 
his empire more cr.ickly than anyone making 
the grand tour after \Vatcrloo. Iransport on 
land up to that time was always dependent on 
the quality of roads and the organization of 
posts and wagons; and the size . ot towns, ex- 
cept on lOr near the sea coast or -'large , naviga- 
ble rivers, was limited by the narrow m'eans of 
transport. 

aihvays put an end to these liimtatioiis 
and made the modern monster towns possible, 
wherever there were enough railways to feed 
them. This new possibility took our civiliza- 
tion by surprise ; and the result was monster 
towns in which civilization was lost in a new 
kind of barbarism. .Werare scarcely, yet recov- 
ering from that surprise, and are. still bewil- 
dered by the barbarism which our own increased 
command over the forces of nature has pro- 
duced: and now there arc signs that that com- 
mand is to be yet further increased to an enor- 
mous extent, and that the whole machinery of 
transport is to be revolutionized once again. 

It is not likely that there will be goods or 
excursion airships in our time, but the first 
great difficulty in the conquest of the air has 
been overcome. Now that an inventor -can 
make a flight of an hour's duration, he cdn 
learn by practical experience what hitherto 
could only be conjectured from theory, and he 
can acquire the skill and confidence which only 
practical experience can give. Therefore we 
may expect a very rapid advance in the con- 
struction of airships, and no one can tell' how 
soon the}' may be of practical use. 

iMost of us, probiibly, look forward to that 
time with some api)reliension. We have learnt 
by painful experience that the millennium can- 
not be brought about by machinery. We have 
even found, some truth in .thpse,.fantastic 'chap- 
ters "of* "Erewh'b'n" *^which expovind'the tli'e6ry 
that machines may get a life of their own and 
oust men from their supremacy on the earth. 
They seem already to liaAre ' a ^bUnd power of 
their own, which' dviUzatiion^lia^^^^^ yet mas- 
tered for its ov7n true purposes, and which is 
apt to pervert our very ideas of tho.se purposes. 

Civilization is not attained by moving swift- 
ly from one place to another, but rather in mak- 
ing places so delightful that no one would wish 
to leave tlicm. ' Machinery has not yet done 
much for us in that way; and it is little' com- 
pensation that it should' provide us with swift 
means , of transport from places which it has 
made hideous. And yet it would bo useless and 
foolish to oppose further mechanical advances ; 
iKjr need we assume that they will always only 
provide us with minor compensations for major 
evils of their own creation. They may at last 
be employed to abolish the major evils which 
they have created. 

If one revolution in the means of transport 
has produced the monster, unmanageable city 
of the present, anotbcf may help. to reduce it to 



a manageable size.' Meiv have been forced to 
congregate together in millions by defects as 
well as by facilities of transport. The railway 
has this ,in common with the road, that it con- 
centrates traffic; and concentration of traffic 
produces concentration of ])opulation. The 
flying machine would diffuse traftic instead of 
concentrating it, for it would need to follow up 
kind of beaten track and would have no points 
of departure ami arrival fixed for it. Tf we add 
to these advantages an enormous increase of 
speed, it is evidept that the flying machine, when 
it becomes of practical use, may cause a revo- 
lution in transport even greater than the revo- 
lution caused by railways; and there. is reason 
for hoping that that- revolution will ' be in the 
direction of what is good. 

Any mechanical tendency to diffuse popula- 
tion will be furthered by the instincts and de- 
sires of the population itself. It is true that the 
jioor now arc apt to prefer the excitement of 
the town to the dulness of the country. I'nt 
tlu; country has been made dull by the growth 
of great towns and the concentration of all life 
into them. If this concentration ceased, if 
there were more numerous and smaller towns, 
free.- from •■ provincial stagnation, the country 
Avould lose its didness and huge cities would 
lose their attraction. Already there is a con- 
scious effort towards diffusion, helped even 
now by the ,most;.,imodcrn improvements in 
transport, and alrfeajdy the size, of our greatest 
towns is Ijecoming a serious material disadvan- 
tage to their inhabitants. The amount of time 
and energy and money wasted every day in gel- 
ting about London, and into it and out of it, is 
so enormous that, if there is much further in- 
crease in that waste, it will go-jfar^to^nullifyieyen . 
the present advantages pf concehtfati6ri'?TK'o^^^ 
advantages are all -material. Our spiritual in- 
.stincts revolt J against them, and their revolt 
grows stronger ■every day. : Every further atl- 
vance in transport willdielp that revolt ; and per- 
haps some of us will live to see the decline of 
London brought about by a great ring of sub- 
sidiary towns, each getting its first impulse of 
life from the Metropolis. 

Thus it may be that all the conditions of our 
life will be swiftly altered again, and for the 
better. But the improvement will bo gvcat, only 
if we have learnt the lesson .cf the pas: aad rc'

VESSELS BEARING ROYAL NAMES 

One of the very strongest and most inef- 
faceable of all superstitutions in the royal navy 
— a superstition almost as strong today as ever 
it was — is that "Vessels bearing the name of 
royal per.sonages- are doomed lo ill luck, and, 
strange as it may seem, there is an undeniable 
historical basis for this feeling. 

vSonie of the most terrible disasters ever 
known in connection with the British navy have 
concernetl war vessels with royal names. Two 
'vessels called the Royal James came to disas- 
trous ends. One of them exploded, and some 
8oo officers and seamen perished, the other 
ship so named was actually carried out of the 
mouth of the Thames by the Di^tch under cir- 
cumstances disgraceful to those in charge of 
the craft. 

Then there is the forever memorable idisas- 
ter to the Royal George, that turned over and 
sank in sight of crowds at Spithead, over i,ooo 
souls; among whom were 300 women, being 
sacrificed. And second only to this hideous dis- 
aster is that which afterwards befel the Royal 
Charlotte, which was consumed by lire off Leg- 
horn, over 80 of the very flower of the navy 
perishing with her. 

When in 189,3 the Victoria, a new vessel and 
the very, triumph of modern invention, was 
rammed and sank in sight of the whole fleet 
there was not a sailor, however matter of fact 
he might be, who did not remembj£^jj|^iiiJidire 
fite of a royalty named craft. 




A Visitor's View of the 
Victoria Exhibition 

ARY MARKWELL" writes as 
follows in a recent issue of the 
Manitoba Free Press: By 
courtesy of the secretary of 
the 'Victoria cxliibitiori man- 
agement, J. E. Smart, I was 
permitted to visit the grounds of the great ex- 
hibition of 1908, and was but one of 50,000 who 
enjoyed to a supreme degree the sight of ful- 
ness in fruit, cattle, horses, poultry and other 
marvelous displays of this fairy island of the 
Pacific. 

One might call the show an eye-opener in- 
deed; for, until the natural gifts of Vancouver 
Lsland were gathered together in one market a 
body would hardly believe so much richness of 
native worth. One thing, however, was miss- 
ing: the great bags and sheafs and arches of 
tho golden wheat of the Western prairies. I 
missed them sorely, and was reminded there 
by that there is something "we" possess which 
A'^'ancouver Island hasn't got. 

The exhibit of fruits of all kinds, from the 
luscious peach down to the blackberry, was be- 
yond description. Apples-Avith the glow of: 
September sunshine yet upon them— pears, gol- 
den and green, of splendid size and succulence. 
"Crabs" from the Mainland ran the Island a 
close chase for ..honors; but "the Island" was 
showered with red tickets most worthily won. 
The flower exhibit was unsurpassable. I saw 
52 varieties of sweet peas, shown by one grow- 
er; the leaf of these of a diaphanous kind and a 
coloring incomparably beautiful. The flower 
tables were at all times surrounded by a throng 
of exclamation points in petticpats. 

A honey table attracted everybody, and there 
I found "the difference" betwixt Australian and 
'\'^ancouver Island honey. I may -'add'^Australia 
isn't in it when it comes to a comparison of 
flavors. I would draw attention, therefore, of 
our prairie importers to this fact: that British 
Columbia can provide the markets of the Mid- 
dle West with this table delicacy at a less price 
and a greater desirable flavor than foreign 
bought. 

The vegetable showing. was superb", indeed; 
but it couldn't begin to compare ^vith a Mani- 
toba exhibit ten years back. Saskatchewan also 
has British Columbia "on the hip" in roots of 
the field; but Alberta, competing in horse flesh, 
might walk away from and walk all over Brit- 
ish Columbia. I may say it took our neighbor- 
ing state of Washington to bring in the Ijest in 
this latter class. Tliey were worthy of Ken- 
tucky, as we are used to hearing of "the blue 
grass" runners. , 

In arts and handicrafts the showing was 
small. British Colutnbia women do not seem 
to pride themselves on domestic econom}'. 
Neither was tlie exhibit of paintings or fancy 
work anything of size ; but certainly the work 
shown in knitting and art embroidery was good. 
There was an entire absence of piece-quilt and 
of rag mat, so I suppose the "old-fashioned 
mother" has been buried in British Columbia. 

The cattle show delighted my eyes: here 
British Columbia quite came up to a prairie 
exhibit in this class. No higher praise is ne- 
cessary, is it? Tlic poultry showing was good, 
but I saw nothing else in the farm class ; my 
eyes were riveted on the race track, where, a 
fine programme of races, balloon ascensions. 
Highland pipers and dances took place daily.' 

The plaisance had the usual number of "at- 
tractions" and "distractions"; Sunny South 
singers, fortune tellers, deep sea divers, etc. 
There was a great lack of good accommodation 
in refreshment booths. No liquor was allowed 
On the grounds, however; and I may add I 
beyer attended a better conducted exhibition. 

■ 'The dress of the ladies was suited to the oc- 
casion; this, I may add, is a marked feature in 
British Columbia, especially on Vancouver Isl- 
and. You never sec a gentlewoman here over- 
dressed ; jewelry is kept for social functions, and 
wdienever you sec a monstrosity in hat or

VII, ■ The completion of 
tlic line to Medina enhances the 
'power and the prestige of the 
Porte, while it increases the difficulties of 
England, as well as the dangers against Avhich 
she is forced in sclf-clofciicc to make provision. 
The successful construction of the line to Mc- 
diiia,_ with the assurance of its prolongation 
Avithin the next year to Mecca, means a set- 
back to the policy of Great Britj^in, which has 
all along o^jposed the execution of the enter- 
pnse; and among the many English grounds of 
bitterness agaiiist the kaiser, is the fact that he 
should in every possible way have promoted 
and encouraged it. No one fougnt the scheme 
. more slrennous'y than Lord Curzon, and there 
is every reason to believe tha^t if he. had re- 
mained in office as viceroy of India, instead of 
being driveir to resign three years ago, the 
line Avould never have been completed. Great 
Britain, it hnist be remembered, is without 
exception the .greatest Mahommedan poAVcr of 
the world, having probably some 80,000,000 
IMoslcm subjecis in India, and at least 30,000.- 
000 niore in Africa. Until about some thirty 
years ago. the Englisli for some reason or other 
believed in the pretensions of the Turkish ruler 
to the dignity of caiipii, that Is to say, to the 
spiritual supremacy of all Islam. It Avas this, 
indeed, even more than the dread of seeing 
.'Constantinople fall into the hands of Russia, 
that led Great Britain to champion the cause of 
the Ottoman cinpire, and to expend vast 
quantities of English blood and treasm-c in its 
defence. Britons- thought that the}'- owed it as 
a great Mahonimedan Power to their Mahom- 
medsn fcllpw-citizcns, to protect the chief of 
the latter's church, especially in vJcav pf.;jiis;in- 
fluence over his co-rcligionists in Africa and 
Hindustan, ... . 

But Abdul- Hamed,' by his readiness during 
^he last quarter of a century to lend himself to 
every anti-English intrigiie at Constantinople, 
and by his reluctance to accept British advice, 
ended by convincing the statesmen at White- 
liall that, as the' spiritual Jiead of the Mahom- 
ni?dan church,: he conslitnled not only a per- 



peluaj source of trouble, but likewise a very 
serious dangei^; tq^ljie-jM^ of 
the English in Inctia aiicj in Ai^ 
the hopelessness of the situation at Constantin- 
ople, where the Sultan with his policy of play- 
in,t;- off o);c .Luiropean l^ower against another, 
was always certain to find some foreign Gov- 
ernment ready to outbid England, for the sake 
of some lcmi)Orary advantage at the latter's 
expense, and more especially Avlien German 
influence became so predominant at the Yildiz 
Kiosque, the London Foreign Office in con- 
junction Avith the foreign: department at Cal- 
cutta, proceeded to investigate the pretensions 
of the sultan to" the caliphate. After a careful 
inquiry, the conclusion Avas reached that his 
claims were unfounded, and based Avholly on 
usur|)ation, and on false assertions. The 
Koran, that is to say the Khadisei vSherif por- 
tion thereof, provides strictly and explicitly 
that the caliphate of the Maliommcdan Church, 
its supreme pontiff, miist be a lineal descend- 
ant of the prophet Avho founded the faith. 
Now the grand sherif of Mecca fulfils the 
genealogical requirements, being a lineal des- 
cendant of Hasson, the grandson of the pro- 
])lict. Abdul, on the other hand, has none of 
these qualifications whatsoever, his ancestors 
having- belonged to a tribe distinguished for 
its enniity- to- the prophet. He cannot be con- 
sidered as being even in the remotest degree 
descended from the prophet, and the only 
foundation on Avhich he bases liis claim to the 
caliphate is an alleged cession of the dignity to 
Sultan Sclim, the conqueror 01 Egypt, by the 
last Eatimato calipli at Cairo in I5i(). This 
Fatimate caliph, so called because descended 
from Mahomet's daughter Ealima, had no 
authority Avhatsoever to bequeath the title; 
least of all to one Avho Avas by race and ances- 
try legally and theologically disqualified. As 
soon as they discovered this, the English au- 
thorities determined upon a new policy Avith 
regard to Islam, of which Lord Cnrzon became, 
first as under secretary of state at the For- 
eign Office, and afterwards as viceroy of India, 
the principal agent. It was noLUfng more nor 
less than quietly to encourage and promote the 
nioyeinent .in Arabia for independence from 
Turkey, and its proclamation as the dominion 
of the grand sherif of Mecca, under the de 
facto, if not actually proclaimed protectorate 
of Great Britain. 

The AvUole of the Arabian peninsula on 



which the holy places of Islam arc situated, 
constitute theoretically a Turkish ' pro,ymcej= 
under the direction of a Turkish governor, 
Avho, .making his headquarters iit Sanaah, 
maintains garrisons at Mecca, Medina, and the 
Red Sea port of jeddah, for the purpose of ex- 
torting money which would otherwise flow in- 
to the coffers of the grand sncrif from the 
pockets of the pilgrims who flock each year 
in countless thousands to the holy cities, not 
less than seventy per cent of the entire num- 
ber coming from British India alone. The au- 
thority of the sultan and of his governor Avas 
restricted until a year or so ago, only to those 
spots actually occupied by the Ottoman troops, 
and the remainder of Arabia has been in a 
slate of permanent insurrection against the 
sublime i)orte. Slowly but surciy England ex- 
"■^tended her influence among the various Arab 
tribes that inhabit the penin§jij|a,- took a nwm-; 
ber of them, both in the Sowtliwestcrn corner 
near Aden, and on the shores of the Persian 
Gulf, under her protection, declining to ])cr- 
mit their oppression, or even subjection, by 
tile Turkish sidtan, and was .>.ast winning 
their confidence and their good will. In fact; 
I'.ngland, Avhich already controls the Persian 
Gulf and the Red Sea,' and had secured foot- 
holds in the Southwestern and Southeastern 
corners' of the peninsula, Avas m a fair Avay 
to become the principal friend, the recognized 
protector and the predominant Power in 
Arabia. 

As viceroy of India, Lord Curzon had in 
his hand all the threads of this campaign by 
means of which the entire Yemen was- to be 
emancipated from the rule of the sultan, and 
the former petty soA'ereignties restored sub- 
ject to the supremacy of a caliph, in the per- 
sonVof the grand sherif of Mecca, who Avould 
have been susceptible to British influence, as' 
, pwing[.-his power in a large measure to Eng- 
iisll ■■support and protection. Lord Curzon's 
name Avas ident.ified Avith this policy through- 
out the Orient, and it was to him that the 
various chieftains in .Arabia looked for in- 
spiration and assistance. 'I'hen came, in the 
summer of 1905, his sensational retirement 
from office, Avllich iii the eyes of all;;Asiatics ' 
Avas construed in the light of a disgra'cV, and 
of his sovereigii's;.disiippr6val of liis course. . 
It had the effectj'bf ^'rjiesting and discourag- 
ing the Arabian mbveiji^nt-^gainst the Sultan,., 
and I remember AVritiplf^iaboutMt at the time 



in these letters, referring to Curzon's loss of 
,vi the" .iviccroyalty ; .as; api^extraprdinacy c piec<j,^of 
/■luck for,. Abidiul-'Harric^ 
Avas still further increased by the mysterious: 
death a fcAV Aveeks later of the grand sherif 
of Mecca, upon whom Curzon's hopes had 
reposed, and around whom all his projects had 
centred. Whereas, the late grand sherif was 
a man of great sagacity and dignity, his son 
and successor is a man who at any rate in his 
youth Avas familiar -with the Parisian boule- 
vards and Avho has been made much of and 
greatly feted by tlie sultan during his visit to 
Constantinople, has become Avholl}'- subser- 
vient to Abdid Hamcd. When his fatlicr died 
so mystcriousl_y, it Avas hinted to him that he 
would do well to throw in his lot with the 
sultan, who might otherwise rccogni/.e as 
grand sherif a prince of the rival line of 
■Qhalibv v Both; the latter as avcII as the Ibn 
'Aua line to which the present gr^uid sherif 
belongs, are descended from Mahomet's 
grandson Hassan, and the former Egyptian 
overlords of Mecca Avcre Avont to maintain 
their suzerainty over the holy city b}' playing 
off one branch r>f the dynasty against the 
other. The Ibn 'Ann is, however, the senior 
line, and has maintained its nold upon the 
hereditary dignity of grand sherif of Mecca, to 
the exclusion of the Ghalib line, for many 
generations past, <-u'J.' 

yVhen Lord Curzon fell, I mentioned in my 
lej;tcrs+-tliat it would take at least two or 
thfee'---'3rears to restore to the chieftains of that 
myserious land known as Happy Arabia, the 
confidence in Great Britain's friendship which 
had been shaken by his loss of the vice- 
royalty, and predicted that the sultan would 
take advantage thereof to hasten and complete 
the railroad to the Holy Cities. This is 
exactly Avhat has taken place. The railroad 
has reached Medina, and is now extending 
onward to ■Mecca, from Avhcnce it is proposed 
to extend it to the Red Sea ;3ort of Jeddah. 
English newspapers talk blithely of the line 
as capable of extension to Aden, at the mouth 
of the Red Sea, and of thus shortening the 
route to India, app.arcntly in Ifappy ignorance 
. of the fact that no one but Moslems ,Avill ever 
be permitted to use that portion of the track 
line Avhich extends horn Medain Saleh south- 
Avards, that is to say, more than one hundred 
. miles north of Medina. The idea of using the 
, railroad as a short cut {p India for mail, troops, 



or Christian passengers, is therefore alto- 
gether out of the question. But me line enables 
the Porte to pour troops and military supplies 
into AVabia/ and thus for the first time in its 
history to secure a complete mastery of 
Arabia, and especially of the holy places. The. 
entire control of the latter must naturally en- 
hance the prestige of the Ottoman sultan in 
the eyes of non-Turkish Moslems, will go far 
to set at rest the doubts as to whether he is 
entitled to- the. spiritual authority as caliph, 
and greatly increase his influence as' not only 
the keeper of the holy places of Islam, but also 
as the creator and master of the railroad by 
which access is obtained thereto. All the ef- 
forts of the English to weaken his hold upon 
the regard of the eighty millions of Mahom- 
mcdans in India as the principal Mahom- 
medan ruler of a Mahommedan empire, have 
been nullified by the authority Avhich be has 
now acquired in their eyes through this rail- 
road. And a still more serious consideration 
is the fact that by its means he avIU be able to 
assemble in short order a large army, say of 
several hundred thousand men, splendidly 
eriuijiped and perfectly trained, on the Egyp- 
tian frontier, on the vSinai peninsula, or on the 
Turkish shores of the Red Sea, threatening 
the flank of England's position on the upper 
and loAveir Nile. In this connection the wild 
applause which greeted the orations of Ali- 
Kiamil Bey, and of Mahomet Pasha, Egyptian 
Nationalists, who ?t the inauguration cere- 
monies at Medina the other day expressed 
their yearning for the early liberation of their 
country from foreign, that is to say English, 
thraldom, acquire an ominous significance. 
An Egyptian Moslem and Nationalist insur- 
rection, with the co-operation of a big Turkish" 
army, massed in Arabia by ii^eans; of the new 
railroad, might prove an important factor in 
any future European cofiiplications. England 
is therefore forced to adopt an altogether-new 
policy tOAvards Turkey. She can no longer, 
as during the last twenty-five years or more, 
join the other Christian poAvers in forcing her 
unAvelcome reforms in Macedonia. It be- 
hooves her, both for the sake of Egypt and 
for that of India, to cultivate and re^jain-j/tliie; 
old friendship of Turkey, to Avean. the latter; if 
possible from her German affiliations, and to 
restore the close alliance Avhich in the time of 
the Crimean War existed between the Cres- 
cent and the Cross of St. George. 
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O much of modern flife:'X-iS;.:vbui.lt;*^^ 
around the " surname 'that Jt is ' al-' 

.most impossible to imagine a coun- 
iry in Avhicli men Avcre known not 
by their family names, but by their 
own personal a]ipe!lations. And yet 
it is not very long ago that the sin-name be- 
came common in England, 'certainly not until 
the fifteentn century, Avhen Tom's son and 
iWill's son became cryst^jl'^ed ' into family 
names, and <he youth Avas no longer called by ^ 
his father's name, but given an appellation of 
his OAvn to prefix to v/hat had now become 
common to all Ins brothers ai»a sistcrf?. The 
iRomans had family names as they had most 
things, except steam and electricity; but 
the barbarian invasions swejit away fxomaii 
culture and Romati names, and left every man 
to be nicknamed as conveniently- as might be 
by his neighbors. : ' \ 

Probably the first people to acquire faniily 
names Avere the great nobles, who called them- 
selves after the land they OAvned, but lesser 
people also felt the necessity of a name, and 
it docs not follow that all place names innily 
ownership of the iand. To the man of the 
■Middle Ages the dweller in the nc.'^t villa.ge 
Avas a foreigner, and Avas called Tom or Dick 
of that place if lie ventured to travel and go 
ainong. new; neighbors. = "Another fruitful 
source of surnames Ayere ' ti'ades and occtipa- 
tions, and the Smith, Avho was the most im- 
portant Avorkcr in the village Avhen pack horses 
did the Avork, has seen his family spread all 
over Ihe world, and occupy the seats of the 
mighty. So likewise Butcher, f-letcher. 
Baker, Gardener, became fainfly names, and 
even at the present day in the country dis- 
Irlcts men are knoAvn as Jack Butcher or Tom 
Hedger, to the e.xelusion'of the family names 
they rightfully possess. After trades and call- 
ings, personar peculiarities and coloring were 
most fertile in names, and such names as Long 
and 31lort, Black and White, Stout, Grey and 
so on Avcrc introduced. Almost every title 
from king, pope, duke and bishop is represented 
in the list exce])t viscount, and most beasts, 
birds and fishes, many from the use of armor- 
ial bqarings, but more, perhaps, from some 
fancied resemblance to the animal in question. 

.; The man's real namic is tlint by which he 
was christened ; the family,, or surname, is a - 
nickname given him for convenience, and to 
distinguish him from many hundred Williatns 
and Roberts and Heni-ys, The corporation of 
the city of London has just published a volume 
containing the list of the aldermen from the 
earliest times on record, and tVc names in the 
lists show very clearly how the surnrtme grew 
up. In the Aldgatc Ward the first name given 
is John of Northampton, in i2;6, and he- is 
followed by William of Hereford. In other 
lists Ave had Richard of Gloucester and John 
of Lincoln among i)!acc names, and Philip le 
Taillour, John Ic Bliind, otherwise Jolm White, 
and Solomon Ic Coteler among names taken 
from trades, or. personal pf-culiarities, In tiic 



• fourteenth centtir3^^ the.;*de^^arid;:the' 'le' ^ 
rarer and by the fifteenth century almost 
entirely disapeared. . There is a curious in- 
stance of the process of change in 1384, Avhen 
Adam Changcour is noted as ocmg generally 
called Adam dc St. Ia'cs, showing that he had 
abandoned the name of the place Avhcnce he 
came for tlie name of his calling. It is a 
curious point that even in those days London 
was fed. by the country, for nearly all the 
alidermen are, called rafter some place outside 
the city, arid but iewi are knoAvn by tUeir 
trades or personal 'peculiarities. Whereas iri 
the country districts it Avas just the opposite, 
the men Avere called as a rule hv-sucli sur- 
names as Strong. I'armer and Billson. it Avill 
pcrlia[)s please the suffragettes to note thiit 
Avomen have given rise to family names, such 
as Allison and Margerison. 

O.'hat Norman names Averc nearly all terri- 
torial is not Furprising. Thcfollowers of Wil- 
liani the Conqueror were a very mixed lot, 
and .while some of them kept the narnes of 
their castles or villages in Normandy and 
were men of importancCj many of them Avere 
the merest adventurers, attracted to William's 
standard by the hope of plunder and possess- 
ing IK) faniily or territorial i-.amcs of their own. 
Those of them who acquired lands in England 
imita.ted • their fellows and called^ themiselves 
after their manors Avhile others took the names 
of the offices they held or the military titles 
given to them, 'j'hc vSaxons, who Averc kept 
under \\-ith a ron,;;h hand, the mailed fist of 
those da_\-s, had lo l)e content with, humbler 
ai)pellatioiis thongli here and there may still 
lie found a name of midouliled Saxon or Dan- 
ish origin held by families Avhicli survived the 
Norman deluge and made terms Avith the con- 
fjuerors.

THE REBUILDING OF LONDON 

"E^very on,e Avho iises:'::his, eyes in the 
streetis of London must be aware that a re- 
markable effort is now being made to pro- 
duce a new kind of street architecture both 
practically and aesthetically suitable to its con- 
ditions," says the Times.. "It is an effort often 
blind and ignorant, usually cjuite unsystematic, 
little encouraged by vState patronage, and con- 
tinually hampered by coinmercial necessities 
hostile to any kind of art. But its persistence 
through all these difficulties is all the more 
significant. Thirty years ago there was scarce- 
ly a sign of it. 

"The true ])rob!em of architecture is to ex- 
press the uses of a building in terms of 
.beuuLyj .and iui original architecturq is likely*.. 



to arise only Avhcn the architect cannot get 
away from this problem, Avhen use dictates his 
design and hi.s employers Avill not be content 
with it unless he makes it beautiful. Noav in 
a great many of our modern town buildings 
the design is dictated by use. The architect 
of shops and flats and hotels must make them 
fit for their; purpose. (His;;eniployers .will not 
subordinate their conyenience to his abstract 
idoqa Wstyie. Therefore one of the conditions 
of oiriginality already exists for him. But that 
condition by itself Avill produce nothing but 
mere ugliness, as we knoAV from countless in- 
stances both in town and country. There must 
also be the desire for beauty in the public. 
This desire scarcely existed at all fifty years 
ago; but no\y it docs ;5e3?ist;-^nd;atvi^^ 
stronger. ' * ' .."^J-'j '"■''■ ' 

"Many persons of culture will question this, 
or Avill say that the new desire- for. beauty has 
very unfortunate restilts, ; So it. has, as avc 
might expect in a people that has lost all tra- 
ditions of beauty, and in conditions that arc 
most unfaA'orable to its production. But the 
ugliness produced by that new desire is dif- 
ferent in characte.' from the oict u.gliness ])ro- 
duced by mere indifference, and incomparably 
more ho]5efu!. This profusion of ornament 
that Avc see everywhere on our new buildings, 
these ^rasU expeirinjents. in style, .jthi^^ incessant 
search for ncAV inaterial, howeVer' extravagant 
or absurd their results may be, are all signs 
that the great mass of men are no longer con- 
tent Avith the bald ugliness or scliolarl)^ dul- 
ncss of the past. 

"We must remember that the desire for 
beauty is a natural instinct. For a time cir- 
cumstances all conspired to suppress it; but 
the suppression could not be permanent. Now 
it is struggling again AVith circumstances; 
and, its first struggles must nefeds be blind 
and ineffective. Biit' they are riot -thief efore 
tn be despised any more than the first 
struggles for freedom of a people long o\i- 
])rcssed. if we consider for a moment, \vc 
must see that the revival of the arts, and par- 
ticulary of archiclecture, the mother of them 
all, cannot come about through the good taste 
of a few connoissem-s. There nmst be a popu- 
lar instinctive desire for it. 

"Besides all the anarchical buildings of 
the neWiLondon, many are arising Avhich show 
an attcm'pt to adapt the great principles of 
the art to the conditions imposed upon them. 
lioAV difficult that attempt is, how much ham- 
pered by materials, by building regulations, by 
commercial necessities, and by the bad taste 
of enqdoycrs, only the architects llicmseh'cs 
can know. ]'>ut they also know that an orig- 
inal architecture can arise only through grap- 
liljg Avith all these ilifficullies, and not througli 
abstract designing that ignores them. KnoAV- 
ing that, and acting upon their knowledge, 
they have already produced many buildings of 
considerable actual beauty, and of still more 
promise for the future pf the art."

HE - question of Germany's "financial : 
difficulties has been dealt Avith in; 
some detail by a Avriter in the Man- 
chester Guardian'. Some of his more 
important statements are quoted 
here: _ 

"The approaching session of the Reichstag 
will be devoted to putting the imperial finances 
straight. Twice within recent Acars has the 
Reichstag nibbled at the task. The gOA-ern- 
ment has determined that this time it shall be 
don^ thoroughly. The amount of the Imper- 
ial debt, £212,500,000, does not seem exces-- 
sive Avhen compared Avith our wwn, or that of 
other Great PoAvers, nor is the explanation of 
the German government's anxiety to. be 
sought in adding the debts of the individual 
Slates to the Imperial debt. 

"It is not the gross amount tliat causes 
anxiety, but the circumstaces under Avhich it 
has come into existence, and the rate at-which-;, 
it is growing. In 1877 the Imperial debt- was 
less than £1,000,000, and in the last ; eight 
years the" total increase -vvas almost as large 
as in the previous tAventy-three years. Idugc 
deficits arc chronic; current-expenditure is 
met out of loans; there is no provision for 
debt extinction; and the government has to 
raise money at 4 i)er cent. This has happened 
during a period of ])rofound peace and strik- 
ing economic expansion. 

. ":,Tlie. ' Reichstag . ..has- • yoted : . expenditure 
Avithout voting the funds to iricet it, 'arid the 
interesting ciucstion is Avhy it has not done so. 
One may negative straightway the idea that 
taxation in Germany is already so high or the 
Aveallh of the country so modest thai tiie limit 
of revenue has been reached. It is dou!)tful 
whether the Cicrman, having regard to income 
is as heavily taxed as the Englishman ; it is 
still more doubtful, whether taxation has kept 
pace Avith the national income. The Avcalth 
of Germany has multiplied many times dur- 
ing the last thirt}-- years, and if the Reichstag 
has not balanced its Budgets, it is certainly 
not because the country li too poor to afford it. 

"'The Reichstag has been nampered be- 
cause Imperial finance is at once a constitu- 
tional and a social question. The Empire is a 
federation of States, and the individual States 
Avish to balance their OAvn budgets. To make 
that easier they Avaiit to monopolize a certain: 
field; they Avant direct taxation to be reserved 
exclusively for themselves.'' The Imperial 
government, for reasons Avhich arc not very 
convincing from the purely financial stand- 
point, accepts that principle with a little re- 
serve. Sacrifices must be made for the fed- 
eral principle, fspecially when the sacrifice is 
not unplcasing to the class Avhich A\fciglis 
most with the govcrniucnt, thc squirearchy.. 

"The Imperial gove.rnriient;has not yet an- 
nounced its plans, but they arc known in out- 
line. The obvious remedy ■ of cuttig down - 
expenditures seems to be excluded. The ex- 
penditure on armaments, in particular on the 
navy^ has. most, .coutribul'cd- to confound the 



j Budget, and the country is comriiitted by 
' the navy acts to expenditure over a term of 
years. Nevertheless, forces undoubtedly.existj 
to check the further expansion, of the navy 
estimates. Significant protests by men so'lit- 
tle susceptible of anti-militarism as Colonel 
Gadke have appeared, Avhile only a fcAV da3'-s 
ago the Kreuz Zeitung, the organ of the 
Prussian squires, pressed for a halt in naA'al 
expansion. Still, such changes aPPly to the fu- 
ture; they can hardly affect the present finan- 
cial proposals. 

" The problem of the Imperial gbverriraent 
is to devise a fpri'n.ula Avhicli shall satisfy the 
States and the squii'es by not encroaching upon 
direct taxation, and satisfy the Liberal mem- 
bers of the Reiclislag b}'- not further adding 
to the inequitable burden resting upon the 
])oor. As might be expected, such a formula 
is to be constructed by a free handling of 
terms. ,Th'i , Imperial government at present 
draAVs ' reveilUe- from two direct taxes — death 
duties and State contributions, raised in part 
directly bA' the States. It proposes to develop 
th.esc. ,lt is obvious, however, that unless the 
,t;o\'ornnieni is jjrepared to make a radical 
Iransformalion of the death duties not much 
is to be looked for from these sources. 

"The Xcrlh German Gazette, the semi-of- 
ficial orgrui, tells the consumer that he is to 
make the chief sacrifice, and doubtless the du- 
ties on; tobacco and alcohol will be increased- 
These luxuries are much less heavily taxed- 
in Germany now than in England; but, on the 
other hand, the German's necessities are much 
more heavily taxed, so that ncAV taxes on 
beer and lubacco will be resented. A proposal 
which is not likely to meet Avith popular op- 
])ositioii is one to tax advertisements, but the 
newsijapcrs have already begun to campaign 
against it. Still more severe will'be the as- 
sault on a proposed impost on electricity and 
gas. The government's idea is to tax these 
Avhcri used for private consumption, not for 
power. A duty on light reminds one of Pitt's 
AvindOAV taxes, while the distinction betAveen- 
light and power is pure logomachy. The 
])rodiiction. for both purposes is single, and if 
anything- cuts down the consumption for one 
purpose it Avill raise the cost for the other, 
and will therefore hamper industry. What is 
va still' greater objection is that it will affect 
different industries and districts to a differ- 
ent extent. Gas and electrical power arc cm- 
ployed chiefly in South Germany, and chiefly 
by the small manufacturer, 

"'J'be government will have a hard task to 
persuade the Reichstag to accept its plans, and 
it cannot be said that they rest on financial > 
justice. They arc vitiated by the Imperial 
governmerit's resolution not to vtiHze direct 
taxation, 'such as an Imperial income, or prop- 
erty tax, and it is .certain that in the future 
it Avill be driven by financial necessities as 
nuich as by popular pressure to abandon an at- 
titude Avhich . cannot be justified on the 
grounds, of eQuity. or. financial utility," t 
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'jlE Belgrade correspondent of tlic 

London Times in a recent article 
gives an interesting description 
of the Servian ariny, which is of 
special valne just now in view of 
the serious situation in the Bal- 
kan peninsula, as disclosed by 
the cables dispatcbes. ].")uring a 
visit to Belgrade the Avritcr ob- 
tained from Servi^ui officer? full particulars 
• about the Servian arnn'. and was cnalded, 
th rough the courtesy of General Stepauovitch, 
Minister of War, to see something' of :the work 
of" the " Belgrade garrisbh.' The officers con- 
sulted were most kindly disposed and anxious 
to. afford all information in their power. No 
questions were of course asked regarding 
matters which are understood to be of a con- 
fidential nature, and it may be staled at once 
that the facts which will be given in this and 
in succeeding letters arc perfectly well known 
to. the general staff of every army in Europe. 
Owing-to existing facilities for international 
intercourse, the progress of armaments can no 
longer be kept secret, Fortifications remain a 
closed book, but foi' the purposes of modern 
Avar fortresses nia)'^ be regarded as a quan- 
tite negligeablc. 

In Servia, military scr\'ic(' is oliligatory on 
all able-bodied men from 21 to 45 years of age. 
According 10 an authentic Austrian publica- 
tion, .the nuniber of young men reaching the 
age of,.2i every year is a |)]noximately, 25,000, 
of whbin, after deducting absentees and those 
medically unfit, about 18,000 remain ax'ailable 
for conscriiition. Nearly half of this nundier 
arc taken i^or the full period of color service, 
the other halt being enrolled for shorter per- 
iods according lo iheir occupation in life. In 
the infantry the period of color service is only 
iS months: in llie cavalry and artillery, Iwu 
years;.;;.?: Serving men ;ai;ej|^^ divided, J.n to three 
classes "or bans, as sKown ' in the following 
table-:.

fighting within Serviaii' territory. The nuni- 
bei;s given in the third cpltinih _of the; above 
table are' paper figures, and 'on mobilization 
woidd probably bear a reduction of nearly 10 
])er cent. Consequently Servian fighting- 
strength of trained men for a campaign out- 
side Servian territory, taken from Classes I. 
and 11., may be estimated at 220,000, about 
45,000 men from Class 111. remaining avail- 
, able for the home garrisons 

Ifow are those 220,000 men org.-mi/.cd? 
Servia is divided into five territorial divisional 
districts, as show n in the accompanying 
sketch, with headquarters at Nish (ist Divi- 
sion ),;,:; Valieyo- (2nd Div.), Belgrade (3rd 
Div.), lCra'ciijev:itz (4th' Div;), and Zaichar 
(5th Div.) The division, •which has an un- 
usually large effective establishment, is the 
unit for mobilization purjjoscs, and is in fact 
a small army corjis, taking the field with a 
full complement of adnn'nistrativc and techni- 
cal units. It IS built u]) as follows. Fach 
divisional district is subdivided into four regi- 
mental, districts. Each regment has a peace 
strength of three and a war strength of four 
battalions, giving a total war strength of 16 
battalions (16,000 men) to the division. There 
is a regiment of artillery for each division, con- 
sisting of nine b.'Ulcries. giving 54 gims to the 
division. No ■li\'isi(in;il cavalry is kept up 
during f)eace. but mi mobilization each divi- 
sion will have a cavalry regimem, ul four 
squadrons (400 sabres), raised in the district 
from men and horses all previously registered. 
Without giving the detailed nundiers of the 
various administrative and technical units, it 
may be st.ated that, the tola! strength of the 
division is about 2T,.oon officci-s and men, giv- 
ing a mobilized strength of about 1 15,000 for 
five rlis'isions with 2,000 sabres and 270 guns. 

In addition to, the troo])s of the fi\'i; terri- 
torial . diyisiohs there is a cavalry division 
compoiffed of- two brigades, each of two regi- 
ments. The nucleus of this force is maintain- 
ed during peace, the divisional headquarters 
being at Belgrade with the 2nd Brigade, while 
the 1st Brigade is at Nish. The war strength 
of the ca\'alry (li\'ision is 80 rifficcis and 3,200 
sabres. Two lioise artillery batteries (eight 
gims) will accompany the ca\'alry division in- 
to the field. 

Besides the artillery allotted to each divi- 
sion there arc six howitzer batteries, and six 
mountain batteries, together with two bat- 
talions of fortress artillery. All these units 
are capable of immediate mobilization. 

When added to the five territorial divisions 
these troops bring the total mobilized strength 
of the SeryianvArmy up to about 125,000 of- 
ficers, and meni'Vwith 5,200 sabres, and 330 
guns. ■ This represents the striking force 
which Servia coidd concentrate on her fron- 
tier v/ithin 10 days of th.e date when mnbiliza- 
tK)n lai\es place. Th.e figures given may be 
taken ^15 approximately correct, in view of the 



exaggerated statements whicK 'have- been put 
forward regarding the strength of the Servian 
arni\\ In Veltze's Armee-Almanacii, Captain 
Hugo Kcrchnawe, of the Austrian General 
Staff, gives the strength of the field army as 
158,000 men; but there arc not sufficient or- 
ganized cadres to absorb this number of men, 
although suplcnicntary units will doubtless be 
created, as time permits, and if, the campaign 
cohtiriues', frbin the balance oT"'men (95,000) 
of Classes T. and IF, for whom there will be 
no room in the field army. 

AVhat finall}' is the fighting worth of the 
Servian Army when mobilized? Smart in ap- 
pearance, well dressed^ well spoken, Servian 
officers are, as a rule, Avell educated, ])articu- 
larl^' those wdao have been trained at foreign 
militarjf schools. ; About two-thirds - of them 
pass through the' Bielgrade ' Military. Cadet 
school, the remaining third 'being commission- 
ed from the ranks; but few of the latter rise 
to high position m the army. The men arc 
nearly all recruited from the peasant class. 
For fighting jnirnoses, the Slav is inferior to 
the Teuton. I'hysically and mentally, Servian 
soldiers are unequal to German conscripts; 
but they are patientj spberj • hartl-.workuig and 
easily disciplined. Their demeanor ' before 
ihcir officers is all that it should be. Drill 
in the Servian army is surprisingly smart, but 
drill is only the foundation of military train- 
ing, and of this little was seen or heard by the 
writer. Content with surface drill, which is 
a means, not an end, Servian officers hardly 
seem to a])preciate at its fidl worth the value 
of that, rough field spade-work which is the 
first postulate of present-day fighting. 



procedure of their antecedent education. The 
Sofia Military School is organized on a dual 
basis. There is a junior branch for the general 
education of officers' sons, and a senior branch 
for the technical training o: military cadets. 
The boys enter the junior branch at 12, and 
those who -wish lo become officers move up 
to the senior branch at the age of 16 or 17. 
Both branches are under the same roof, but 
have different curricula and separate officers. 
The system is not quite satisl'actory, and it is 
intended to abolish the junior branch, niilitaiy 
cadets being in future drawn from the civil 
schools after an entrance examination. Gen- 
eral Dikoff thinlcs that by this altered system 
the cadets would be more libcrallv educated on 
broader lines than they are at present, and 
that the entrance examination would ..secur;e:;a 
keeper -spirit for work f than,, is now the case. 
■The school- buildings- are; capable of accom- 
modating 600 pupils, wi'hile the class rooms 
are ns completely ccpiippcd as arc those oi 
Woolwich ami Sandhurst. 'J'here is a very 
large riding school, and an establishment of 
150 horses for the use ol the cadets. The 
topographical drawings of the cadets were 
particularly good, showing a general Icnel of 
all-round excellence. What was also specially 
apparent was the high tone of the officer in- 
structors. Well commanded, and admirably 
staffed, the Sofia Alilitary School is doing ex- 
cellent work in prc])aring young Bulgarian 
officers for their future duties. There is at 
present no Bulgarian staff college, officers in- 
tended for the staff being scut abroad to study 
at foreign military colleges. ■' .•.•>» t.n

arc careful, calm, methodical, rather slow, but 
very sure; and the men respond accordingly. 
]]ulgarian peasants make excellent infantry sol- 
diers, their , marching powers being above the 
average of European infantry.

But the weak point of the Servian Army is 
not so much want of training as want of moral. 
The officers are pessimistic about the future. 
'J'lie shadow of .Austrian iiitervciition is al- 
ways hanging O'-cr them. "Wc can do no- 
thing \vithout leave from Vienna," was every- 
where the cry, and not the less bitter because 
Austrian intervention saved Servia from the 
consequences of her defeat by Bulgaria in 
1885. The battle of Slivnitza dealt a serious 
blow to the prestige of the Servian army. 
That prestige received a second stroke when 
the cruel murder of Servia's King and Queen 
Ijy consj-jirators of the Belgrade garrison was 
allowed to go j.'ract icaily unpunished. What; 
steps ought to be taken lo restore moral to 
the Servian army are best known to the Ser- 
vian people; for in their hands, and not in 
those of other nations, the "sin and the sa-ving 
lies." If they will purge themselves of the 
"perilous stuff" v/hich at present weighs up- 
nn their hearts, and paralyses all efforts for 
natii.'iial progress, they need have no fears 
-about .-\ustrian ii;icr\'ention, and they will re- 
cover the regard of Europe. 

Belgrade and Sofia 

Xo two towiis could present a greater con- 
trast than Belgrade and .Sofia- — the one dull, 
slrc])y, and sordid, the other bus}-, bustling, 
ruul fjrogressi ve. .As with the to\vns, so with 
the people: the fm-mcr, talkers and loungers, 
the latter, doers and workiM's. \\'h;itever the 
origin, history, and racial developments of the 
Serbs and Bulgars may have been in the 
past, there can be no assimilation between 
them in the' future, for year by 3'ear the gulf 
l-etwcen the t'A-o is gro^ving wider and deeper. 
Fdncatimially, commercially, industrially, the 
Hidgarians are ])ro\-ing tlieir superiority o\-er 
their Servian neighbors. What they can do 
ill war remains to be seen, I.)Ut during peace 
they are avowedly preparing with all their 
might to realize their national aspirations. 

It was well said by Marshal Oyama that 
the victory , of .Mukden,, was :the triumph of 
Japanese national educatibii'. The Bulgarians 
have as great a passion for education as the 
Japanese, and have made stienuous efforts to 
educate the youth of the nation. The money 
spent on education is well invested. Natur- 
ally slower minded than the Serb, the Bulgar 
conscri|)t is better educated, and therefore 
easier moulded under the influence of military 
training. 

The Bulgarians arc proud of their army, 
and enjoy showing it to interested visitors. 
The door is thrown open without any arrierc 
pensce. no attempt being made to exaggerate 
what is good, or to conceal defects. One of 
the first visits '.nade was to the officers' mili- 
tarv school, which is now under the direction 
of General Dikoff, late Chief of the Friulgarian 
(icneral Staff. The fighting worth of military 
officers largely depctids ou the methods and

The follijwing is the Bulgarian method of 
company attack, which is divided into three 
stages. .r>ef(.)rc the company comes under ef- 
fective artillery fire (5,000 to 3,000 yards) the 
advance is made in line of four compau)- sec- 
tion colunms — each seel ion column marching 
in fours, \\-ith intervals of li\-e lo seven ])aces 
belween columns. The object of this formation 
is to keep the company, as long as it is safe to 
do so, under the direct hand, eye and voice of 
its commandqr. When the cqmpairiy' conies' 
within the artillery.! zone of Rt'e (3^600 yiirds) . tlie 
same • formatioir is "geherally maintiaincd, but 
the sections arc brokcti, first of all into columns 
of twos, and afterwards into single file. Nos. 

I. and III. sections then advance alone. iJSIo.^ 

II. and IV sections hold back in 'support at 
a distance of 500 yards. The company com- 
mander with his orderly men jjosts himself 
midway lietween the t^vo leading sections and 
the two sections in supiwrt. The advance is 
continued in this formation till the comiiany 
comes within the zone of infantry fire (1,500 
yards), when the firing line is formed by the de- 
ployment of the two leading sections, the men 
rushing forward two or three together for 100 
yards or more, and then lying down (ill the 
line is completed by the arrival of the whole 
of the men of the two .sections. Further for- 
ward rushes are made in the same manner, the 
men of the two supiiorting sections being or- 
dered up as casnallies occiu- to reinforce the 
firing line-. To the onlooker nothing could be 
l)etk'r than ihe manner iind methods of Bul- 
garian officers while training their men. They 



during peace, two being horsed with Hungarian 
horses, and the third squadron with horses bred 
at the Government stud depots. vSucccssful 
efforts have recently been made to improve the 
sniiill. coarse, cotmlry-bretl horses of fjulgaria 
bv the int roducti(Hi of Fnglish and Arab blood. 
I'lie Btilg.-ir is a fool-soldier by nature, and it 
nill take time to (le\-elop the necessary r'qucs- 
trian s|iirit for the formation of an effective 
cavalry force ; but much has been done in this 
direction during (he i)iist twenty years. 

'J'lie .4th h'ield .Ariillery Regiment, com]-)osed 
of nine batteries, was next inspected ; but owing 
to the lateness of the hour it was not possible 
to see the batteries manoeuvring. The horses 
were, however, seen on the picket lines, and 
the men at gun drill in a large ojien space, from 
which' ranges to the surrounding hills could' te 
taken. ' Althou.gh (he executive instructionAvas 
being carried on by captains and licuienants, 
the whole of the officers were present, including 
Colonel KouchcTf the commander - ' ''• - rcQi- 
meiU. The drill was as imosl enlalious and 
realistic as that of the infant ry, no attempt be- 
ing made to produce effect. The Bulgarian 
artillery has recently been rearmed with the 
French Creuzot (7. 50. m)^« quick-firing; gun the 
details of which are well' khowi'rt^^^ 
tillery officers. A; special feature of the Qquip- 
mbrit 1':' the cover" given to the gunners by the 
shield attached to the gun carriage, as well ns - 
io the men serving the ammunition from the 
limbers and wagons, which when in action are 
tilted into an n])riglit position, thus ail'ordin.g 
an effective screen from infantry fire. Fach 
gun has three atlendant U'agoiis. and carries 
320 rounds with it into ai:liou. There is no 
l3cttcr field gun in luirope than the Creuzot, 
unless exception be made in favor of the Brit- 
ish gun, which has some undoubted points of 
superiority. 

The war strength of the Bulf;;arian army 
must now be briclly considered. .In estimating 



this strength the figures of Captain Hugo 
Kerchnawe, of the Austro-Hungarian , General 
Staff, have again been taken as a basis for in- 
quiry. Nearly 80,000 young men annually 
reach the age of 21 in Bulgaria, and of these 
about 24,000 arc taken by conscription for the 
full period of peace color service — nominally 
two years for the infantry and three years for 
the cavalry and artillery. After finishing their 
color service the men are kept for 18 years in 
the Reserve. This unusually long period of 
Reserve service gives the Bulgarian General 
Staff a large effective force of trained men for 
mobilization purposes. It is difficult to ascer- 
tain the exact strength of the Reservists owing 
to the wastage which is always going on ; but a 
recent estimate published in an Austrian mili- 
tary journal, and verified as far as possible by 
the writer's inquiries, gives 380,000 as the num- 
ber of men serving with the colors and! in, the 
Reserve. These men are all fully trained. After ' 
leaving th,e Reserve the; men. are-passed into, the 
liahdwehr for six years, and would be available 
for active service in the event of a prolonged, 
campaign. There are approximately 60,000 of 
these men, but v^ithout any sort of organization 
fluring peace. 

How are these 380,000 men organized when 
mobilization is ordered? 

Bulgarian territory is divided into nine divi- 
sional districts, with headquarters at the followr 
ing strategical centres; Sofia (ist Division), 
, -Philippopolis (2nd Division), Sliven (srd.Elivir 
" sion), • Shumla (4th Division), Rushchuk (sth 
Division), Vratza (6th Division), Dubnitza (7th 
Division), Eski Zagora (Sth Division), Plevna 
(9th Division). Each of these divisions has two 

■ brigades (four regiments) of infantry and one 
artillery regiment of nine batteries, except the 
2nd, 6th and 9th Divisions, whose artillery 
regiments only have six batteries. A cavalry 
regiment is also allotted to the first siixj.tUyi-i 
sions, and all have a full complement of admin- 
istrative and technical troops, enabling the divi- 
sion when mobilized to take the field for an of- 
fensive campaign. Tlie Bulgarians are properly 
reticent about mobilization details; but know- 

■ :ingj thc number of peace cadres, and the ar- 

■ raiigements made for their expansion in time of 
war, it is quite possible to ascertain the war 
strength of each division with sufficient accur- 
acy for the purpose of this article. That war 
strength may be stated as 20,000, giving an ap-, 
proximate total for the whole nin-; divisions of ■ 
180,000 officers and men, .with v4,ooo sabres 
and 430 guns. In addition to the 'above troops 
there is a separate cavalry division (2,500 sa-^ 
bres),^ and certain corps troops and units for 
tlieaines':^bf communication, bringing the total 
mobilized strength of the Bulgarian field army 
up to 210,000 officers and men, with 7,000 cav- 
alry and 500 guns It is believed by Bulgarian 
officers that this force could be massed at fixed 
points of concentration on the frontier within 
10 days of the order to mobilize. There would 
still remain 170,000 fully , trained - Reservists 
available to fill casualties, and formr supple-, 
mentary units, besides some 60,000 trained 
Landwehr men. If the above arrangements 
can be carried out as expected, they will reflect 
the highest credit on the Bulgarian General 
Staff, who will have achieved these remarkable ' 
results with only a population of 4,000,000 to 
work upon, and with only a peace military bud- 
get of £1,150,000. 

Ilerc for the moment it is necessary to leave 
the Bulgarian army, and cross the frontier into 
Turkey. The strategical situation as between 
Bulgaria .and . Turkey cannot be discussed until 
the strength of tlie Ttii"kish ' army has been as- 
certained, and the frontier communications ex- 
amined. Enoiigh, however, has been said to 
enable sorne'ddea to be formed of the rapid 
progress which'' Bulgaria has made towards mil- 
itary efficiency ' since the consolidation of the 
Principality in i8j3s: ' ' ■ > ? ^

Brodcrick's scheme of army reform, and it was 
on Saturday, December 19, that he completed 
the rupture between himself and his old asso- 
ciates by helping a Liberal candidate for the 
first time in the Ludlow bye-election and by af- 
firming that free traders' of all parties must 
form a line of battle against a common foe.

A PROGRESSIVE CHINAWOMAN 

Dr. Ida Kahn, a Chinese woi-nan physician, 
who took her degree several years: ago from the ' 
University of Michigan, has returned to take a 
]jost-graduate course in Johns Hopkins. Miss 
Kahn is a missionary for the Methodist Epi.s- 
copal Church, and opened the city of Nanchan.c; 
to missionaries,, after it had been forbidden 
ground for some ti^me, vShe accomplished this 
by ctu-ing the wife of Tastai Taeo^ the .viceroy.) 
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HEN Prince Louis l>Tapolcon, 
afterward Napoleon III., 
was a young man, his pros- 
pects of becoming emperor 
of the French were as re- 
mote as those of his iUustri- 
ous uncle, the Little Cor- 
poral, when he attended the 
military school at: Biarritz. 
Louis Napoleon was an adventurer of the most 
^pronounced type. He was as shifty in ideas 
as the sands of the sea and as unstable as 
Reuben, who is referred to in Holy Writ as 
being like water, he could not excel. When, 
.about 1841, he landed on the coast of France,^ 
he carried the tri-color in one hand and a 
young eagle in the other. He. called on the 
people to fly to his standard, asserting thaf he 
was his uncle's legitimate successor and that 
the Orlcanists, who then reigned, were op- 
pressive and had robbed the people of their 
political and personal rights. A manifesto to 
that effect had been circulated throughout the 
-country before he landed, and the gend'arnies 
\yerp onHhe alert. The few who rallied to his 
standard were, dispersed and Louis Napoleon 
was caught and consigned to a dungeon in a 
castle. At first it was contemplated by the 
government to, hang the adventurer for high 
treason, but wiser counsels prevailed and the 
ministers declined to make the young rcl)el a 
martyr. After imprisonment for a few months 
he was liberated— or escaped and fled to Eng- 
land. He Avas then practically penniless. For 
a time he was a "charge on the finances of the • 
adherents of the Bonaparte dynasty, who were 
themselves very poor, having been deprived of 
their possessions at the time of the Restora- 
tion, Louis Napoleon, after a time, visited the 
new world. He had some money, but not 
much. At New York he drew about him a 
number of dissipated young Englishmen and 
Americans and tiiey led a dashing career for 
awhile. He remained in New York a couple 
of years. In California, fifty-two years ago, I 
ran across an English gentleman named Lo- 
mas, in reduced circumstances. This gentle- 
man was one of the boon companions of the 
prince while he was "doing" New York in a 
double sense and never tired of relating their 
adventures. At that time, he said, the New 
York police force was composed of watchmen, 
many of them old and decrepit, and who, after 
years of toil, were deemed good enough to 
watch over the lives and properties of peaceful 
and honest citizens while they slept. TIic 
watchmen wore helmets of leather, so heavy 
that they made a fellow's head ache to look at, 
to say nothing of having to wear tiiem. The 
popuLar name of the force was "Lcatherheads" 
and the chief amusement of the young swells 
at night consisted in knocking off the helmets 
with their canes and tumbling the senile wear- 
ers into the ditch. The watchmen carried rat- 
tles which they sprung to summon assistance. 

Louis Napoleon was a short, stocky man 
and very powerful. He could handle two of 
the old Leatherhcads at one time, and had 
been known to bring two heads together with 
a resounding whack that must have made the 
poor watchmen wish that they had sought 
other employment. Sometimes the swells 
would tackle a young and vigorous Leather- 
head, who would batter them into submission 
with his baton and lodge them in the station- 
house over-night. 

Mr. Lomas told me that the prince and he 
were one morning arraigned in the New York 
police court' for "'disorderly conduct. Tlicy had 
been ^dly;.b£ittered. When taken in their 
hats were gone, their clothing hung in rags 
and their heads and faces were covered with 
blood. They appeared before the magistrate. 
Asked their names, i\Ir. Lomas responded: 
"William Henry Lomas." 
"And what's j^ours?" asked the magistrate 
of the prince. 

A titter ran llirou.ejh tlic courtroom as the 
culprit straightened liiniseif up and replied in 
a loud voice with a French accent: • 
"Prince Louis Napoleon Bonaparte!" 
"Any relation of the great emperor?" 
queried the incredulous beak, 

"I am his nephew," replied the prince 
proudly, and with emphasis. 

The magistrate laughed outright, for he 
could not bring himself to believe that the 
clay of the forlorn-looking object before him 
was any better than an ordinary young 
Frenchman of fast proclivities who had huaticd 
and assaulted a watchman and had been ig- 
npmihously dragged to prison to answer for 
his offence; 

"Well," the magistrate said at last, while 
vainly trying to smother a laugh, in which the 
hangers-on joined, "MnPriricelyOuis Napoleoii 
Bonaparte, if that is yditr name^ un- 
derstand that in this -free and enlightened 
country there arc no princes or nobles. P>ery 
true citizen js^a spvercign in his own right, and 
that waichman' wKom you assaulted is as good 
as any prince or potentate that, ever Ijvcd. 
How do you plead?" - 
Both men pleaded guilt}'-. 
They were fined .i^5 eacli. Louis Napoleon 
had no money, but Lomas conlrivccl to raise 
ten dollars and the fines were paid. 

Years afterwards, when the prince had 
been elected President of the Repuljlic of 
France (I,ouis Phillippe, the reigning nionarcii, 
having meanwhile been driven from the coun- 
try and foiirid refuge in England) Mr. Lomas, 
who had become reduced in cfrcuinslances, 
wrote to Napoleon and reminded him of their 



New York escapades and asked for assistance. 
Tiie return mail brought a substantial .draft 
from the prince and a request that Mr. Lomas 
should send his eldest son, George, to Paris, 
■where his future would be provided for. This 
was done. Numerous other instances of the 
kind were mentioned by the papers of the day, 
for the to-be emperor had long been regarded 
as a dead-beat and swindler. To .escape im- 
prisonment he was smuggled aboard a sailing 
vessel bound for London and landed there ab- 
■solutely without means. At London, so great 
was his necessities, that he obtained employ- 
ment as a special constable at the lime of the 
Chartist riots.. Several keepers of boarding 
houses in New York and London whom the 
prince had neglected to pay were similarly 
favored. To; eyery response a substantial 
draft was seni until at last • it was believed 
that every Tinpaid account had been liquidated 
a hundredfold. Those who had been kind-td 
him and loaned him money when in exile were 
loaded down with favors and they and their 
families rewarded by the princc-];)rcsident. He 
never turned his back on former acqi.iaintancos, 
however lunnble, and his personal chccpie-book 
was ever in requisition. It is pleasant to re- 
cord these acts of gratitude. Louis Napoleon 
was a grateful mail, whatever else may be 
written of him. ; 

History says that he was cruel, blood-^ 
thirsty and unprincipled. It is known that 
when he had been firmly seated in the presi- 
dential chair he began to plot against the re- 
public. All must have heard or read of the in- 
famous coup d'etat, or stroke of state, by 
wdiich he abolished the republic anTl proclaim- 
ed France an empire willi himself as emperor. 
The people rose en masse in resistance. They 
filled the streets and squares and armed with 
every conceivable weapon prepared to expel 
the adventurer and his friends. JButvthe. usur- 
per had laid his plans well. 'iTiie " artillery 
commanded every street and square and ter- 
rific discharges of grape mowed the people 
down like grain before the husbandman's 
sickle. It was estimated that fifty thousand 
citizens of Paris lost liicir lives on that oc- 
casion. The city was deluged in blood before 
the populace witlulrcw from the unequal con- 
test and sullenly acquiesced in the Ucw order. 
Louis Napoleon ascended the throne after 
scenes of butchery and destruction that have 
no parallel in the history of modern times. 

When president the emperor had cast about 
him for a consort. He selected a Mile. Mon- 
tijo, a Spanish girl of good family with a dash 
of Irish blood in her veins and who had come 
to the French court with . her mother, an ad- 



venturess. MWq. Montijo became Empress 
Eugenie. Shortly after bar marriage, one 
morning, she encountered in the Champs cle 
Elysecs an Englishwoman of great beauty. 
This woman, who was known as Mrs. 
Howard, had been on intimate terms with 
Louis Napoleon. Eugenie was mounted on a 
horse, for she was an accomplished rider. Mrs. 
Howard sat in an open barouche, the progress 
of which, was stopped by a jam of vehicles. 
]iugenie^saw, her rival and rode deliberately to 
the carriage'' side and dealt her several severe 
blows across the face Avith her rirling-whi]). 
Great Avclts rose and [Mrs. Howard fainted. 
The ne.xt day she found it convenient to leave 
Paris for England and France knew her no 
more. ,. , . .. .,. 

At the coronation there was anpthe|^:bjdpclX: 
scene, but Frenchnieii gradually became a'cchs^^ 
- tomcd to Ih^e splendor; and gaiety, of the court. 
Titles were distributed with a lavish hand. 
Money purchased the silence of some and^ tliC 
support of others. When these failed exile or 
murder cleared the political atmosphere. 

Several years of quietude followed and the 
empire flourished greatly luider Najiolconic 
rule. It was during the first years of Na- 
poleon's reign that Great Britain r.dopted the 
ruinous policy of Free Trade, a policy that Mr. 
Chamberlain and his party now propose to 
abolish and return to protection. The first 
ironclad. La Gloire, was "built in a French 
dockyard. The vessel was plated with iron. 
Other nations copied and improved on that 
ironclad which was the forerunner of the 
Dreadnoughts and Invincibles of the present 
day. What a harmless tub I.c Gloire would 
appear now by the side of a modern warshiii! 
In the Crimea the French and I'.nglish v.-cre 
allied against Russia, and stayed the march of 
that nation toward Constantinople. It was in 
Napoleon's day 'tliatirtlieiMinnie rifle, the rifled 
cannon and the Ktitraiireuse were invented. 
These weapons defeated the Austrians on the 
fields of' Solferino aiid !Magenta. Upoii them 
the emperor relied for victory over the Ger- 
mans in the War of 1870; but the Germans, 
with superior generals aiid weapons and larger 
armies destroj-ed the I.Mcnch forces and bore 
the emperor awaj' a ca[)live to their own coun- 
try, as every one knows. 

But I must remind the reader that this is 
not meant as a history of the French under 
Louis Napoleon. Tlio.se reminiscences were 
recalled by a despatclirfrom , Los Angeles on 
Tuesday last which ' stated that Comte dc 
Rudio, who was concerned in the Orsini bomb 
tragedy, is a resident of that city. 

Briefly slated, the Orsini Ijonil) Iragcdv 



took its name from Comte Grsini, an Italian 
nobleman, who had become an anarchist. An 
anarchist's creed is death to all established 
government. In the early years of his exile, 
i^onis Napoleon had joined the anarchists and 
taken the oath of annihilation to all rulers. 
Should he at any time recant, the oath read 
that his ; fcUbw-anarchists might kill him. 
When he became^president and subsequently 
emperor, he' 6bmtnitted an offence against the 
society and his life was declared forfeit. For a 
long time the consi^irators awaited an oppor- 
tunity to put the sentence of death in force, 
A bond) was prepared and Comte d'Orsini Avas 
selected to throw it. One evening, in 1857, 
v.diile the enqjcror and empress were on their 
way to the opera house in a carriage surround- 

.- ed by a life guard and a brilliant staff ,;Ofj,offi-i 

■ cers, the Idoked-for .opportunity presented " it-' 
self, 'riie-bora^ with 
a deafening/ report.' 'T horses and 

. twenty; or thirty soldiers and notables were 
blown to pieces, and 100 injured; but, strange 
to say, although the imperial carriage 
v.-as shattered and the floor splintered by tlie 
force of the e.\i,)lusion the emperor and his con- 
s'jrt were not hurt at all. After the wreck had 
been cleared away and the dead and dying 
carried off the emperor appeared on the stage 
to show that he was not injured. He was re- 
' ccived with deafening cheers, which showed 
that the populace had no .sympathy with the 

— assassins, although they did not admire the 
emperor. Among the list of the killed appear- 
ed the name of George Lomas, an aide de 
camp. I have often wondered if he Avas iden- 
tical Avith the son of my California friend. 

Orsini and several of his confederates Avere 
arrested and in a short time guillotined by the 
sentence of the court. Others fled to England. 
A Dr. Bernard was thrown into prison on sus- 
picion of being one of the assassins. His guilt 
was clear. The emperor sent a despatch to 
the British goyernment. demanding the extradi- 
tion of the prisdjien' This ''demand aroused • 
John Bull's ire. The people assembled in 
public meetings all over the kingdom and res- 
olutions Avcre passed calling upon the British 
government to resist the demand of the spur- 
ious monarch, ;>,s he Avas termed. The excite- 
ment increased and efforts were made to mob 
the police Avho had the Doctor in charge. 
Napoleon resorted to- A'eiled' threats, Avhich 
added to the excitement. Then he subsidized 
,the editorial columns of a Londoh daily news- 
paper to advocate the surrender of the pris- 

- oner.. The examination lasted many days, and 
at last, amid the Avild plaudits of a multitude. 
Dr. Ik'niard was .?et at liberty, and the inci-

RAVELLING in Tibet is not yet a 
pleasant pastime, or one easily in- 
dulged in. The people of the moun- 
- tains resent^ the approach of the 
European, 'and he penetrates their 
fastnesses in peril of his life. Dr. 
Sven Hedin, the dauntless European explorer, 
has just returned from Tibet, bringin.g valuable 
geographical information. The toUowing des- 
cription of some of his adventures throws nuich 
light on present day conditions in the Hima- 
hiA'as : 

Journeying ouAvards Dr. Sven Hedin found 
himself at last involved in niiriculties Avith 
Tibetan officials. Passing through a Nomad 
encampment he refused the offer of guides, 
• though heavy snow, was .fallingi- vyishing to 
avoid Ra'ga, above the' Brahrnaputra Valley. 
While making the usual daily oDscrvations a 
party of chiefs Aviih an armed escort appeared. 
They had orders, they said, to search the cara- 
van. The usual story about tlieir being I^a- 
dakhi traders was rejected contemptuously. 
"Ilcilin Sahil;, Avho was sent bad-; last year, is 
in your caravan. Jle lias come back to do what 
he Avas forbidden to do last year. Write and 
sign a statement that no European is Avith you, 
and take responsibility." Those Avere the curt 
replies given to Abdul Karim's protestations. 
The Tibetans Avcrc encanipcd Avithin a fcAV 
yards of Dr. Sven I fcdin's tent. The Ladakhis 
expressed a fear that he would be killed, and 
sug.gestcd an escape witli the instruments and 
records in darkness. A panic mreatcned, and 
Dr. Sven Hedin realised that thc;titne.hadiCpme 
boldly to declare himself. He w'ent'stt-aight to 
the Tibetan camp fire and seated himself be- 
tween two chiefs whom he knew, asking Avherc 
they recognized him. Surprise kept them silent 
for a moment, but soon the chiefs, polite but 
shy, insisted that he nuisl go to see tlio GoA'cr- 
nor at Sakadzong. Dr. fivcn Hedin refused, 
saying that he had accomplished the object of 
his journey in spite of the prohibitions of the 
previous year, and he Avould proceed to Dar- 
jceling. A mutual agreement Avas reached 
that he should meet the Governor at Semoku. 
A.II proceeded there next day, April 24th. 

Dr. Sven Hedin felt scarcely sure of free- 
dom, as he had openly avovi^ed himself a 
European. The Governor asked the object of 

his return contrary to orders, end suggested 
that Euro]ieans visited Tibet in search of gold, 
though the cotmtry was poov. He knew Dr. 
Sven ifedin Avas a fj-iend of Tashi Lama, and 
therefore welcomed him, but the standing in- 
structions of Llasa had to be obeyed. It ap- 
peared that the Chinese Mandarin stationed at 
Mingri, on ^the Nepal frontier, Avith 200 sol- 
diers, had 01 dors not only to forbid Europeans 



to enter Tilict, but to stop Gliurkhas and other 
persons, and in case of refusal or resistance 
the Chinese soldiers would turn them out. Dr. 
Sven .Hedinrsaw the ; significance of these or- . 
iders, fdr'Umigri was the Scene of a battle in 
Avhtch the Chinese had defeated the Gurkhas 
and iuA'aded Nepal. Now they evidently re- 
,gard it as the principal entrance from Nepal 
to Tibet. 

Further conversation shoAved that the 
Cliinesc and Llasa are more than ever deter- 
mined to keep Tihet closed, especially to 
Europeans. Tibetans are compelled to yield 
obedience to this policy of exclusion. 

Dr. Sven Hedin .resolutely refused to re- 
trace his steps, or travel by trade route to 
Ladakly. If hejwerie killed the Governor, he 
said. Avould suffer afterwards. The ne.gotia- 
tions ended in a compromise, llic caravan bc- 
in.g' split up on the understanding that rlie 
[lartics should meet ;i.gain. Dr. Sven llcdin 
left Bis on I\Iay 5 with iiis attendants, and an 
armed escort on thoroughly good terms. The 
caravan\ haying been prpyisipned, he saAv a 
charicii of further exploitationliin Bon.^ha pro- 
vinces. He travelled due ,i1Pirth, crossing a 
pass of 19,000 feet in the great range, and 
made for Lake Tederany, the existence of 
Avhich Nani Sin.gh rejjorted in 1873, its real 
name being Tercnam. He found the lake to Ije 
long, narrow, and salt, and einirely iliffcrent 
from its rcju-esenlation on the map. He then 
turned westward, ;in(I visited ^.Fending Temple, 
situated on lIic hank of Somathawgpo,. the 
largest rjA'^er in Tibet Avithout outlet to the 
ocean. He failed to meet the main body of 
the caravan, but travelled in Tibet dress quite 
unmolested by a route Avest-south-wcst. 

Crossing a range tAventy thousand feet 
high he reached Klia-l;i, shoAvn on the map as 
a great peak, hut really a pass in a high range 
miming from the main system. Ue then came 
to Ghalarili.gtso, which is described in maps 
as containing a monastery on an island. Its 
real name is Nquanglaringtso, and there are 
five islands. The shape " given in maps is 
Avrong, as it Avas east and Avcst, and is inter- 
sected by three great rivers. The explorer 
crossed the great range fo.- the tenth time, and 
reached MansoraAvar on July 26. and thence by 
knoAvn roads made his Avay to Simla. ■ 

Gco.graphically the two cxi^lorations arc of 
the highest value. The blank space north and 
south of t!ie island lake region have been tra- 
versed, and the mystery of Bou.gha has been 
solved. Bougha, though one of the grandest 
provinces of Tibet, has never before been visit- 
ed by Europeans. The new map- of Tibet Avill 
bo of. 900 sheets, Avhich proves the extent of the 
exploration. All heights, of the passes, river 



crossings, and encampments arc recoi^ded; a 
huntlred asln^nomical jjoints have been fixed. 
.Several thousand panoramas have been taken, 
Avith compass bea,rings and names. 

Dr. Sven Hedin 'h^s brought back photo- 
graphs, pencil draAvings, and Avater colors. 
Meteorological observatioiis were made three 
times daily, and Iho explorer has geographical 
si)ecinicns with dip and fall of rock from twelve 
hundred dirferent iiarts. The total length of 
his journeys was four thousand miles. i'here 
are ])raclically now no fresh discoveries left in 
the heart of Tibet. 

Dr. Sa'cu Hedin sums up the results of his 
explorations as follows: First, the great dis- 
coA'eries are the true sources of the Brahma- 
putra and Indus and thef-gendm the 
Sutlcj east of MansoraAvar lake; secondly, ex- 
])loration of Bou.gba, Avhich traverses twice, by 
different routes; but. greatest of all, is the dis- 
ci.n'ory of that continuous mountain chain, 
which, taken as a whole, is the 'nost massive 
ran.ge on the crust of the earth, its average 
hei.f.rlit above se;i le\-el liciu.g greater than that 
of the Himalayas, lis pedes are 4,000 to 5,000 
feet lower than ]'".v(M-est, but its ])asses .average 
3,000 feet higher than the Himalayan passes. 
The castern.and' western parts were irnown be- 
fore, but the cenfi-al 'aiid higln^st part is in 
llougba, Avhich was previously unexplored: 
not a tree or bush covers it. There are no 
deep-et!t A'alleys ;is in the Himalayas, for .rain . 
is scanl). iJr. .Sven Hedin proposes calling 
II10 chain the 'l"rans-1 1 imala.\'a ran.ge, a name 
which mcet.s with the approval of the A'iceroy, 
as one of the first to hear of the extent of the 
discovery.

dent Avas closed Avhcn England flatly refused 
to allow the political offender to be extradited. 

A couple of years later there landed on the 
ocean dock at Esquimalt from an ocean 
steamer two Avell-appareled .men of respectable 
appearance and ./gentlemanly bearing. One 
v/as. a Frenchman who spoke broken English 
{ind gave the name of Vincent, the other an 
Englishman called H. Abbott. They se- 
cured apartments in Victoria. . At that time 
there stood on the Avcst side of Church Hill a' 
lon.g, straggling building Avhich had been built 
by the Congrcgationalists in 1859. The pas- 
tor, Rev. W. F. Clarke, had given offence to 
his flock by admittin.g to membership several 
colored families. The Avhites organized a sec- 
ondif.church .with Rev. Mr. McFie as pastor, 
and biiilf'a temple on Fort street. The site is 
now occupied by the office and residence of 
Dr. Meredith Jones. After a while the 
Clarke church dAvindled and died and 
the building passed into the hands of Dr. 
Hills, Bishop of Columbia, Avho couA'^crted it 
into the collegiate school Avith ^''en. Arch- 
deacon Woods as principal. To the Arch- 
deacon one day came jM. Vincent to apply for 
the position of teacher of languages. He Avas 
, a man of medium height, slender figure, very 
bald, and about 35 years of age and Avith an 
, aristocratic bearing. As it happened the Arch- 
deacon stood in need of a person of M. Vin- 
cent's attainments and as the applicant's de- 
mand in the Avay of salary Avas not large, he 
Avas engaged. Those of the old collegiate 
school boys noAV alive Avill call to mind the 
grave and melancholy gentleman Avho taught 
them French nearly half a century ago, but 
they AvilL know for the first time today that 
M. Vincent Avas an assumed name, that there 
Avas a price set on his head by the French 
government and that he was a refugee /from 
justice, whose every movement v/as waftched 
by a detective, who had followed him and 
• Abbott through the United States and firially 
to this place, in the hope some day of being 
enabled to kidnap and return them to Paris 
for trial. The detective bore the name of 
Strong. He Avas an Englishman and lived for 
some time at the boarding-house of Mrs. Boav- 
man on Yates street, and few suspected that 
he Avas other than a quiet English gentleman 
Avho had come to enjoy Victoria's pleasant 
atmosphere and sunny skies. 

One day, about tAvo years after he had oc- 
cupied the position at the collegiate school and 
Avon the confidence of all by his bearing and 
ability, M. Vincent requested an audience with 
his principal in the latter's. private room. Af- 
ter closing the door carefully M. Vincent said: 

"I have a secret to impart , to you, Arch- 
deacon ; I am here under an assumed name." 

The Archdeacon started, but said nothing. 

"Yes," the teacher continued : "My name 
is not Vincent at all ; I committed a political 
offence in France and I am here, an exile." " 

"Good gracious, M.- Vincent I" exclaimed 
the Archdeivv-on ;" "do you know what you are 
saying?" 

"Alas! too Avell," he replied. "My name is 
Visseux, not Vincent — Comte de Visseux. I 
Avas an Anarchist and one of the Orsini bomb , 
conspirators. I fled to the United States and 
afterwards came here Avith M. Abbott to es- 
cape capture In an evil moment Ave both 
joined the Anarchist society; Louis Napoleon 
Avas one of the original members Avhen he Avas 
a penniless Avandercr. We all subscribed to 
the oath, and Avhen the prince broke his word 
by .becoming emperor, the death penalty was 
passed upon him. I did not throw the bomb, 
nor was I near the opera house when it Avas 
thrown, but my name Avas on the list of mem- 
bers and I believed the emperor deserved 
death. I do not think so uoaa'. My feelings 
have changed and I await the day Avhen I may 
return to my native land and reside there in 
])cace. I had Mr. Abbott's consent to tell you 
Avhat I have, and as wc cannot be extradited 
for a political offence I Avish to have my true 
name inserted in the next term's school circu- 
lar." This was done and the namejof^JVinceiit 
disappeared forever from the adverHsernent's 
of the school, and the name of Visseux came 
in its place. 

Visseux and Abbott remained here many 
years. The former married but did not return 
to France until after the dethronement of 
'Xouis Napoleon in 1870. Abbott made fre- 
quent visits to London and Paris and Avas 
never molested. 

The origin and progress of the Franco- 
German war are recorded in history. The 
French objected to a German prince being 
placed on the vSi)anish' throne, and Napoleon's 
ambassador to Berlin insulted the German king 
in his palace, because his majesty declined to 
recall the prince. France declared war against 
Germany and the French emperor took the 
field himself. He was beaten in every conflict. 
At Sedan he surrendered his army, Avas made 
captive and confined in a German fortress until 
I)eace Avas proclaimed, . Avhich Avas after the 
surrender and occupation of Paris by the Ger- 
mans. 

The French republic having been ])roclaim- 
cd, Napoleon's occupation as emperor Avas 
gone He purchased an estate at Chisellhurst 
Avherc he died some years later. The Empress 
Eugenic is still alive Her latest photo,graph 
shows the face and figure of a decrepit old 
woman. She is childless, Iier only son, the 
.Prince Imperial, having lost his life in Zulu- 
land while reconnoitreing with a small party, 
of English officers.
